(’him is made that British connection with Madras 
dates a« fin b ich ns the ninlh centnr\ \ D Accoidmg to 
the \nglo ^a^on Chronicle, and to the further tcstimom of 
William of Malme-bun, King \lfred the Gioat of Lnglnnd 
despatched two ambassadors, Sighelm and \tliclstano, in 
S83, v ith nlms to Borne, and thence to M Thomas in 
India The identification of the lattei place has ncicr 
presented nn\ difhculh 1'roni euK Clmstuin times tho 
old quarter of Madras known as Malipore, has been asso 
ciatcd with the name of the " Doubting \iK>stle ” That St 
Thomns \i«ited tlie Couit of tho Indo ^cttluan sotorcign 
Gondojihnrcs, in the far North West, is now gcneinlh 
admitted The fact that a colom of Christians, staling 
tlionischcs his followers, e v isted in South India in tho 
fourth ceutura mas ho held to confirm tho belief that he also 
Ined and laboured in that part of tho Coiomandel Coast, 
where his niemois lias so long been pioush presen ed 

U tho beginning of tho Christian era MtJapoio is 
reputed to ha\o boon a largo and prosperous cit\, tho 
capital of a Hindu Baja Tradition likewise issorts that, 
tho soa lias since oncioachod some (luce miles or so 
swallowing up tho ancient metropolis, a disnMor fontuld 
In St Thomas, who took the precaution to build ins -mall 
Church well inland, on tho site now entered In the large 
Cathedinl, which boars Ins name \ mu.tole, wherein the 
Apostlo rostored tho Baja’s daughter to health, when -L 
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The small English community in Madras struggled on 
•with, apparently, little encouragement from am one Blame 
rather than praise seems to have been then portion at 
home while, abroad, they were sunounded by enemies 
Possiblv this explains the hardihood of then growth 
Immediately to south their boundary trespassed upon the 
Portuguese territory of San Thomd The dreaded Dutch 
threatened them fiom Pulicat, Negapatam, Masuhpatam 
and Sadias The last mentioned places were founded 
about 1610 and held bv Holland until 1824, when they 
were finally ceded to England In 1620 the Danes 
started to trade at Tianquebai They attained little 
commercial, or political importance Then chief achieve- 
ment consisted m establishing the eailiest Protestant 
missions in India It was they who welcomed William 
Carey, the first Baptist missionary from England, and 
allowed him to settle at Serampur in 1799, under the 
protection of then Governor, Colonel Bie Pnoi to this the 
English East India Company had refused to allow Carey 
to pioselytize within then territories Einalh, the Fieneh 
began to eiect and fortify Pondicherry, an advantageously' 
situated seapoit lowei down on the Coromandel Coast 
Founded by Francis Martin, in April 1674, it speedily grew 
into the handsomest European town in India 

Cities, like men, are the pioduct of then past How the 
meichant venturers at Fort St Geoige held their own 
against enemies at home and abroad, how they beat back the 
Moghuls, and the Marathas, and how, while merely seeking 
to extend their trade, they weie, all unwittingly, building 
up an empire upon such apparently incongruous foundations 
as bales of cottoD, and bags of spice, is the story of 
Madras In the following pages I have endeavomed to 
outline the tale In the very limited space of a little

Into the compai atn el\ shoit penod of thiee bundled 
>ears Madras has crowded an important and varied history, 
marked b% events which haie exeicised a fai -leaching 
influence upon the Bntish-Indian Empire in particular, 
and the world in geneial Madras was a powei m the 
land hofore Bomba} was tiansfened to England as a 
Queen’s dower, Calcutta founded, 01 Kaiacln thought of 
With the exception of an insignificant piece of giound at 
Aimegam, in the Kistna distnct, it was the enihest tern- 
torv acquired hj the Honouiable East India Oompanj, 
and, for some time, the only stronghold woithi the name 
which they possessed Bj wrtue of these facts, Madias is 
senior of the thiee gieat Presidencies, and hei Goveinoi 
lanks second onlv to the Yiceioi 

At tho beginning of the seienteenth centim the 
present large and scattered cit\, compusing a municipal 
area of some twenty -se\ en miles, and a seafront nine miles 
m extent, consisted of a uumbei of big villages, small 
kuppams, 01 fishing hamlets, and the ancient Hindu town 
of Mylapore, w Inch included the Portuguese settle of 
San Thom6 As Madias expanded all these old si 
gradually absoibed Then names, howevei, pois.J"" 
still designate the -\arious districts into winch the, 
developed, hence such appellations as Nungumbt 
Tondiarpet, Peddauaickenpet, etc , formidable mouthful., 
stiangeis unfamiliar with Tamil and allied Dravidi 
languages Nor are these the sole survivals from the dim 
past Despite the loadmakei and the builder, primeval 



palm topos persist in unoxpectod places Abongmul hup 
pams make pictuiosquo appeal on the baro sand} fojioshore 
or lnddon amid the groon of ticos Thou mud walls, and 
tho design of thou sloping thatched loofs ate the samo to 
day as they weie bofoio tho cnlondai was invented The 
centmios have wi ought no chango in -the catamarans 
consti noted, raft-hko, by lashing togothoi thoioughlv hewn 
trunks of trees In these ciudo cinft tho fisher folk 
oontinue to breast the surf with a skill tantamount to 
instinct, and which is a logacj from remote antiquitj 
Antodihnrnn, too, aio tholaigo hollow masoolah-boats, built 
up of thin planks stitched in placo with a tough kind of 
fibious tope They lie on tiio beach below, while above, 
on the smooth Manna, bevoud tho jollow blossomed por- 
tia trees, modern civilisation speeds swuftlj along in motor 
cars, undoi the watchful windows of imposing Govomment 
buildings, and of now' and up-to dnto educational establish- 
ments It is to contrasts such as those that Madras owes 
much of its charm

The first European settlement in the neighbourhood 
dates from eaily m the sixteenth contui>, and was Por- 
tuguese Its oirgm was religious In 1498 the Portuguese 
navigatoi, Vasco de Gama, revolutionised existing geo 
graphical theories by doubling the Cape of Good Hope, and 
so discovering a sea loute to India Hepenetiated as far as 
Calicut, on the West Coast, and obtained a chaitet fiom tho 
Zamonn permitting his countrvmen to tiade In 1502 a 
papal bull proclaimed the King of Portugal “Lord of the 
navigation, conquests and trade of Ethropia, Arabia, Persia 
and India ’ As a result, a Portuguese crown colony was 
established at Goa, the first Viceroy of which was Erapois 
co di Almeda Reports reaching Goa that St Thomas the 
“ Doubting Apostle," bad suffeied martyrdom on a mount 
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ncai Mjlapore, on the Coiomandel Coast, officials were 
despatched to \enfy the tradition Royal sanction was 
obtained fiom Poitugal foi the estabhshment of chuiches 
and monasteries on sites hallowed by association with the 
Apostle Accoidrag to the “ Madras Manual,” Francis di 
Albuquerque had already founded a factory at San Thom6 
in 1603 Soon a Portuguese city sprang up around a 
slmne, which the Saint is said to hare built on the ground 
now covered by the Cathedral named after him Fortifica- 
tions perfoice followed A garrison and commandant weie 
despatched fiom Goa, bv the Viceroy, to whom the new 
settlement was subject 

Of the indigenous villages the tw r o eailiest to come 
within the spheie of English influence appeal to have been 
Chmnapatam, or Chennapatnam (Fair Town) and Madras- 
patam These lay on the foreshore about three miles 
north of San Thom6 Various theories have been advanced 
regarding the origin of the two names The former is 
geneially holieved to have been so styled m honoui of 
Chenappa, father of the Naik of Chingleput, \vho invited 
the English to build a factoiy in the neighbourhood 
Scholais consider that Madraspatam perpetuates the 
memory of a legendary king of the Solar Line The 
locality pioduced cheap and excellent cotton fabrics, 
notably stamped calicoes Many of the inhabitants were 
skilled weavers 

This speciality attracted the attention of tiadors, and 
induced Francis Day, an Agent of the East India Company 
incorporated by Queen Elizabeth on December 31st, 1600, 
to remove the English factory from Armegam to a place 
affording more favourable opportunities foi commercial 
develoj 
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THE NAIK'S OFFER 

At tins epoch tho district was subject to a descendant 
of the onco gioat Hindu dynasty of Vijmnngar, the para- 
mount powei m Soutli India dunng the fourteenth and 
fifteenth conturios Founded A D 1336 the Vijianagar 
enipno was shattered in 1564 by the combined aimies of 
the Muhammadan Kings of the Deccan The battle of 
Talikottah pio\ed final Earn Raja was slain and his 
splendid capital wiockod His successor established their 
hoad-quaitois at Chandingni, se\euty milos noitb-west 
of Madia 1 -, in tho piesent coliectoiate of Noith Aicot 
Heie they continued foi some tune Undoi them Tolugu 
was the State language Then claim to Hindu supremacy 
was acknowledged, although not always respected, hi the 
vauous local Naiks, 01 Go\ernois 

With the consent of the Raja, tho Naik of Chingleput, 
a man of piogLessive news who desned to attiact tiade to 
his province, ontoied into negotiations with Francis Day 
regaiding tho establishment of a fortified English factory 
“ in, 01 about Madraspatam ” The Company’s Agents 
lepoited the piooeodings m a lettei dated fiom Masuhpa- 
tam on Ootobei 25th, 1639 They wiote — “ The Naik of 
that placo is very dosnous of oui lesidence tlieie, foi he 
hath made us veiy fan pioffeis to that effect First he 
plotters to build a foit, in wbat mannei we please, upon a 
high plot of ground adjommg the sea, where a ship of any 
buithen may ride within musket shot close bv a uvei 
oapable of a vessel of fifty tons, and upon possession given 
us by him, and not befoie, to pay what chaiges he shall 
have disbuised Secondly, he gives us the whole benefit of 
a town neai by foi two yeais, which town may be at 
present woith about two thousand pagodas per annum, 
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The Ilonouiahlo East India Compntn despatched thou 
«cv enth expedition to I lie Oncnt in 1G 10 Then ‘-hip 
Globe, commanded h\ Captain Ilippon, sailed tip tlio 
East CoT^t, icnchmg Pettnpolh , now Ni/iimpatiun in tho 
Kistnn district, on August 20th, 1611 Goods weio landed 
in charge of two supotcaigoes Tho Globe then pro 
cecdcd to Masuhpstam. In IG‘21 factories were established 
at both these poits Seven sears latei a tl iui was oicotcd 
at \tmcgam and fortified In a weak wall and twcho guns 
Fmucis l)a\ was appointed \gent subject to Mnsuhpatam 
and Bantam 

During (lie nc\t few \eais mal Emoponn associations 
multiplied then depots in \sia The result was that tiado 
competition between rojuesentatnes ol the laiions westorn 
nations led to fnction, and cion to aimed conflicts 

Francis Da\ was thoioughh dissatisfied with condi 
tions at Annegam No soonei did ho ico.no tho Naik of 
Clnnglcpnt’s ofTci tlian ho slaited foi Masnhpalam to con 
fei with Thomas Juc, \gont ntthatpoit and Superinten- 
dent of the Coast factoncs l pon annnl lio loarnt that 
I\io had been superseded In \ndrcw Cogau, one time a 
memhci of Council at burnt Letters weio despatched to 
Bantam lcqucsting permission to closo with tho Naiks 
offoi Writing fiom Aunogun m 1639, Dn\ uigod -“I 
acquainted vou with mum kind imitations and largo pn- 
uleges bj tho Naik of Yincaladto, whoso toiritorios lie 
between Pul lent and San Thomf* tho onlv place foi 
paintings so much adnincd at soutliwaul (; c , at 
Bantam) and likewise stole of iongcloth and mouees 
which is tlioio piocuialile 
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Day 's proposals were favouiably regarded by the 
agents and factors assembled at Masulipatam On Sep 
tember 5th, 1630, Thomas Ivie, Andrew Cogan, Francis 
Dav, Thomas Winter and Thomas Moms met to discuss 
the question In the lecord of the proceedings Madras- 
patam is described as a “port town between Pulicat and 
San Thomd ’ Mention is again made of the cloth and 
“paintings,” otherwise stamped cottons, for which the 
neighbourhood was celebrated, and which rendered it pre- 
eminently desnable in the meichant’s eye« Pending an 
answer, news was received that the coast factories were no 
longer under Bantam, but were to take their orders from 
Sujrat Eventually a letter came from that place, dated 
January 8th, 1640 In this the Council appear to have 
taken it for granted that the East Coast factors had acted 
upon their own initiative as they remaik “ Foitifving at 
Madraspatam will he so far advanced that om directions 
■will come too late to impiove the action ” 

! ARMEGAM ABANDONED 

On February 6th, 1640, this somewhat ambiguonslv 
•worded document reached Armegam Immediately the 
work of dismantlement commenced Shorth afterwards 
Cogan, Day and the personnel of the abandoned fort 
embarked in thiee ships, two of which, the Unity 
and Eagle, are lespectnely described as of one 
hundred tons buitben The little company included two 
or thiee factors, an equal number of writers, a gunner, 
a surgeon, several carpenters, smiths and coopers, 
an Indian powder maker, a staff of servants, and the 
European garrison, about twenty-five strong, commanded 
by a Lieutenant, assisted h% a Sergeant 411 leached their 
destination safely on February 20th 




tboioughfaie teimed Geneial Maiket Tbib constituted the 
southern boundary of Gentu, oi Black Town, m its tuin 
eafeguaided by walls of mud 

NOMENCLATURE 

The fqct that Madias is still locally styled Chinna- 
patam has led Colonel Love, E E, to foim ceitain conclu- 
sions, which aie both inteiestmg and valuable as he bases 
them upon official lecords In his opinion a place named 
Madiaspatam existed piioi to the advent of Day and Cogan 
He fuithei believes that the new town, which giew up 
around Foit St Geoige, was called Cbmnapatam by inha 
bitants of the country, and was legaided as distinct fiom 
Madraspatam by Vipanagar, in 1645, and Golcondah, in 
1672 He consideis that the site of Fort St George lay 
within the limits of Clnnnapatam, to south of Madras- 
patam In suppoit of this he cites Doctor Fiyei’s Map, 
drawn in 1673, wheiein “ Maduass, the Indian town with 
flat houses ” is shown immediately to north Although 
originally sepaiate, Colonel Love bolds that the intervening 
space between Ohinnapatam and Madraspatam was gradu- 
ally built ovei uniting the two villages'and converting 
them into one citi , to which the English gave the name of 
Madras, while the Indians pi ef erred that of Clnnnapatam 
The old quaitei, designated Black Town, has been cleaied 
away Part of it is now oocupied by the tall posts of the 
wneless station The densely populated area known as 
George Town was so styled in honour of the King-Empeioi’s 
visit as Prince of Wales in 1906 

FOUNDERS OF FORT ST. GEORGE 

Veiy soon Dav was leoalled to England to answei 
chaiges of haung advanced his own interests bv pm ate 


(lading, to the prejudice of those of the Compnm Duiing 
his absence Cogan promoted J r ort St Geoigo to lie chief 
of the coast factories in lien of Masulipatnm, which was 
held under a fur less favomahle grant fioin the Sultan of 
Golcondali In tlieir annual report, dated Soplcmhei 3GI2, 
Cogaii, H Grecnhill and 1 Blown complain of then neigh 
houi s at San Thome Thor describe tho lViitugnosc Gan ison 
as turbulent and undisciplined, and accuse tinea Poiliigueso 
soldiers of hiring come or or into the Compam s terrifoir, 
wliere, aftci drinking with a Dane in a local smack shop, 
tho\ fell upon the unfoi lunate man ami hilled him For 
this the factors spmed the pimcipal offender and shot him 
in hont of the main guard to west of the Foil House 
Shoitlr afterwards the HopnirU aimed from England 
hearing despatches from tho Compatn Cogan was sharp 
Jr reprimanded for Die Joss of the J'm/lr and foi founding 
Fort St George Meanwhile the surrounding counti \ was 
in a distracted condition owing to disputes between the 
gorernors of pronnees nnd tiicir sorercign, the Raja of 
Vijianngar Matters were complicated hr the Mulinm 
madans, who look adrantage of the situation to ulmnce 
upon Hindu Icrritorr Among tiie rebels was the Gorernor 
of Chinglcput, 01 “ Oui Great Fniqno as tlir factors *-t \ Jt_f 1 
him Tlie Raja caused luni to he retrod ind imprisoned 
much to tho consternation of the English moiclnnts u ), 0 
promjitlv applied for more and hcanci g ms wherewith to 
protect their orvn persons ami the Comjnnr s j>osso,..ions 



piogtoss befoie he left that the house 01 touoi m the 
middle was finished, likewise tlnee of tlie coiner bulwaiks, 
adding that thnty foul pieces of oidnance had been mount- 
ed He was acquitted, and Eiancis Day pionounced 
lesponsiblo should the vontuie not piove a success With 
this Cogan retned aftei twenty -eight yeais seivice Ho 
settled at Gieenwich, whoie he purchased Crowley House, 
and was knightod In politics he was a stout supportoi of 
the Royalist causo, After the Restomtion, Charles II con- 
ferred a baronotcy on him in 1657 

Haidly had Day been appointed Agent at Fort St 
Geoige than he applied to bo leheved His successor, 
Thomas Ivie, took ovei fiom him', on August 4th, 1644, 
Day piomptly sailed foi England, whoie the Company fined 
him £500 foi pnvate trading Nothing is known of his 
subsequent lnstoiy, a curious fate to befall the foundoi of so 
gieat and impoitant a city as Madras 

TRANSFER TO GOLCONDAH. 

Thomas Ivie directed the affans of the Agency during 
foui critical yeais The failure of the noith-east monsoon 
caused a famine of suoli severity that in Madias alone four 
thousand died of hungei The Raja of Vijianagar waB 
mulcted of the majoi portion of his remaining possessions 
by the Sultan of Golcondab, whose great Prime Minister, 
Mu Jumlah, proceeded to blockade San Thomd in 1646 
Anxious to propitiate the rising power, and also, possibly, 
to pay off old scores against their Poituguese neighbours, 
the English assisted in the attack foi a brief period 

Henrj Greenbill was the next Agent Like his prede- 
cessors he sought to promote good relations with Mir 
Jumlah who, in 1647, had used his influence to have the 
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merchants confirmed in tlioir tenure of Mndrns. Tho condi- 
tions of tho louse wore not finaltx sottlcd until 1672 xvhon 
it was agreed that the trndors should pa\ oloron thou- 
sand pagodas doxxn m settlement of aiTonrs, and an annual 
tnbuto to tho Sultan of Golcondah of one thousand two 
hundred pagodas, otherwise Rs 4,800 Boa ond this they 
wore to ho exempt from further imposition whatsooaor for 
all time 

Mir Jumlah responded to Groonhill’s ndxances by 
desiring to bccomo a shareholder in tlio Company, and 
so participate in tho profits To this ond ho offored 
to inaest sixtv thousand pagodas Tlio factors dosenbo 
tho extensno trade carried on by Mir Tumlali on Ins 
own account Thcx enumerate lus ten mci chant ships, 
his four thousand horses, three hundred Lamels and ton 
thousand oxen, all engaged m transporting his wares to 
different towns, m cacli of which ho had agencies 

MADRAS A PRESIDENCY. 

In 1G52 Fort St Gcorgo was declared tho Company’s 
eastern contro of Goxornmont Consequently Prosidont Aaron 
Baker was ordered from Ja\n to Madras, whore ho armed 
on Septombor 1st His wife died during tho % ox ago A 
tombstono to her memory forms part of tho pax ernont to tho 
north cast of tho narroxx enclosure surrounding St Mary’s 
Church, and is tlio oldost British monument of tho kind m 
tho citx Upon Baker superseding him, Grconhill xacatod 
his quarters in tho Innor Fort, and xxont to livo in a house 
that ho had built in White Toxvn Ho continued to act as 
Agent, xnth tlio rosult that disputes between him and 
President Bakoi wore frequent and embittered War break- 
ing out with Holland, efforts were made to strengthen the 
defences of Fort St George. Dutch records of the period 
2 
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Aftei him came Su Edwaid Winter, •whose appoint- 
ment was a personal tnumph He had been lecalled to 
England to answei various charges, that of private trading 
among the numbei So well did he piesent his case that 
Chailes II conferred a title upon him, and the Corut of 
Directors sent him back to Madias as Agent He amved 
in the autumn of 1662 Possessed of much independence 
of character he pLomptly set about enlaigmg the Castle, 
strengthening the Fort, and leinfoicmg the gamson 

Peace was concluded with Holland in 1663 Mil 
Jumlah had died in the pievious yeai, but, as his connec- 
tion with Golcondah had long been severed, this event did 
not affect Madias Meanwhile the Muhammadans mam- 
tamed a stiong gamson at San Thome, “so that we aie m 
danger of our lives if we do but go out furtkei than the 
leach of our guns,” wiote Sn Edwaid Winter m 1663 

THE FIRST GOVERNOR, 

Fresh charges being biought against Wmtei, the Couit 
of Directors sent out Mi George Foxcioft to lelieve him 
The new Agent was accompanied by his son, Nathaniel, 
and amved at Madras in June, 1663 He at once assumed 
office, with Sn Edward Winter as Second in Council 
Soon Foxcroft discovered that his piedecessol’s accounts 
showed him to be m debt to the Company Furthermore, he 
found that the alleged wages paid to weavers were gieatly 
in excess of what they actually leceived Awkward ques- 
tions followed Finding his credit seriously menaced, 
Winter set about foiming a paity to suppoit his interests 
and defy Foxcioft This was the easiei as he was a 
staunch Hoyahst, wheieas it was pubho knowledge that, 
until recently, Foxcroft had been a Cromwellian In the 
meantime the muidei of a slave girl, and the anest of her 
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ownei, Mrs Dawes, who was ohaiged with the crime, 
placed the Agent and the Council m an awkward predica- 
ment Uncertain of then judicial powers they appealed to 
England for instructions as to how to deal with the case 
Before an answei oould be received Winter seized Foxoroft 
• impiisoned him m a small lock-up in the Innei Foit, and 
usurped control He justified his mutinous aotion by 
charging Foxoroft with having supported his son Nathaniel 
when the latter uttered alleged treasonable remarks against 
the Bang at the public dinnei table , The arrest was not 
effeoted without bloodshed Both Foxoroft and his son 
were wounded, and one man shot dead 

The Agent was still a close pnsonei in the following 
yeai, when a leply was leceived, from England, legaidmg 
the oourse to be pursued m lespeot to the murder of the 
slave gul The Company weie unawaie of the misfortune 
which had ovei taken their Agent, to whom they sent out a 
fresh commission, sanctioned by Ohailes II, promoting him 
to be Governoi of Foit St Geoige, with power to tiy 
capital oharges Under such ctuious and dramatic 
ciroumstances was the nomination of the first Governor 
effeoted in 1666 

When the Court of Direotois eventually learnt of the 
state of affans m Madias, a fleet of five ships, and a 
frigate, weie despatched to reinstate Foxcioft and lestore 
ordei This was accomplished in August of the same year 
No action appeals to have been taken against Winter He 
lemamed on in Madias and its neighbourhood winding up 
his private affairs until 1672 Upon arrival in England be 
was informed that he would not be allowed to return to 
India He installed himself at York House, Battersea, 
where he died m 1686, and was intened in the Parish 
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Cliuich, -which contains a handsome monument and bust 
to his memory 

The l-emamdoi of Foxcioft’s administration was 
disturbed by disputes with Golcondah over custom dues 
The original haul, executed in 1689, stipulated that the 
annual customs of Madras should be divided equally between 
the English and the Raja of Chandragiri, or Vipanagar ns 
lie is \ariously styled Subsequently Agent Greenhill had 
pie\ ailed upon Mir .Tumlab to agree to a fixed yearly sum 
of three hundred pagodas Neknam Khan, on succeeding 
to office, repudiated this old arrangement Instead he 
demanded the whole of the customs, together with the nght 
to place his own official permanently in Madras to chock 
receipts \t that period a brisk traffic was earned on in 
slaves A poll tax of one pagoda was levied on all slaves 
passing through the poit with x cry profitable lesults 

TRANSFER TO THE MOGHUL EMPIRE 

In 1687 the kingdom of Golcondah was completely 
subveited by the Moghul Emperor Aurangzib, and the old 
Sultan tieacheiously put to death at Daulatahad Upon 
this Madias became tributary to the Moghuls Contrary 
to expectation, the transfer pioved beneficial to the mer- 
chants, thanks to a service which they rendeied to General 
Zulfikai Khan, son of Assad Khan, the Delhi Grand 
Wazu In 1690 he apphed to Fort St George for two 
hundred maunds of gunpowder, as he was then subduing 
the Gingee country This was sent him and was followed - 
by a fmthei demand, which was also complied with 
Zulfikar Khan expressed his gratitude by sending 
Governor Yale a firman confirming tbe existing giants for 
the Foit and Factoiy of Chinnapatam, together with the 
Company’s other establishments on the Coiomandel Coast, 
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Nevoitheloss, Yalo duly doductod tho puco of tho ammuni- 
tion fiom fcho town lont payablo to tho Moghul Emperor 

FIRST NAWAB OF THE CARNATIC 

In 1692 Aiuangyib croatod Zulfikar Ah Khan Nawab 
of tho Carnatic, subject to # he Subahdur of tho Deccan, 
a post which ho continued to hold until 1701, when he 
was succeeded by Daud Khan During the first voar of his 
office Zulfikai Khan was joined m his camp at Gmgeeb} his 
fathei Assad Khan, tho Giand Wa/u, and by Prince Kam 
Baksh, tho Empeioi’s son On learning of this, Goieinoi 
Yalo despatched Richard Tionchfield and Tohn Pitt to 
Gmgee, with a petition whorem ho expatiatod upon the 
powdei incident by vntuo of which he solicited certain 
pnvileges The chief was that Madras and Triphcano 
should bo held lent free and henceforward exempt from the 
annual payment of pagodas 1,200 Fuitheimoro, he begged 
foi an extension of territory which should include the 
ullages of Egmoie, Pursewaukuin and Tondiarpet, the 
combined annual pioduction of which ho assessed at pago 
das 300 Finally, he begged leave to com mpees boaung 
the Emperor’s stamp, at Madras Tho last request; was 
granted b> Pnnoe Kam Baksh The othoi two were sub- 
mitted to AuiangXib and subsequenth sanctioned at a 
much latei date 


JOB CHARNOCK 

The failuie of the Company’s expedition against 
Bengal left the Agent, Job Chamock, no option but to 
withdraw from Hugbh and tho other northern factories. 
Aocompamed bv his entire civil and mihtarv staff, hearnved 
at Fort St George, on March 7th, 1689 He lemained m 
Madras, as the guest of Governoi Yale, for sixteen months, 
during whioh time he sat in Council whenever Bengal was 
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in question Finally, in July 1690, it was decided that he 
should return and attempt to establish a fiosh settlement 
A banquet was givon in his honour on tho 15th After 
dinner he and his party embarked m tho Pi mccss and 
Kcmptliomc They then pioceedod to Ohuttanuttee, 
whore they founded the present city of Calcutta The 
Court of Directors acknowledged Chamooh’s courage and 
mitiatiro In declaring Bengal independent of Madras 
during Ins agency 

RAPID PROGRESS, 

As early as 1653 Madras had been raised to the 
dignity of a Presidency In 1666 the first Gorernor 
was appointed, 16S8 witnessed the establishment of 
a Corporation, consisting of a Mayoi, appointed annually 
on September 29th, twelve Aldermen and sixty oi more 
Burgesses These were empowered to levy certain taxes 
in connection with public works, and to try criminal 
as well as civil causes The light of appeal against their 
vaidicts was allowed in cases where the offender was fined 
over three pagodas, oi condemned to lose life, oi limb 
That the dignity of their high office might bo apparent to 
all it was commanded that, on public occasions, two 
English born sergeants, bearing silver gilt maces, should 
precede the Mayor, who was to be robed in scarlet seige, 
accompanied by Aldermen in red gowns, and Burgesses 
clad m white silk The Corporation were furthei entitled to 
have umbrellas held over them, and to nde on horseback 

Eloquent testimony as to the rapid progress of the 
settlement comes from the pen of Manucci, the Venetian 
physician, who airived at Delhi in 1656 and devoted the 
next half century to collecting materials for his famous 
memoirs of the Moghul Court, of the Portuguese at Goa 
and San Thom6, of the French at Pondicherry and last, 
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but not least, of the English at Madras, where ho sottled 
m 1689, Writing in 1699, the celobrated author of the 
“ Storia do Mogor ” says — " Not more than sixty years 
ago this Madras was a sandy boaoh m the territory of 
Goloondah, whore the English began by erecting Btraw 
huts In time, by slow degroos, through prudence and 
good government, they built a fortress, castle and spacious 
suburbs By the freedom given to merchants of all nations 
it is now become vety populous Great profits are earned 
there It is very famous and larger than any place bn 
the Coromandel Coast Merchants throng to it from all 
parts, it having whatever they are in want of The ruin 
of San Thom6 was of great benefit to Madras, for its 
materials were used to extend it ” 

By the lutn of San Thom6 Manucoi refers to its 
dismantlement by the Muhammadans in 1697, when the 
massive fortifications wore blown up and the masonry re- 
mains appropriated by the English for building purposes 
It was coded to the Company m 1749 by Muhammad 
Ah, Nawab of the Carnatic, and the grant confirmed by 
the Moghul Empoioi in 1765 

Undei the date July 2nd, 1702, the following instruc- 
tive entry ocaurs in the Company’s Stock books — "Fort 
St George, with the castle and fortifications, and territory 
thereto belonging, upon which a large city is built consist- 
ing of houses, which are held of, and pay rent to the said 
Governor and Company, bogethei with the said city and 
its dependencies ” 

WARS AND RUMOURS OF WAR 

During the eighteenth century Foit St George expen- 
enced many vicissitudes of foitune Manucoi describes an 
ill-omened comet visible at Madras early in 1702 Itwas 
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noted m February Aftei a fow days the star disappeared, 
but two tails woro seen pointing southwards until March 
"Such signs," ho remaiks, "have over been the harbingers 
of nppioaclnng calamity, or some revolution among men ” 

In the same jear Daud Khan, the Moghul Governor, 
quartered Ins troops at San Thornd and proceeded to invest 
Fort St Geoigo The sinister rumoui spread abroad that 
Aurangnb hnd commanded the English stronghold to be 
razed to the ground Fortunately nothing sonous happen- 
ed Diplomacy won the dav A judicious distribution 
of rnonej and othor gifts led to the enemj, withdrawing 
The incident, hovvovoi, served as a warning, and shortly 
afterwards a gunpowdor factory was started in Madras 
It was situated on the Island, to south-west of the Fort 

His long connection with the Moghul Court, coupled 
with the fact that he was a lemarkably good linguist, led 
to Manucci being frequently employed, by the Governor of 
•Fort St George, in negotiations with neighhom ing powers 
On one such occasion he arranged a mooting between 
Daud Khan and Governor Pitt Guided bj Manucci the 
Moghul ofhcial set out fiom San Tliom6 with an escort of 
fifty horse Midway he w r as met bj the Madras Council 
The town walls and those of the Innei Foit were found to 
be strongly manned A guard of Euiopean and Indian 
soldiers lined the route from the mam gate to that of the 
citadel As Daud Khan appioacbed, the tioops began to 
execute a senes of manoeuvres This greatly claimed 
Daud Khan, who imagined that he was about to be made 
a prisoner At this juncture Governor Pitt appealed, 
followed by an imposing suite of officials and seivants He 
led his distinguished guest to his pnvate apartments, 
which Manucci describes as magnificently furnished Here 
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Govoinoi Pitt presented Daud Ivhan with a gold chain and 
splendid pondant of ambergris and gold Daud Khan was 
most dosnous of possessing an ombroidorod Clnnoso quilt, 
which ho saw on Pitt’s bod Tbo lnttor promptly gave 
him two and ollorod him the ontiro bed Thoioaftoi tho 
Govornoi drank Aurangnb's hoalbli to a salute of tbirty-ono 
guns Daud Khan responded by toasting tho King of 
England, when a similar saluto was filed Fuithcr toasts 
followod, oach omphasised In an appiopriato saluto After 
ho had aocoptod several casos of wine and spirits, Daud 
Khan was entoi tamed at a sumptuous banquet Tho dining 
hall was decorated with a fine display of arms Upon his 
requesting a speai, two woioaboncegnon to him Having 
feasted, he lay dowm to lost foi an houi and then took his 
leave. Govoinoi Pitt accompanied him to tho main gate 
Heio, at Daud Khan's special icquost, a final sake of 
guns was fired in Ins lionoui A company of English 
musketeois ga\o him safo conduct to tho bounds of San 
Thom4 

Shoitly aftor Daud Khan succeeded Zulfakai Ivhan in 
1701, as Nawab of the Carnatio, he mado tho Companv a 
grant of the villages of Nungumbaukum, Vyasarpaudy, 
Trivettoie, Shattanoaud and Cuttiwaukum, now commonly 
known as Ennoie. 

The autumn of 1721 witnessed consideiable destruction 
of property owing to a severe cyclone Bridges were 
earned away and much damage done to shipping Dis- 
putes with the Fiench led the Goveinoi of Pondicherry 
to prohibit the import of English goods A force of 
Marathas appeared before Madras in 1741 and demanded 
tribute The guns opened fire on them and they 
letreated 
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PALL OF FORT ST. GEORGE 

Upon wax breaking out between England and Fiance 
de la Bouidonnais, Goveraoi of Mauritius, collected a 
scratch fleet and set sail foi Madras, wbeie he appeared 
early m Septembei 1746 By this time the settlement 
had attained consideiable commeioial impoitanee The 
population exceeded two bundled and fifty thousand The 
town itself consisted of three distinct divisions To the 
south lay Fo*t St Geoige, 01 White Town sunounded by a 
wall with bastions at the comers In addition to the 
laige cential edifice, where the Go\emoi and other civil 
seivants resided, it contained warehouses, public buildings, 
two chuiclies and o\ei a hundred puvate dwellings It 
was essentialli the Euiopean quaitei Including the 
gainson the inhabitants numbered three hundred Im- 
mediately to noith lav Black Town, also encircled by weak 
rampaits It contained some handsome houses erected b\ 
wealthy Indians and Aimenians, also severe! belonging to 
private Emonean metchants engaged intrude on their own 
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tanee Accordingly, he agreed to sunendei, piovided that 
de la Bourdonnais -would undertake to restore the plaoe 
upon payment of a ransom'" As --a' result, the -terms of 
capitulation were signed on September 10th, 1646 There- 
after de la Bourdonnais presented himself at the mam gate 
of Fort St. George, supported by a large body of troops 
He was met by the English Governor who handed over the 
keys Subsequently de la Bourdonnais consented to accept 
a ransom of eleven lakhs of pagodas, otherwise forty-four 
lakhs of rupees He-then withdrew from Madras Dupleix 
repudiated the agreement entered into by de la Bouidonnais 
Fort St George was garrisoned with twelve hundred French 
soldiers under command of a Swiss Captain named Paradis, 
about whom Ananda Eanga Filial, Dubash to the Fiench 
Govemoi of Pondicherry, has much to -say m his celebrated 
Diary 

Govemoi Moise and the principal inhabitants were 
declared prisoners of wai, and interned at Pondicherry 
^ Some of the Company’s servants' and a numbei of the 
garrison effected then escape from Madias, and made then 
way to the English factoiy at Fort St David Among the 
formei was young Robert Clive, aged twenty, who had come 
out to India as a writer in the previous yeai -mnd who, 
friendless, home-sick and in debt, had attempted to take bis 
life soon aftei arrival at Foit St George 

FORT ST. DAVID 

On the fall of Madras, Fort St David, in South Aicot, 
was declared chief of the Company’s factones on the East 
Coast Originally known as Tegnapatam it had been sold 
to the traders foi thnty thousand pagodas m 1690, by Bam 
Raja, son of the famous Maratha sovereign, Sivaji The 
firman transferring the propeity to the Company specified 
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the handing evoi of "the Fort of Tegnapatam, with all its 
guns, buildings, eto as also all the grounds, woods 

and mers lound the said Foit within the random shot of 
a groat gun ” Goiernoi Bhhu Yale piomptly despatched 
the "Defense, "with tho "best piece of brass ordnance" 
that Madras possessed This was fired by Gunner Biewstei, 
on Septombei 23id, 1690 The range was excellent and 
took m “ Cuddaloie and its cmmmfoience, much beyond 
Tegnapatam and Mangee ICuppam ' 

Immediateh upon possession Yaleie-named thestiong- 
liold m honoui of the patron saint of Wales, raspned, 
probabh, b\ tho fact that ho was bom in Denbighshne 
It is likewise pointed out that both Ins fathei and onlv son 
were called Dn\ id 

Fort St Dai id continued to be the Company's princi- 
pal factory and seat of Goiemment until 3 752, when Madras 
was restored to its old position Finally , on June 2nd, 1758, 
Fort St David suneudered to the French, under Lally, by 
whose orders it was ra/ed to the ground 

MADRAS AGAIN BESIEGED 

The treaty of Aix-la-Chapeile gave Madras back to the 
English As a piecautionary measuie the Company’s ser- 
vants lost no time iu making themselves masters of San 
Thom£ Neveitheless the years that followed were anxious 
ones Gradually Portuguese and Dutch competition slack- 
ened The straggle for commeieial and political supremacy 
resolved itself into a duel between the FieDch and English 
Mattel's reached a critical stage when, on December 12th, 
1758, Lally threatened Fort St George and actually occu- 
pied Black Town Colonels Stnnger-Lawrence and Draper 
put up an obstinate defence, holding out until February 
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17th, 1759, when the advent of a British Boot, undei 
Admual Pococke, caused the Fiench to withdiaw Since 
that date Madias, although threatened, continued immune 
from actual attack until the recent wOild wai On the 
night of Septembei 22nd, 1914, tho German battle ciuiser 
“ Emden,” commanded by tho famous Captain von Mulloi, 
bombaided the coast, setting file to an oil tank near the 
kaibour, and bleaching the outei wall of the High Court 

THE TREATY OF PARIS * 

\ tempoiaiy lull in hostilities followed the signing of 
the tioatv of Pans in Febiuaiy, 1763 Pondicherry was 
restoied, togethei with all French territories seized since 
1749 In leturn, the French agieed not to elect warehouses, 
or despatch tioops to Bengal They l enounced further 
territorial acquisitions in Onssa, and along the Coiomandel 
Coast Finally, they agreed to lecognise Muhammnd All 
Khan as Nawab of the Carnatic The lattei had already 
signified his giatitude to the Company foi espousing his 
cause by ceding them the town of Poonamallee, fourteen 
miles south-west of Madias, and othei lands dependant 
upon the Subah of Aicot In 1763 ho made them an 
additional giant of the majoi pait of Clungleput distuct 

War between Fiance aud England again broke out 
in 1778 and persisted foi five years Sn Hectoi Munro 
seized Pondicheny Meanwhile Madias continued to pro- 
gress The Boaid of Revenue was instituted m 1786 
Orphanages weie opened foi soldiers’ ohddien On 
December 12th, 1790, the Govemoi-Geneial, Lord Corn- 
wallis, amved at Fort St Geoige, to peisonallv command 
the foice opeiating against Tippu Sultan, son of Haider 
All, the celebrated soldiei of fortune, who had usuiped the 
Government of Mysoie Two years latei the Madras 



Obsci\atoi> was founded In 1794 a squadron sailed 
from Madras fo caplui o llio Dutch settlements in Co\lon 
Malacca, Bandra and Mnbojnn Tlio Capo of Good Hope 
also fell to the Bnghsb In 1795 Madias lighthouse was 
erected on the loot of the Dxcliango now the British 
Infantn Mess in the lent 

FINAL CAMPAIGN AGAINST TIPPU SULTAN 

The fact that Tippu Sultan had desp itched an ombassi 
from Seringnpatam to the Fronch Goiernoi of Mauritius 
was lcgatdcd as a hostile act In the Goiemor-Genoral, 
Lord Mormngton, hottci known In Ins subsequent title of 
Marquis of Wclleslev The newl\ appointed Goxcinor- 
Goneral armed at I* oil St George on \pril 29th, 1796 
\fter a brief consultation with the authorities he pioccedod 
to Calcutta, leaaing instructions foi the nnn> to nsseniblo 
at Madras In August of the Sumo \tui Loid Cine 
succeeded Loul Hobart us Goa ernor oft he semoi presidenca 
A campaign against Tippu Sultan being decided upon, 
hostilities culminated with tlio siege of Seringapataui, b\ 
tho Madras aimi uudci General Harris, supjiortcd In tlio 
Company's alh, the Ni/am of Iliderabud The lincst- 
ment commenced on April 5th, 1799 On the 14th 
General Stuait joined up with a strong forto from Bomb i> 
Tho capital was carried on Mai 4th, when Tippu Sultan 
was shot dead outside the Mater Gate In a grenadier 
ignorant of his ldentiti 

Colonel Aithur M'ellcsloi of tho Madias \rim nftei 
wards the famous Duke of M'elhngton, uctor of M'atciloo, 
was appointed to tho nnlitan command of Scungapatam 
Tho Hindu d^nasti of M\soro was restoted in tho person 
of Krishna Baja Modoiar In the treatv winch followed, 
between the NVatn of Hiderabid, tho Peslnvn of Poona 
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and the Company, the English received considerable terri- 
torial concessions, which included the Nilgins, and the 
greater share of Tanjore 

THE TREATY OF AMIENS. 

Under the troaty of Amiens Pondicherry was restored 
to the French in 1801 That same yeai witnessed the 
establishment of the Supiamo Court of Madras The 
peace with France was of brief duration In September 
1803 Pondicherry was again taken by the Company’s 
troops A canal was opened connecting Madras and 
Ennore, and a treaty concluded with Mysore whereby the 
Company secured substantial additions of territory In 1808 
senous disaffection broke out m the Madras Army when 
Loid Bentmck and Colonel John Munro, Q M G , sanctioned 
Sir John Craddock’s proposal to abolish the Tent contract, 
an allowance entitling Officers to supply tents for their 
men As a result Geneial Macdowell, Commander-In-Chief 
of the Madras foices, was ordered to England and perished 
at sea Lord Minto came down to Madras to investigate 
the matter Four of the insuboidmate officeis were 
cashiered The remainder were given the option of standing 
their Court Martial, oi of being dismissed the service An 
exception was made m the oase of those at Hyderabad, 
who were pardoned unconditionally 

CHANGES AND DEVELOPMENTS 

An Act of Parliament, passed m July 1813, renewed 
the Company’s privileges foi a period of twenty years 
Simultaneously a distinction was drawn between territorial 
and commercial issues Confusion of the two was no 
longer admitted Furthermore, tiade with India ceased to 
be a monopoly, but was declared open to all British 
subjects Alone in China did the Company retain their 
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exclusive prerogative King Geoige III asserted his sover- 
eign right by nominating a Bishop of India, and an Arch- 
deacon to each presidency Their stipends were made a 
charge upon the Company 

In June 1834 Loid Macaulay arrived in Madias as a 
legal member of the Supreme Court of Calcutta His 
famous Penal Code came into operation on New Year’s 
Day, 1862 The Madras Chamber of Commerce was 
established m 1836 Four years later the Madras Army 
despatched a contingent to China The Officers of the 37th 
Madras Infantiy were lost at sea in the wreck of the 
“ Golcondah,” nevertheless the battalion gained such signal 
distinction in the campaign as to be raised to the rank of 
a Gienadier Regiment In April of the following year Lord 
Elphinstone opened Madras University m College Hall 
Eighteen months latei Black Town was almost entirely 
burnt down Decembei 1842 was noteworthy by reason 
of the arrival of the Hindustan, the firet steamer 
launched by the Peninsular and Oriental Company The 
railway works date from June 9th, 1853 Just twelve 
months later the earliest locomotive for Madras was landed 
Ultimately the railway hne was opened for traffic in 1856 
The following autumn was memorable for the appointment 
of eighteen unoovenanted deputy collectors of Madras, and 
the establishment of the Forest Conservancy Department 
Another step forward was the inauguration of a normal 
school 


PASSING OF THE OLD ORDER 

Although Madras escaped the ill effects of the sepoy 
mutiny in 1857, the city participated in the sweepmg 
changes which followed All the territories owned by the 
Honourable East India Company, either by virtue of 
3 
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treaty, purchase or conquest, weio declared vested m Queen 
Victoria, in whose name the Government was thencefor- 
ward conducted 

The trader’s task was accomplished They had built 
up an Empire All the while they had imagined them- 
selves humble factors 111 paid and piaetically left to fend 
for themsolvcB by their employers, in whose eyes they 
were eternally suspect, they had been unconsciously work- 
ing out a great and mystenous destiny 

Possibly some day a gifted sculptor will typify the 
birth of the British Indian Empire In the centre a globe 
To west of it Queen Elizabeth signing the charter incor- 
porating the Honourable East India Company On the 
opposite side the Maharaja of Vijianagar sanctioning the 
gold plated kaul conveying Madias to the merchants At 
the feet of the two sovereigns the sculptor might well place 
an English trader of the seventeenth century, yard measure 
in hand, and an Indian weavei dehveung the stipulated 
length of stamped calico

FOET ST GEORGE 

Girdled by low khaki coloured walls, and tho remains of a moat, 
Fort 8t George would seem to shun rather than court attention, wero 
it not for the tall spire of St Mary’s Churoh, which kindly time has 
mellowed to the soft tint of old ivory, mid tho lofcv llagstaff dominat- 
ing the great central rodan of the sea fare 

The most frequented entrance is St George’s Gate in the 
northern part of tho west wall It leads mto Poonamallee High 
Hoad and George Town Lower down, on the same side to south, 
Wallajah Gate and Raielin open into Mount Road, a splendid 
thoroughfare-completed in 1796, that runs out to St Thomas’ Mount 
a distance of eight miles A branch of the Coonm River skirts the

all} the pri\utc residonce of a Mr Hughes, tlio sito was pur- 
chased for tlic^fcrection of an Exchange at the instigation of Peter 
Cas«ov Massin who, in 1787, drew tho attention of Government to 
the inadequate accommodation provided in Pitt’s old colonnade bj 
tho Sea Gate A sum was consequent^ raised b\ public lottcnos, 
and the work undertaken b} a Companv possessing a capital of 
pagodns 25,000 in twentv five shares The ground floor was devoted 
to warehouses and oflices Above was the Lxcliaugc, free to all 
merchants, dealers, commanders of ships or others having anj con 
corn m trade It likewise contained a cofleo room a broker’s offieo 
and a conmnttco room Tho walls of tho Exchango were hung with 
portraits of Cornwallis LooU Genv.nl Meadows Lord Wcllcslcv the 
Duke of Wellington and others Public meetings, lotterv dr livings 
nud entertainments wore also held there Auction rooms, where 
Tippu Sultan’s crown jewels vrere auctioned in 1802, a subscription 
library and the Madras Bank were situated on tho ground door In 
1826 the Government rented the Exchange for public olhees Prior 
to that the roof had, is earl} as 1705 sorved as n base for the light 
house, sccmingl} an iron framed structure supporting a lantorn, 
roflectors and twelve lamps fed with cocouiutoil From 1801 down- 
wards tho old Exchange building has been used as the Oflicers’ Mess 
of the British regiment stationed in the I ort It was purchased from 
tho shareholders m 1882 since when it bns remained Government 
propertv 

The North East Bonn Bastion marks the corner, wheucc it com 
niands the sea, and the six tall posts of the wireless stition erected 
on slightl} rising ground, to north of the ramparts, on the site of old 
Black Town An inclined way leads to the top of tbo battlemonts 
A sentry on guard bars the ascent to all unprovided with a pass 
Further to west is tho Onllon Demi Bastion, and, fiunll} the Mint 
Bastion in the north-west nngle 

Wide streets and cross roads traverse the enclosure The mellow 
colouring of the old buildings is refreshing!} bleuded with the occa 
sional green of trees, chiefl} asoka, tamarind, palm and croton Here 
are no ruined structures, no oppressive burden of }ears, the silence 
and decay of a city that had its da} man} centuries ago, but rather 
the peaceful contentment of prosperous and honoured middle ap’

building, to which nclnpcl w is added and a librm The garrison was 
reinforced b\ fort\ flic English i-oldiern Winter reported what be had 
effected to the Court of Directors in the following terms — "The Man 
sion House is verv noblo wherein mat const mtly abide the Agent, 
Second Third nnd Fourth Besides a vorv boiutifnl chapel for Divine 
Service and cmvcnicnt lodging for the Minister, as also a fair dining

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, THE EARLIEST CHURCH 

The i mm unity from taxes promised by Day and Cogan, together 
with offers of free grants of land to sottlers, induced a number of 
Portuguese to abandon San Thomd, and its fast declining trade, 
and establish themselves at Port St George This led Father 
Ephraim de Novers to fomuf a Capuchin Mission at Madras, 
where, in 1642 he built the Oatholio Church of St Andrews 
immediately to the north of the Faotory ramparts Four jears 
later tho Roverend William Isaacson arrived at Fort 8t Georgo as 
Minister to the Protestant community, who do not appear to have had 
a regular piaco of worship until Sir John Winter provided them with 
a chapel in 1662 In that same year San Thomd was captured by the 
Muhammadan army of Goleondah This was followed by a general 
exodus of Portuguese to Madras The Ohuroh of St Andrews was 
found too small tb accommodate tho increased congregation A very 
much larger bomb proof edifice of the same name was erected on, or 
near, the original site It was consecrated in 1675, when Sir William 
Langhorne caused a salute of guns to be fired, an action which 
appears to have excited hostile comment m some quarters During 
the siege of 1746 it sheltered the women and children of tho garrison 
and also served ashospital for the wounded It was demolished in 1752 

FORT ST GEORGE IN 1673 

Fryer’s description of Fort St George, as seen by him in 1678, 
is clear and graphic He prefaces his account by telling how be was 
earned ashoro on men’s shoulders, the usual mode of landing from a 
musoola boat The sea wall impressed him favourably The corner 
bastions, respectively termed Fishing Point and St Thomas Point, 
each mounted twelve guns From them two lines of stout wooden 
palisadoes strotched to the water The south side was protected by a 
moat as far as the Round Bastion, at the south west angle, beyond 
whioh lay fields that were mvanably flooded dunng the autumn rains 
The west side was defenceless excepting for the river and the houses 
and gardens lining its banks Calder’B Point was the bastion guard 
ing tho north-west angle It adjoined the ourtain and parapet drawn 
along the northern face of Christian Town, here entered by Middle 
Gate and Choultry Gate Tho interior of each doorway was guarded 
by two cannons, five more defending the rampart above 
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The Inuor Fort stood near the Soa Gate It practically divided 
the enclosure into northern nnd southom hah os Its four square 
corner towers mounted forty guns, while the connecting- curtains 
bristled with five and a half inch eighteou poundors St George’6 
standard flew from the south-oast angle The mam entrance tvas a 
high portico to west and opened into Choultry Street, flanked by the 
Guard Room, which daily turned out two hundrod men for duty 
Fryer estimates the garrison at seven hundred, including British 
soldiers, Portuguese ind the Gun Room crow, a corps recruited 
from sailors. A broad paved walk to east conneotcd the small 
postern at the back of the Innor Fort with tho Soa Gate of the outer 
ramparts Fryer describes the streets of Whito Town ns ‘ sweet nnd 
clean ” They were of sand, the narrow side walks alone beiug brick 
paved The houses were two htoreys m height, nevertheless he extols 
them ns possessing beautiful porticos uid terraced walks with shade 
trees planted before the doors He alludes to the Portuguese Church 
of St Andrews, near tho northern rampart of the Inner Fort and 
describes the Outer Fort ns oblong As a matter of faot ltwasquadri 
lateral, tho northern face being much longer than the southern, 
while tho west side followed the curvo of the river 

Fryer speaks of the Governor, Sir William Langhorne, as “ a 
gentleman of indefatigable industry nnd worth ” Ho mentions his 
personal guard of between three and four hundred Indians, in addition 
to which a further force, some fFteen hundred strong was ever within 
call Sir Willian Langhorne invariably appeared m public with an 
imposing retinue swelled bv his Council and Factors on horseback, 
and their ladies in curtained litters Music was provided by fifes, 
drums and trumpets, and a flag was carried, the device of which was 
two white balls on a red ground According to Fryer the English 
community numbered three hundred, and the Portuguese as many 
thousand 


FOKTIFIC ATION S 

By 1682 the sea had so far encroached ns to cause the collapse of 
part of the east wall, including Langhorne’s Bastion near St Thomas 
Point The damage was made good Orders were received to replace 
the mud ramparts of Black Town nth a masonry wall Double doors 
were provided at all the sally ports on the river side of the Fort, and 
powder wras stored in godowns under the curtain adjoining St Thomas 
Point 
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Tho accession of Jmnos II ivni solemnised with much ceremony 
in 1686 Two icars afterwards word was recoiled to curtail tho 
amount of powder lavished upon snluti 1 On sighting thchort ships 
were henceforward to fire flic guns onh 

UNION TACK HOrSTBD 

Klihu Tali wns appointed Governor m 1087 The Company 
expressed disapproval of their I’ort flying St George r standard, and 
required it to bo replaced ha flic Union Jack Tho latter was accord 
mgU hoisted on ,Tnnc 12th, 1089 m the presence of the assembled 
militnra md nail pcrRontlel The Governor solemnla dranl the 
Kings health aahile the ships in the roadstead, and the guns 
of tho garrison thundered a roanl salute Afterwards a reception 
wns held on the terr ice of the citadel Prisoners were liberated 
The poor were fed and punch was served out freela to the troops 

\nlc effected Romo marked improaomcnts and suggested others 
aabieb wero oaentualla oxeciited long after his time He strengthen 
cd the defences of lJlack Town bv rebuilding the ramparts md erect- 
ing tho bastion known as Queen’s Point nt tho junction of the river 
and tho drainage canal He substituted regular names for the diffe- 
rent parts of the Tort Prcaiousla these had been looselv designated 
by a variety of titles, a confusing practice likcla to baao disastrous 
results in the caent of hostile attack when safcla avould depend upon 
ordors boing instantlv understood and obeacd 

At that epoch White Toavn contained 1 hundred and taauuty eight 
private dwellings, half of which aacrc inhabited ba Portuguese who 
paid no ront but who took their turn it mounting guard There 
were seven main streets Narrow lnne3 ran under the curtains Yale 
appears to have resided in a house built ba Sir Kdward Winter in 
Middle Streot Tho fashionable suburb was Peddonaikapctta where 
all who could afford it laid out plensuro grounds, planted fruit trees 
and flowers and built those Garden Houses for which old Madras was 
famous It was in this quarter that Yale assigned a tract to aveavers, 
and thereby drew many fresh settlers to Madras Yale was succeed 
ed bv Higginson m 1692 The now Goaernor found tho old Factory 
House in so tumble doavn a state that he decided to demolish it and 
build afresh He romoved to Tearsey House, Charles Stroet, in 1693, 
whither tho general dining table was temporarily transferred 
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TH E SECRETARIAT 

The plan sanctioned by Higginson diSeted essentially from that 
of Day and Cogan Instoad of being squnro and dingonallv placed 
the second Fort House measurod HO feet by 55 foet, its two faces 
being parallel w ith the corresponding curtamR of tho citadel Those 
dimensions were preserved until 1825 when v, ings were added at either 
end The interior was ■converted into Government offices, and still 
serves this purpose under the name of the Secretariat, a yellow build- 
ing fronting westward, the central portion of which dates from 1694 

ST MARY’S CHURCH 

No sooner was Stroynsham Master nppomted Governor than he 
started to raise a public subscription for the purpose of building a 
Protestant Church He himself headed the list with pagodas 100 
A site was selected under the southern curtain of the Inner Fort, and 
apian approied wherein it was laid down that the saered edifice 
should be 80 feet long, 56 feet broad within the walls and built with 
three aisles arched with brick and stone 

When pagodas 805 hna boon- contributed the work began on 
March 25th, 1678 It was completed two and a half years later, and 
can claim the distmction of being the oldest masonry structure in tbe 
Fort Tbe north curtain and north east bastion date from about the 
same time A eotnmisston was sent out to tho Governor bv the Lord 
Bishop of London sanctioning the dedication service, which was 
followed by the usual firing of cannon accompanied bv \olle\s of small 
shot Mr Richard Portman was the first minister- The architect is 
believed to have been William Dixon, the Chief Gunner, t° "’horn the 
task would naturally have been allotted From a plan dated 1760 tho 
internal dimensions were 64 feet by 50 feet Tho snnctunrv to the 
east, and the recess under tho gallery at the west end inoreasod the 
longth to 86 feet An organ was installed m 10S7, having been 
purchased for pagodas 70 from Captain Weldten of the ship ‘Cortana ’ 
Five years later tbe Company intimated their intention of sending 
out a peal of six bolls In 1693 a seat was set apart for the Mayor 
below tbe olerk’s desk Due prowsion was made for a silver gilt mace 
to be prominently displayed at either side of him A place near by was 
allotted for his wife The Governor and his Council did not mingle 
with the congregation They sat apart in tb» at 
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back At the Governor's entrance the organ immediate]} struck up 
Service was at 7 A M Full dress, according to the European mode of 
the period, was dt rtgeur , and wigs were worn, so that the hftat 
was intolerable A writer describes the sufferings which this vogue 
involved by saying — ‘ Every timo a man visited the Church he lost 
some ounces by perspiration ” 

In 1692 a weekly -service was instituted for -Portuguese Protest 
ants, and condnoted bj a chaplain familiar with their language 

THE BELFRY 

As was the architectural custom of the period the betfrs was 
detached A narrow passage divided it from the mam building to 
which it was subsequently joined m 1760 The tower was finished id 
1701 and the steeple added nine years later When the French forces, 
under Lally, besieged Madras in 1758, it served as a look out post, and 
sustained snch damage that it was found necessary to demolish it m 
1767 In 1795 a proposal was advanced to utilise it as -a light- 
house The Government approved the scheme which was, how 
ever rejected by the chaplains, who based their objection on tbc 
original engagement entered into m 1680, that the Church should 
never serve anj secular purpose The steeple was ro built m 1795 

In spite of the proviso cited by the Chaplains 8t Mary’s bad 
more than once been utilised for military purposes When the 
French took Madras in 1746 they employed the Ohuroh as a roser 
voir for fresh water The autumn of 1768 witnessed its conversion 
into a British barracks, where a hundred and fifty men were quartor 
ed Bales of cotton were piled on the bomb proof roof During the 
war with Haider All it was used as a granary in 1782 owing to the 
necessity for storing large reserves of foodstuffs in Fort St George 
Meanwhile divine service was held m the great hall of Admiralty 
House near by This famous building was in Charles Street It is 
now the Accountant General’s Office 

CHURCHYARD 

An iron railing encloses the narrow churchyard To north the 
ground is paved with closely set gravestones Most of the deeply cut 
inscriptions are in Latin The majority display elaborately engraved 
coats of arms intermingled th skulls and cross bones, a favounto 
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form of sepulchral decoration in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries A few wero removed from tho Capuchin Church of 8t 
Andrews, demolished, bv tho Company’s orders, in 1752 The others 
came from tho old English bunnl ground in Black Town, the sito of 
which is new colored by tho Law College and adjacont tennis courts 
The immense monuments, of which thoj formed part, afforded 
valuablo cover to Lally s troops in 1758-59 dunng tho siege of Fort St 
George Military considerations led to their subsequently being razed 
to the ground, the inscribed portions being presoned in thoir present 
form In each case tho stone is gneiss quarried at Pallnieram The 
oldest is thnt to tho memory of President Aaron Baker’s wife, who 
died at sea in 1G62 on her \oiago to Madras It was broken in transit 
and the fragments pieced together Another commemorates Thomas 
Cl irke who, in 1G41, bmlt the first private house in the English 
settlement at Madras It stood north-west of D ii and Cogan’s Fort, 
outside the fortified wall subsequently built around White Town When 
a Dutch ittack was feared m 1G78, it was cleared away to make room 
for the bastion known as Caldora Point Later on Clarke, who was 
son of a former agent at Masulipatam, planned a garden, and erected 
a house in Muthnlpettn, at the southern end of what is now Popham’s 
Broadwai He died on October 4th 1G83 and was interred m St 
Andrews, White Town His widow married Manucci, the Venetian 
phjsieian world famed as the author of tho “ Storm do Mogor," 
hence his house m Popham’s Broadwav figures on old maps as 
Manucm’s Gardon His name long survived in connection with 
Clarke’s Gate one of the principal ports of Black Town 

During the war with Haider All in 1782 some of the tombstones 
are said to have served as gun platforms 

THE INTERIOR 

The interior of the Church is whitewashed Raised rose orna- 
ments stand out in white relief from the vaulted grey ceiling Little 
is visible of the walls, which are covered with handsome marble 
tablets of much historical interest Entering by the side door, near 
the south-west corner, the eye is first caught by a "life sized statue of 
Lieut -Colonel Hercules Pepper, of the 84th Light Infantry who died 
in Fort St George on July 26th, 1826 Near by is a little black stone 
font surmounted bj a pyramidal cover of elaborately caried teak- 
wood A few steps further 6n a recess m the end wall contains a

small upper gallery conspicuous for a beautiful and curious woodon 
soreen, the design of wh’ich introduces pelicans This was where the 
Governor sat Below and almost hidden from sight behind a pew, 
is a rathor gloomy grey monument toLadv Hobart and hor infant 
son, who died on August 7th, 1796 In close pronmitj is a fino 
monument, by Flaxman, to Gan eke; thtsnotbd Danish Missionary 
obit 1804 Another, by the same celebrated sculptor, commemorates 
Josiali Webbe A third wall tablet, bj Flaxman, was erected by the 
Company m 1807 to Frederick Christian Swartz, the famous mission 
ary to whom the dying Raja of Tanjore confided the regency of his 
country , and the guardianship of his adopted son Tho neighbouring 
comer holds a life siee statue, by Turnontb, of Brigadier Genoral 
Conway popularly known as the “ Soldiers’ Friend ” He long 
served as Adjutant General and died of cholera at Guntoor m 1837 
Conway's Gardens, Kilpauk became his property in 1816 Govern 
ment purchased the estate in 1838 and utilised it first as a Female 
Asylum and aftorward6 as an Orphanage On the floor near the 
statue a gravestone bears the name of Lient Genoral Sir John Dovefon 
and the date, Novemhor 7th, 1847 The wall above displays tho 
colours of the 102nd Royal Madras Fusiliers, now the Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers A second floor tablet is to Major General Sir Thomas 
Munro Governor of Madras, who died on July 6th, 1827 The fine 
equestrian statue of him near the parade ground, Mount Road, is the 
handsomest in the city Particular interest attaches to the plain 
gravestone to tho right of the chancel, inscribed "In Memoriam ” 
It marks tho resting place of Lord Pigot, the first man to be 
buried in 8t Mar} 's Church Appointed Governor for the second 
time in 1776, Lord Pigot was arrested by order of his own Counoil 
m the following roar, and kept a prisoner at St Thomas Mount 
until 1777, when he was brought back to Madras and confined in the 
Governor’s Garden House whero he died on May 11th Noither 
name nor dato marked his burial place Excavations uudor the 
chancel in 1874 uncovered a vault containing a nameless coffin The 
Duke of Buckingham was Governor at the time He assumed tho 
sepulchre to be that of Lord Pigot and ordored a plain floor tablet to 
be placed over the spot 


ALTAP PIECE 

Much controversy has been excited by tho beautiful oil pamtni}, 
of " The Lord’s 8uppor ” above tho commnmon table It is believed 
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volumo is ii parcbmont cop,> mido in J789 b> Alexander Wjnch at 
that time a writer tn tho Oompmj 's service and afterwards Govor 
nor of Fort 8t George from 1778 until 1770 Tbo earliest marriage 
ontr} 's that of Governor Elihu Yale, with Catborme, widotv of 
Josoph Hynmers They had ono Ron, David, who died, when threo 
years of ago, and was buriod in Black Town His tomb is n remark- 
able monument and stands at the back of tho Law College where it 
immediately attracts attention Elihn Yale is best remembered in 
connection with tbo famous University named nftor him m the 
United States Ho was born at Now Havon Connecticut, m North 
America on April 5th, 1G18, His father, David Yale, was a nativo of 
Wrexham, Denbighshire, to which place he returned from Amonca 
whon his son, Elihu, was four j cars old Tho lattor came out to 
India in 1G72 Upon his retirement, m 1G99, he resided + at Plas 
Grono, near Wrexham, in n house that had bolongcd to his father In 
1718 Cotton Mathor requested Yalo to assist the struggling collegiato 
sehcol of Connecticut with n gift of books and pictures Tho er 
Governor of Madras responded with a gonorous supply valued at £560 
In gratitude for tho donation the school, and finallj the famous Uni 
vorsity, came to bear his nnmo. 

Yot another interesting entry records the baptism of three 
daughters of Job Ohnrnock, tho founder or Calcutta, by a Hindu lady 
whom he had rescued from tho flames of satti A third is the ronr 
riago of the famous Lord CUvo, afterwards victor of Plossoy who, on 
February 18tb, 1753, was united to Margaret Maskelyne 

SILVER PLATE 

In 1G87 Governor Elihu Yale presented St Mary’s Church with 
« mftssive stiver alms dish of plain design but for tho bevelled no, 
and a deeply ombossod coat of arras, his own A larger alms dish, of 
similar pattorn, but less admirable workmanship, was donated by 
Lady Goldsborongh, wife of Sir John Goldsborough The latter was 
a trusted commander in the Company s fleet Accompanied by 
his wife and obildren, ho arrived at Fort St George in Decern 
ber 1692, charged with the mission of settling tho dispute 
botween Governor Yale and the Mayor’s Court In the following 
July he set sail for Bengal, where he died suddenly Sir John 
Goldsborough was succeeded by Sir John Gayer Lady Goldsborough 
continued to reside ia Madras She occupied Jearsoy House, Charles 
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Street, in Tort St George until tlio promises wore required for public 
purposis Thereafter the Compmj allotted her apartments in thoir 
Garden House In lGTi she married Mr Rogor Brnddv l of the Oivil 
Se-vici 

Another interesting relic is a Hihle, printed in lfi 00, which bo- 
lonped to Governor Strovnsham Master (1077 Rl) In whose exertions 
St Mare's Church was limit It was presented in 1881 In hiB 
descendant Mr C G Master, M C S 

CHAPLAIN'S QU VOTERS 

These are situated at the southern end of St Thomas Strcot, in 
tho last house on the west side Onpinalh the Church House, ns it 
was st} kd adjoined St Marts which it separated from tho Hospital 
built bt public subscription in 1070 and subsoquontl) ncqnired hj tho 
Compant as quirten for their cm! staff While it served tho latter 
capacitv it was known as the College This in turn wns converted 
into tho Hxport warehouse The Town Hall stood on tho cast Bide of 
St Thomas Street almost opposite St Mart s Church In tho early 
dats of the settlement the thoroughfare was .he route intnrinblj 
followed bt Mtickwa funerilK proceeding from the neighbouring flail- 
ing tallage to the Portuguese Church 

ACCOUNT VNT-GENERAL S OFFICE 

To south of St Mart's Church a dignified old tollow building 
picked out with white asserts itself on tho further mdc of Charles 
Street This is none other than Adnumltj House, its famo, histori- 
cal significance and its idcntit) concealed under the alias of Account 
ant General’s Office Tho property belonged to Coja Nnznr Jacob Jan, 
an Armenian, who settled m Madras in 1702 Ho willed it to Cojn 
Sultan David, in whose time it wns known as the Great House, 
Charles Street In 1740 David’s sod, Shamicr, was notified bv 
Stringer-Law rcnce that tho Comp3nv contemplated bujing tho 
mansion, and two large godowns appertaining thereto In November 
of tho mime jear it became the official residence of tho acting Deputy 
Governor, Mr Richard Prince at a rental of pagodas 30 per mensem 
Afterwards it appears to have reverted to Shamior, from whom it was 
leased b) Robert Clivo and others Tho order evicting Armenians 
from White Town compelled Shamicr to dispose of it Apparently he 
sold it to a Portuguese named Do Castro, from whom the Company 
i 
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purchased it tor pagodas 0,000 In 1756 permission was asked to 
assign a portion ofji t tortile accommodation of visitors, particularly as 
considorablo difficulty was experienced m providing Admiral Watson 
with suitable quarters in the Fort It wns further agreed that a 
Court of Admiralty should bo established in it for the trial of 
mutineers 

In 1758 the building first figures in official registers ns Admiralty 
House During tlio Fronoh siege it scried ns n barracks for two 
hundred men Throe years later, nnmoly in 17G2, it wns completely 
furnished for the inception of guests, and a housekeeper appointed 
All the expenses wero borne by the Company Govornor Josinh 
DuPro (1770-73) mndoitlns town residence, and subsequent Governors 
followed his example State receptions wore held in it prior to tho 
orootion of the presont Banqueting Hall, m 1802, intended by 
Edward, Lord Olivo, as a mcmorinl of tho viotones of Plnssev and 
8onngapatam 

Hostilities with Haider All m 1782 led to over crowding of the 
Port owing to the influx of naval officers and Fronch and Dutch 
prisoners of war St Mark's Church wns converted into a granary 
for oightcon months, during vvhioh time the Great Hall, Admiralty 
Houso, was consecrated to divmo somcc Extensive repairs wore 
effected by Governor Sir Thomns Rumbold (1778 80) who, on 
arrival, roportod both Government Houses, i e , Admiralty Houso, 
and tho Gardon House, as too small for the accommodation of his 
family Nevertheless it was in Admiralty Houso that Sir John 
„ Liudsay bad stayed in 1770 when ho arrived in Madras ns Naval 
Commander in Chiof and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court of 
tho Nnwab of tho Carnatic, at Chepnuk Tho Governor Gonornl, Lord 
Mornington, also lived in it during his sojourn in Madras in 1799 
Undet Edward Lord Clive (1799 1808), it was the scono of many 
brilliant functions, until he decided upon its abandonment in 1800, 
and ordored its transfer to the Revenue Department 

FORT SQUARE 

The original Factory Houso, or Castle orocted by Day and Cogan 
m 1640, had been ro built on an entirely different plan in 1695 This 
second edifice survives m the presont Secretariat The Fort itself 
remained standing until 1714, by whioh dato one of the bastions had 
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collapsed Furthermore Governor Harnson (1709 1717) reported 
that the lodgings under the curtain, the armour) , gold mint, store 
rooms and godowns were in a lamentable condition, and be)ondrc 
pair Such being the case, it was docided to demolish tho old citadel 
and replachit with a strong nailed enclosure adapted to civil require- 
ment*, which should bear the nnnie of Fort Square The f lan sane 
tioned made due provision for housing all covenanted servants of the 
Compan) , who were required to be indoors by 10 30 P M , at which 
hoar the gates were shut It also included tho Gold Mint, Armour) , 
Treasury, Cook Room, and other offices By June 1715 the walls of 
the square were 5 feet above ground The work was finished 
about four years later at a cost of Pagodas 160,000 and sur- 
vived until 1825, when it was denied away The transport 
of rubbish from the old Fort led to tho construction of tho 
first bridge across tho liver which, prior to 1714, had been 
traversed by boat The main gate continued to be on the west side 
It was surmounted by a cupola, and a clock made locally by a 
Frenchman for pagodas CO On completion, the bell of tho citadel 
was found too small for the clock, whereupon the church wardens 
offered that of St Mary’s The Church bell proied suitable and was 
accepted 

Governor Geofge Morton Pitt (1730 1785) constructed a hand 
some colonnade from tho Fort Square to the Sea Gate This was 
_roofed over and lined with thirty two pillars, ranged in four rows of 
black Pallavaram gneisq Whon the French captured Madras in 1746 
they carried off the columns to Pondicherry There they remained 
until 1761, m which year the British stormed the place, and restored 
the pillars to their former position in Pitt’s Arcade For a long time 
the Arcade constituted the Exchange During the 19th century 
it was walled in at the sides and converted into a Government Press, 
and finally a Record Office In 1910 Pitt’s colonnade was sacrificed to 
the new Council Chamber, the extenor of which now display s twenty 
of tho best preserv ed of the columns During the brief French bom 
hardment, in September 1746, the enemy concentrated their fire upon 
the Fort Square inhabited by the civil employees of the Company 
This suggests the vexed question as to whioh house the famous Robeit 
Clive was in when, as a youngster, newly amved at Madras in 1745, 
ho made the celebrated attempt on his life with a firearm that refused 
to go ofi There can be little doubt hut that the Fort Square was the 
scene of this histoncal incident 



To moot the requirements of the garrison it vvasdetided to provide 
a bazaar in 'Whito Town Accordingly m 1790 arrow of thirty shops 
wns erected along the east wall of Fort Square, facing the Soa Gate 
To north lav Portuguese Square, once the site of St Andrew s Church 
and the dwellings aud offices of the priests After the remov il of thc^e 
the ground was allotted for the accommodation of those Civil Servants 
whotould not be lodged in Fort Square The Armourr occupied the 
southern block of the litter until 177C when it was divided up among 
eight public oflicc- 

STATUE OF LORD CORNWALLIS 

After his victorious campaign ngainst Tipn Sultan Lord Gam 
wallis returned to Madras in 1702 whore tho two hostage princes 
sons of the Mysore sovereign, were detuned for over i veir A 
statue of Lord Cornwallis was publicly subscribed for and erected on 
the parade ground to wist of the Fort Sqnaro in 1800 It wns of 
white marble executed bv Thomas Banks, ind depicts Lord Corn 
wallis wearing peer s robes over military uniform Tin. rirved pedes 
tal portrays the surrender of Tipn Suit in's two sons as host 
ages When the w ills o( the square were pulled down in 1825, the 
monument was moved eistvv ird ton fnvourn bio position in now of tho 
Secretari it ns the I ort House h id como to be stv led It was placed 
m i round stone pavilion which still survive^ ,A)iout it were grouped 
brass cannon The i included i couple of Spanish guns t iken at 
Manila and inscribed with tlio date 1G01 Others wire Danish believed 
to have fiecn handed over nt the dolivcn of Tnnquebar m 1801 
Some decorated with Tipu Sultan's tigi r emblem were brought

THE COUNCIL CH UIBER 

This dat» s from 1010 and is a spacious white building adjoining 
the Si ret an >t to the east Tho mam entrance fates the Sci Gate 
and flag staff It admits to tin Legislative Cotinnl Chnnil>er a 1 irgo 
and hand orne apartmuit pivm with black and white niarbb , a 
wooden gvll»rv a cither uid, white walls, wooden wainscotting and 
gnen curtains To right of the cast door outside a brass wall t iblet 
stitCs th it tin ntv of 1 itt s historic tl black oolumiu were incorporated 
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two storeys high nnd stood nonr St Mary's Church \\ith the 
arrival of Chamock, and the entire establishment of Bengal, there 
was a dearth of quarters in the Fort This lod tp the Governor pur- 
chasing the Hospital from tho Vestry for pagodas 838, its original 
cost Henceforward it was known ns tho College Tho upper floor 
was assigned to the Company's Civil Servants, and the lower used 
for godowns Unmarried factors and writers lived under the north 
and south curtains of tho Inner Fort 

The Vestrv oxponded tho greater part of tho mono) which tho) 
had received for thoir hospital, in building a now one to the north west 
of tho Citadol between tho Gunrd’s House and carponter’s van! In 
1699 tho) asked to bo relieved of tho charge, whoreupon tho hospital 
was taken ovor by the Company, and its doors opened to all necessi- 
tous patients without distinction A surgoon was appointed at an 
annual salary of £36 For two centuries it continued nsajoint 
military and civil institution A now and largor building was 
erected in 1712 Its walls covered part of the site of Agent Grecnhill’s 
old residence w Chonltiy Gate Street, and was in hue with tho Free 
Guard House and Mint Tho manngomont wnH vested in the 
Governor and Council, Ministers and Churoh-vvardens In 1752 it 
was docided to removo the Hospital to Pcddanaikapetta and to con 
vert the old promises into barracks Twelvo houses mostlv belonging 
to Portuguese, were appropriated for tho new Hospital near the 
centre of what is now tho Hsplanado The sito was opposite to tho 
oxisting Ordnanco Lines At that tuno the ground was slightl) 
elevated honce itB name of Hog Hill Strategical reasons cansed 
Sir Eyre Oooto to nrge its being levelled, whioh was accomplished at 
considerable labour and oxpouse Again, in 1767, the Hospital was 
moved to a position near tho present Goneral Hospital 

THE MINT 

Permission to establish a Mint in Fort St George formed one of 
the clauses of the gold plated kaul, dated Julv 22nd 1639, which 
Francis Day received from Naik Dnmela Vmtutedra Seemingly the 
work of coining began as early as 1640 Down to Ivie s time it wns 
in the hands of Chetties, who contracted for it and made about 4 or 
5 per cent profit In those days the Mint was known as the Dareal 
zanb, from the Persian, Dar ul zarab, or bouse of striking com, 
During Iv 10 s term ns Agent, or immediately afterwards the Mint 



\vns t ikon oyer bv the Complin In i report, doted December 1G54, 
Greenhill states that he employed Englishmen in it At that period 
a great \-iriet\ of com yvns current on the Coromandel Coast Subsi- 
diary coinage struck m the Fort consisted of fnnnnis and cash The 
latter was of gold largely intermixed with nllox and was worth throo 
pence The cash was of copper In Madra- inoncv , cight\ cash went 
to a f anam 1 he pagoda was of gold estimated at eight shillings and 
four pence Siher rupees were not struck until later Silicr dollars, 
also spoken of as r> alls or pieces of eight were imported and passed 
current B\ 1G5G the' had considerably depreciated in \nluo and 
onl\ e<\u Tiled fne shillings The Mint was free to all nevertheless 
merchants compl lined greitly of the long doin' in eon'erting thoir

The Madras pagoda w is a flat disc 'bout fi'c eighths of an inch 
in dnmetcr impressed with a figure of \ ishnn which omitted nus 
The rc'erso "as plain The cash boro a date and tho Compyny’s 
mark a circle surrounding i cross m which wore the letters ‘G E C ’ 
The Sultan of Golcondah’s pagoda was similar m sire and shnpo to 
that struck by the merchants On the reverse were Dovanngir 
characters giving the name of the conquered Yijmnagar sovereign 
■Negotiations with Golcondah failed to secure a finnan permitting tho 
coinago of silver rupees In 1GS3 the Company procured tho desired 
sanction from King Tamos \I of LngUnd After the fall of Golcondah 
Prince Knm Bnksh, son of tho Moghul Emperor Aumngnb authorised 
the minting of monev at Fort St George Furthermore he forward 
cd Governor Yale six imperial cliopps, or stamps for gold mohurs, 
pagodas and rupees The last were rated at two shillings and two 
pence halfpenni 

Under Governor Higginson (1092 98) tho Mint was rebuilt nt tho 
southern ond of the block of barracks known ns Now House, and 
appears to hnvo coinod both gold and silvor Later on, tho Gold Mint 
wts established in tho Fort Square and tho Silvor Mint in tho north- 
west anglo of White Town, under tho bastion which perpetuates its 
memory Here a subsequent Mint was orected on an improved plan 
m 1727 It wa3 double storied Tho lower floor provided accom- 
modation for weighing and storing bullion, and nlso for workshops 
whore tho process of coining, smelting and refining was carried on 
The Assay Master’s quarters were upstairs Ho exercised tho real 
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control of affairs although tho Governor was stjled Mint Master and 
received an honorarium for the same In 1800 Lord Olivo recognised 
the purely nominal relations existing botweon tho Governor and the 
Mint and severed the connection The combined duties of Away 
and Mint Master were assigned to tho Sub Treasurer, who was also 
styled the- Paymaster His offices were m the Port Square whence he 
was promptly ordered to remove to the Mint House in Apnl 1800, as 
the old Gold Mint was about to be demolished 

Whon Dost All Khan, Nawab of tho Carnatic (1732 40) closed 
his Mints at San Thomd and Covolong, he agreed to the transfor of 
tho Poonomallee Mint to one at Chintadnpetta Subsequontl) tho 
San Thomfi Mint was re opened At this Governor Benyon (1785-44) 
prohibited the furthor coining of Arcot rupees at Ohmtadnpetta Ho 
ordered all required for circulation in Calcutta to be issued by tho 
Fort Mint In 1741 star pagodas (so called from a star stamped 
on the revorse) bocame the standard coin in Southern India, and 
continued such until early m the nineteenth century Old Madras 
pagodas, representing Vishnu and his two wives wore still produced 
for circulation m tho northern settlements During tho courso of the 
eighteenth century the Fore Mint struck star and Mndras pagodas, 
Madras and Arcot gold mohurs, Madras and Arcot rupees, in addition 
to various lesser coin 


BARRACKS 

The earliest barracks date from 1G84 Thov woro erected in 
f Tuscan style by Governor Gifford on the west side of White Town 
facing tho main gate of tho Inner Fort New House was tho nnmo 
given to them and the) contained quarters for the Free Guard 
Regulations required all to bo indoors when the tattoo beat at 9 V M 
To north was the Hospital erected b) Yalo in 1090 Tho Mint was 
to the south but proved so mconveniont a neighbour that it was trans 
forred to the north west angle of the ramparts, and its site absorbed 
by tho barracks Thoso last were rebuilt in 1711 and still further 
extended In 1753 tlio) took m tho hospital 

What were fit) led tho Now Barracks were situated in the South 
Curtain In 1770 they wore occupied b) invalids, and condemned b) 
General Joseph Smith as ‘ so exceeding!) closo and unhealth) ’ as 
to bo utihuited for anv thing but godowns The barracks, m common 
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with nil other-houses and ■streets in iho-Fort area, were lit b\ globe

Citadel In his dual capicit) of Goiernor and Commander in Chief 
of Fort St George, Strc)nsham Master proceeded to confer conunis 
sions Subsequentl), wheu a militar) Commander m-Chief of the 
Army w is appointed, the Goiernor of Madras still exercised 
supreme military command inside the Fort This prerogatne 
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was voluntarih relinquished br Sir Charles Trcvelvan in 1859 
Another of Master’s deeisions affected the posting of notices at*tho 
Main Guard He ruled that standing orders for the Garrison should 
continue to be displayed there as heretofore Those concerning the 
Company’s civilians were to be henceforward posted m the Chapel 
Courts Martial were instituted 

In July, 1679, the Company had a large stock of unsaleable red cloth 
on their hands This they decided to utilise in fitting out the garri- 
son, both British and Portuguese, with uniforms doubled with green 
calico. The cost was to be borne by the men themselves English 
troops recened a third of their pa) while in India The remainder was 
held for them in England, or else was remitted to their families 

The downfall of Golcondah, and consequent fear of Moghul aggres 
sion caused the Company to urge the strengthening of the garrison 
The) desired the Governor to raise a squadron of volunteer cavalry 
and two infantry companies of militia The latter were termed tram 
bands One was composed of the Company s civil servants and Eng 
hsh {rcamen and the o'-ber ol Portuguese 

In 1G87 the auxiliary guard of two hundred and oightv peons, 
whose duty it was to patrol the suburbs were divided into three regu- 
lar companies, each commanded by an English officer, and further 
dignified with a red bannor 

At the beginning of 1689 Fort St George onl> possessed two com 
pames of regulars The arrival of Charnock, with the entire force from 
Bengal greatly enhanced the strength of the Madras garrison Four 
companies were formed These were respective!) commanded by Cap 
tain James Butt, and Lieutenants Seaton Sinclare and Troughton 
In addition each possessed an ensign, four sergeants four corporals 
and four rounders Two companies were on duty daily Half one com 
pany guarded the Inner Fort, and the other half were posted at San 
Thom6 Gate, in the outer south wall fames Bulwark, on the east 
front, the Sea Gato and Charles Point The second company were 
detailed to various places in White and Black Towns Soon Seaton's 
Company were promoted to be Grenadiers with oxtrapay Their exclu 
sive duty was to guard the Citadel 

Yale exerted himself to develop the militia and promote mihtarv 
efficionc) Among tho rules which he drew up for the Artiller), one of 
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the principal provisions was that the Gunner, or his Chief JJato must 
be continuously on dut\ ni the Gun Room When the tattoo sounded 
at 9 P M gunners’ mates were,.reqaited to instantly repajr to their 
stations and remain at them until beat of drum at dawn The Com- 
pany fully supported Yale in all these measures In a letter to him 
they say — “ We must forever after keep ourselvos a martial nation, 
in India ’ ' 

The men messed at the New House, or Free Guard, otherwise 
the large block of barracks opposite the main entrance to the citadel 
on the west Dinner was at 11 A M and supper at 6 p M 

At the time of the French attack in 1746, the Madras garrison 
was in a weak depleted condition An old Swedo named Eekman, 
was in command with the courtesy title of Captain After the 
restoration of Fort St George in 1749, the settlement was not again 
senonslv threatened until Lally s attempt in 1758, by which period 
the garrison consisted of 1 767 Europeans and 2 200 sepoys Their 
strength was seriously depleted in 1767, when the ravages of Haider 
All’s troops, who advanced to the immediate neighbourhood of the 
Company’s Garden House, necessitated continuous reinforcements 
being sent out to the opposing army under Colonel Joseph Smith 
To make good tho loss it was found expedient to arm all European 
civilians, including Portuguese and Armenians In the subsequent 
campaigns against Haider All and Tipu Sultan Fort bt George 
played a memorable part 

Modern weapons of war ha\e completely revolutionised the art of 
defence with the result that the strongholds regarded as practically 
impregnable hi onr grandfathers are now pronounced obsolete 
Fort St George is no exception to this rule 

GOVERNMENT 

The affairs of lortSt George were directed by a Council, tho 
members of wbicb were stvled merchants Nothing new or original 
was attempted in the wav of the constitution which was modelled 
upon that of the older factorv at Bantam At first the Senior Mer- 
chant was known as Agent In 1653 he was advanced to the dignity 
of President The title of Governor was conferred upon him jn 1666 
Whateier his official designation he was lnvariablyy**— Senior 
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Member of Counoil The Book-kcopor iwas second, tho Warehouse 
kcopor third, and tho OuRtomor, or Collector dFSCii Customs, fourth 
Thoj mot ovorj Monday and Thursday at 8 A Jr when all matters 
concerning tho Company wore laid before them The Scerotarj kopt 
a daily record, a copy of which was Rent to England once a jear 
To this tho Court of Directors replied in _a-gWicraI letter Europeans 
wore tried by tho Govornor and Council in the Fort, bofore a jury of 
twolvo Europeans Ordinary justico was administered b) the 
Customer who, as Magistrate of Black Town, sat in tho Choultrv 
Court on Tuesdajs and Fridays, attemlod b> the Mint Master 
and Sub-Treasurer Tho punishinonts were of a drastic nature 
and savoured of the spirit of the times In tho event of a Peon 
being found asleep, or absent from hw post, the Sea Customer 
condommed him to be whipped from Point to Point, to rccoivc five 
laslios at each of the five stipulated plm.es and then dismissed For 
murder the culpnt was sentenced to death at the common place of 
execution, and furthor to suffer tho post mortem penalt\ of hanging in 
clininB from a gibbot overlooking the Poonamallec High Road The 
Execution Post, where offenders wore shot, stood in front of the main 
goto of tho Fort House, to west Tho gihliet was placed near tho 
stablo door, probabl) in the north nest angle of White Town Other 
gibbets aero on the Island nnd Poonamallec High Hoad 

As Commaildor in Ohiof of tho garrison the Governor was respon 
siblo for maintaining ordor in "White Town In Black Town nnd the 
neighbouring pottahs this dut\ was assigned to a local official st\ led 
tboFcdda Naik He controlled the watch, a species of police force, 
numbering twenty poonR This was soon increased to fiftv Tho post 
was hcreditarj and carried with it certain pains and privileges Wore 
anj one robbed tho Podda N nk was bound to make good the loss b\ 
compensating tho victim On tho other hand, he was authorised to

In 1675 the Coinpauv established definite grades in the Civil 
Service Apprentices served seven ) ears During the first five their 
annual Balarj was £6 and was incroasod to £10 for tho last two 
The) then became Writers for a year pending promotion to Factors at 
£20 Thereafter they rose to be Merchants on £50 The Governor 
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received £200 a year plus a gratuity of £100 In Pigofc’s day this was 
increased to £3,000 At the present -time the salarj of the Governor of 
Madras is Rupees 10,000 a month, to which are added Rupees 94,000 
annuallj as household and tour allowance, and Rupees 7 500, or 
furniture allowance 

The Second in Council was paid £100 per annum, the Third £70 
and the Fourth £50 All were provided with free board and lodging 
Other members of the establishment were the Chaplain, whose 
stipend was £100, and the Schoolmaster at £50 

Considerable power was wielded by the Company’s Chief Mer- 
chant The first to hold the coveted position was Seshadu Navak 
He was succeeded m Ivie’s time, by the well-known Brahmin, 
Venkata Verona, head of the Joint Stock Company known as Cassa 
Verona ind Co He was entrusted with all the Company’s in- 
vestments, and purchased both the goods imported by them, and 
those intended for export to Europe At his death, in 16S0, the 
Fort fired a salute of thirty guns 

In his novel “The Surgeon s Daughter ” Sir Walter Scott depicts 
the mfluenoe wielded bv tho Dubash of Fort St George, who m his 
role of interpreter, was frequently the Governor’s mouthpiece m 
dealing with neighbouring powers Scott introduces this character 
in the person of Papaiya, who flourished in Madras during the latter 
half of the eighteenth century As three of the Author’s immediate 
relatives were in the Companj 's service at about that entch it is 
possible tbat he obtained Ins information first hand 


MANNERS AND CUSTOMS. 
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Of a truth, the poor follows had littlo enough diversion of a legitimate 
hind They lived together, cat at one common table and attended 
daily prayers under the suspicious eye of the Governor On week 
days they were kept hard at work There wore contracts to bo made 
with local dealors, advances to he doled out to weavers, merchandise 
to be oxamined and appraised at the Custom House b\ tho Sea 
Gate, precious metals, diamonds from Golcondah, pearls from Ceylon 
and the Persian Gulf, and othor gems to be weighed and tested 
English goods had to bo displayed and a market found for thorn, 
always with duo regard to the competition of foreign rivals, parti 
cularly the Dutch Book-hceping.invoiccs and bills of lading claimed 
much time, so that everyone, from the apprentice at £0 per annum, 
to the Governor at £200, muv be fair]) said to have oarned his 
living 

Groat excitement was caused in 1070 b) the arrival of three 
maiden ladies 

Stroynsham Mastor (J077-8I) introduced much show of state 
into tho administration A rulo already existed forbidding umbrollaB 
to be carriod by any but Members of Council, Chiofs of Factories, 
Commanders of ships from England nnd the Chaplain This prohi 
bition affected ladies below the rank of Factor’s wife No foreigner, 
resident or otherwise, might wear a sword, or weapon of nil) desenp 
lion, msido tho Fort Evon high state officials, who desired to visit 
tho Governor, were required to deposit their arms at the Main Guard 

Tho chiof meal was taken before midday, and was followed by a 
siosta The hours were adapted to those of tho Custom House, which 
woro from 8AM to 11 A M and from 2PM until 4PM A 
stownrd, appointed from among the factors, was in charge of the 
general table nt the Fort House, the linen and plate In Fort St 
David this duty was discharged by Robert Clive 

Christmas Day, Easter, St George’s Day, the King’s Birthday, 
Restoration and Guy Fawkes Day were regarded as public holidays 
Tho cannon thundered a salute and three volloys of small shot were 
fired Wine and arrack wore served out to the garnson, and punch 
circulated generously 

On the arrival of a vessel her guns saluted the Fort, which returned 
the compliment m kind The Commander proceeded to dine with the 
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Governor who, not- infrequently, made him nn oflcr for the entire 
cargo before tho meal was finished 

Writing of Madras, in 1715, Father Norbort mentions that it was 
customary for ono of the priests attached to the Capuchin Mission, to 
dine at the Governor’s table even Sundav 

HIGH C0U11T 

Crowned by a number of lesser domes and one tall contral cupola 
tho great block of red buildings, known collective)! as the High 
Court is one of the handsomest and most imposing piles m the Citv 
It hns practically two faces One looks eastward across Light House 
Road, vvherc the low boundary will displavs a small granite tablet 
inscribed — ‘ During tho bombardment of Madras bv the German 
cruiser Linden,’ on the night of 22nd September IP u a ■'bell 
struck this spot and carried avvav a portion of the compound wall 
On tho north side the building fronts China Baza lr Roue Icaugurat 
cd in 1SG1 the High Court of Madns absorbed those ca* T er mstitu 
tions, the Faujdar Adaulat, or Chief Criminal Court anc *he Suddcr 
Adaufat, or Chief Court of Ctvif Judicature for the neat tearing o' 
appeals In 16G2 letters patont wero granted appoint re aCe ef Ju^ ice

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masons, Lord Lansdowne, Lord Wenlock and Sir Arthur Collins 
eaoh having laid a stone oi it Visitors are-admitted from. 8 to 11 A M 
and again from 1 to 6PM The climb is somewhat strenuous 
Winding stairs lead up a narrow corner turret to a vast roof A 
second turret, to north east, contains more corkscrew steps When 
fifty have been mounted the stranger is usherod into a big room 
Here he is required to sign bis name in a book and pay a fee of two 
annas Thereafter a dizzy iron stair twists round and up a giddy 
height to tho light house, The encircling balcony commands a wide 
flung panorama of city, sea and plain strotching to the horizon, ex- 
cepting where interrupted by the shadowy outline of the Eastern 
Ghats Immediately below, to east, the eye is oaught by four 
large red buildings singularly bare and curiously alike These 
are the property of the Port Trust Between them and the soa rise 
tho ciroular grey forms of gigantic iron oil tanks They constitute 
admirable targets As such they were fired at m September 1914 by 
the enemy cruiser “ Emden ” The flat expanse, which separates the 
tanks from the most southerly of the square red housas, is utilised ns 
an engineering yard by tho Asiatic Petroleum Company Here those 
kerosene tins are manufactured which form bo familiar a feature in 
the India of to day The works date from 1912 

OLD LIGHT HOUSE 

Few would imagine that the graceful fluted column to south oast 
of tho High Court had once been a lighthouso Beautifully fitted 
stone blocks of Palin varam gneiss lend the pillar an appearance of 
solidity and strength, and allow no hint to transpire of the bnok 
framework The design is that of a Greok Doric column 126 feet 
in height, and originated with Captam J E Smith of the Madras 
Engihoers who began to excavate the foundations on 17th July 
1838 These wore sunk ton feet below the ground to receive a forty 
foet square haso of latonte, from which tho brickwork foundation 
roso m a compaot masonry block Lord Blphinstone and a distm 
guished gathering witnessed the laying of the first stono on September 
19th of tho same year The building was completed m December 
1843 and the lamp lit on New Year’s Day, 1844 It is said to 
have been visible fifteon miles out at sea 

Now tho top of the column bos -a dismantled look suggestive of a 
pedestal that has lost its statue, honce tho proposal to use it os a 
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flagstaff In view of its olose proximity to the Law Courts a figure of 
Justice would seem by far tho most appropriate substitute Bobbed 
of its light by its legal neighbour, and overshadovred.it might at least 
shino with a reflected glory By all means lot it havo justice 

LAW COLLEGE 

Near neighbour to the High Court, on tho woBt, is yet another 
imposing blooh of red buildings designod by Mr Irwin, the Govern- 
ment Architcot It, too, is in tho approved style of Indo Saracenic 
architecture characteristic of the latter half of the 19th century 
This edifice is tho Law College and, with the playground behind, 
occupies the site of the old English burial ground on tho confines of 
the original Black Town During the Freneh siege of 1758 59 the 
towering gravestones afforded valuable cover to Lally’s army This 
led to their being demolished, and the inscribed portions transferred to 
St Mary’s Church in tho Port, whero they pave the outor enclosure 
to north-east A couple of tombs still rotam their positions in the 
ancient cemeterj Tho most conspicuous stands in the north-west 
corner of tho tennis courts It is a tall pointed building of qunint 
design tunneled by a central passago, on the northern wall of whioh 
is an elaborately carved panel to David, tho only son of Governor 
Elihu Yale Tho little lad died on January 26th, 1687 Exactly 
opposite is a second mural tablet to Joseph Hynmers, whose widow 
Yale married, It boars the date May 28th, 1680 

Two tennis courts intervene between this gravo and a large square 
stone vault to east shaded by a spreading rain tree Here sleep four 
members of tho Powney family, and Captain George Heron, the first to 
be interred here in 1725 He was father-in-law to Captain John 
Powney, also buried underneath The Powney family were well known 
in Madras throughout the 18th century They were chiefly sailors The 
earliest of tho name came to Fort St George m 1703 Captain Heron 
was marine surveyor and master manner When seventy-five years of 
age he was British Resident at Pegu, where his name figures m 1721 
in connection with a maritime dispute The very site of the old burial 
ground had been forgotten until excavations for the foundations of the 
Law College brought to light a number of skeletons 

THE CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 

To north of the High Court a handsome bronze statue looks aoross 
China Bazaar Road to a block of buildings comprising the Christian 
5 
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Collogc, church and hostels appertaining thereto The important odu 
cational effort, which these roprosont, originated with tho Rev John 
Andorson.aFreo Church Missionary, who founded a school and church 
on tho site m 1837 Tho bronze monumont commemorates a well- 
loved labourer in tho samo fiold, namely William Millcr,I< L D , C I,P , 
for many years Principal of the College His statue was erected by 
public subscription and unveiled by Lord Ampthill in 3901 

CHINA BAZAAR ROAD, 

This thoroughfare domes its namo from a senes of bazaars of 
which ohinaware originally formed the chief commodity Nowpnoti 
cally any articlo may be procured m one or othor of tho many shops 
Tho area is a popular ono with bargain hunters Historically the 
road is dooply interesting Not only did it constitute tho northern 
boundary of old Black Town , it is boliov ed to hnvo boon the sito of the 
northorn rampart erected by Ivio (1C44 48} Late m 1758 it was con 
vorted into a battlefield, where a Bhnrp fight developed when Colonel 
Draper sought to repel a French attempt to carry Fort St Georgo from 
that side. In was on the 14th of December Already at daybreak tho 
French had crossed tho Triplicane River, advanced unopposed through 
Vepery and established themselves m Black Town They then proceeded 
to hoist the French flag above the Armenian Church 

A sally being dotorminod upon, Colonel Draper issued from 
tho west gate of the Fort at 8 80 AM, followed by a force 
six hundred strong Meanwhile the French had placed the Lorraine 
and Indian Regiments in China Bazaar Here Draper attacked them 
The fight continued until the English Commander found his retreat 
threatened by a fresh body of tho enemv, who advanced from the 
Armenian Church At this he moved eastward along China Bazaar 
to join a small detaohment uudet Major Brereton The junction 
effected it was decided to regain the Fort This was accomplished 
but with the loss of over a third of the original force British 
casualties amounted to nine officers and more than two hundred men 
The enemy’s punishment was heavier still, being thirty officers and 
two hundred and twenty men In addition. Brigadier General 
Oomte d'Estamg had been made prisoner 
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ARMENIAN STREET 

At the northern side of China Bazaar, to west of the Christian 
College, lies Armenian Street, so called from the old Armenian ceme- 
tery once situated on the ground now covered by the Armenian Church 
near the south-west comer of the road In the early days of Port 
8t George special privileges were offered to Armenian settlers Sir 
John Child induced the Company, m»16SS, to grant members of that 
nation the same rights as those enjoyed by English freemen Nor 
was this all Wherever an Armenian community numbered forty, 
the Company undertook to build a church for them, and allow the 
priest £50 annually for the first seven years By these means quite 
a large Armenian population was attracted to Madras Apparently 
they limited themselves to trading, and took no interest m public 
affairs for, m 1693, it was complained that they declined to serve on 
ihe Corporation 

The entrance to the Church is marked b> a high gateway sur- 
mounted by a cross and the date 1712 Inside is an old-world 
court! atd shaded with palms and other trees, and paved with red 
hnck and large gravestones The latter are inscribed with Armenian 
characters, and a variety of quaint and curious devices, amid which 
scales of justice, skulls and crossbones figure frequently In a line 
with the gate stands the belfry, a detached yellow tower crowned by 
a cupola and a slender cross A little distance to north is the 
Church, likewise ye'low and white, surrounded by a deep many- 
pillared verandah, with gravestones for floor With Ins long black 
beard, sweeping robes of the same sable hue, and high head dress 
the priest seems strangely in keeping with the spirit of the place 

During the second half of the ISth century the Government 
of Port St George appropriated the Armenian cemetery, with its 
small Church, and the neighbouring Capuchin bunal ground to north 
for the erection of temporary hospitals Both sites were restored in 
1772, when preparations were made for erecting the existing 
sanctuaries 


ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL 

Also sitnkted on the west side of Armenian Street the Cathedral 
is a somewhat hare building of little architectural interest The gate 
bears the date 1642, -^mdrprobably refers to a grant of the site, in that 
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year, as a graveyard, to the Capuchin mission The large grey house 
to the north was occupied by Laity, Comxnander-m-Chief of the 
French Army, which besieged Madras m 1758-59 

NORTH BEACH ROAD 

Many of the most notable buildings in Madras strotch along the 
western side of North Beach Road to the harbour, beginning at 
Parry's corner, so called from the premises of the well-known mercan- 
tile firm now occupying the site This point played an important 
part during the second siege of Madras bv the French Hero the 
famous Regiment do Lally were quartered Near by , on tho beaoh, 
to east of the Doric column known as the Old Light House, was 
Lally’s battery of fifteen heavy gnns, whenco a zigzag was pushed 
with skill and daring close up to the north-east wall of Fort Bt 
Georgo.. The firm of Parrv and Company is the oldest British Asso- 
ciation of the kind in the city Founded by Thomas Parr} , of 
Loighton Hall, Welshpool, it dates from tho eighteenth century Its 
originator had an eventful career Tradition avors that ho cnmo out 
to India ns super-cargo At first he appears to have been omplo} ed in 
tho Accountant’s Office, whence he was transferred to be Secretary to 
Govomor Medows (1792 94) As was customar} among the Com- 
pany’s civil sorvants bo indulged in private trading, sometimes on bis 
own account, but, more frequently, m partnership -with others, prefer- 
abl} his nephew, David Pugh, and Mr Charles Breithaupt, also a 
1 famil} connection With himself those constituted the firm wbon 
Parry retired in 1814 to assume charge of the Treasury in the Fort 
Ho rejoined the firm in 1818, but appears to hnvo fallen into disfavour 
with the Government through befriending certain Indian princes, 
whoso interests wore threatened by the rapid political changes of tho 
times This led to his banishment Proceeding to Ceylon ho re- 
mained there as a guest of the Governor until niterod conditions 
favoured his return to Madias Shortly afterwards he and a young 
nephew of his fell victims to cholera, when travelling from Porto 
Novo to Cuddalore Thomas Parry lies buned at the latter place, in 
Christ Church, Old Town St Goorgo’s Cathedral, Madras, also 
contains a tablet to his memory 

Next to Parry and Company come tho offioos of the Deputy Com 
jnnsioncr of Police, Northern Range, Tho National Bank of India and 
tho offices of the “ Madras Mail,” the city’s popular evoning paper 
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acres, with a goneral doptli of 30 feet at I6w water Ton 
sets of moorings aro provided for vossols of from 20 to 30 
feet draught, although twolve can bo accommodated if nceessary 
Thoro are no docks at present The new Wost Qua) has a 
longth of 3,000 foet and berths four stoamors with 2G, 28, and 30 feet 
at lovr water In addition, there aro four other quays one drawing 
28 feet and throe 25 feet Each can accommodate one \ easel at a time 
at low tide Lighters, however, still do the bulk of landing and 
shipping Of those, fifty aro over 40 tons and 180undor About 4,000 
tons of cargo can lie afloat at o no time, two thirds of it being in 
modern woll found lighters Three or four tugs are available for towing 
purposes 

Loading and unloading by means of lighters is done ulong a front- 
ago some three quarters of a milo in extent This space comprises 
ferro concrete wharves, and a portion of the Wost Qua) equipped with 
hand, steam and hydraulic cranes of from one to thirty oight tons 
capacity Adjacont to tho whanes are eight acres of tomporar) shed- 
ding and five acres of warehouses for leasing to exporters A slipway 
is provided for the repair of craft cinder 400 tons Two largo quayed 
ponds for bar iron and timbor are fitted with cranes - ' railways and 
other special facilities for the trades concerned Oolhors discharge 
about 1,200 tons per day, into railwa) wagons, at each of the three 
quays Large passenger vessels habitually uso t\vo of tho quays 
having direct railway connection Oil, from bulk oil steamers, is 
pumped ashore at four places, likowise petrol at a speoial berth 
Convemonaes for troop trams, horses and cattle arc provided 

Ships got their water from boats selling water from the city 
municipal supply It is possible for vessels to entor or leaio the 
harbour at an) hour Usually, howovor, the) are only allowed to do 
so during daylight 

The affairs of tho harbour aro directed oy the Madras Port Trust 
Board of which Sir Francis Spring, K C I E , M INST C E , was 
for so long the well-known Chairman and Chief Engineer He has 
been succeeded by Lt Col H H O Mitchell, MICE Mr W 
W Bobinson is the Traffic Manager Spnnghaven Koad perpetuates 
Sir Francis Spring’s notable work m constructing the harbour, tho 
immense stone blocks of which were quarried at Pallavaram, 11 mile 
south of Madras 
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The project of providing the city with a harbour reached maturity 
during the Governorship of the late Lord Hobart who, in 1878, ap 
proved a plan for overcoming the difficulties of the surf Two years 
afterwards the scheme was sanctioned When the King-Emperor 
Edward VH visited Madras in 1875, as Prince of Wales, he laid the 
Memorial Stone, which now stands immediately to south-west of the 
handsome granite gateway marking the entrance to the harbour 

EASIMODE 

Elat and sandy, the coast stretches northward to Kasimode 
(Royapuram Division), a quarter much discussed owing to the doubtful 
cngm of its name Popular tradition asserts that it perpetuates the 
visit of an old-time King of Kashi’ (Benares) who travelled southwards 
from his holy city on the left bank of the Ganges, to attend the annual 
Natalam festival at Tiruvotiyur, a mile and a half to north of Kasi- 
mode, where the principal temple is dedicated to Nataraja, the 
dancing form of Siva Unfortunately the sovereign arrived too late 
for the ceremony Not to be diverted from his pious purpose he 
waited until the following year In support of this the Kasi Kolam, 
or Benares Tank is pointed out at Tiruvotiyur, and the visitor is told 
that it was dug by the king, who subsequently bathed therein 

Another tradition assigns the origin of the name to Kashipur, a 
saint, who dwelt on a mode, or elevated spot in the neighbourhood 
Yat a third version ascribes it to Kasim, a noted Muhammadan 
gymnast, who mado his home there

Drive \m Government House Road and the Marina to Mylapore 
Visit the Aquarium and San Thom6 Cathedral Proceed by Elphin- 
stone Bridge to Adyar and Elliot’s Beach 

GOVERNMENT HOUSE 

Icon railings and a deer park surround the statel) white building 
known ns Government House a title conferred upon it in 1753, m 
whioh year it was bought for pagodas 3,500 from the widow of Luis 
Madera, or Madeiros, a wealthy free merchant, who figures in 
the records of 1711 as Commander of the good ship ‘ Messiah 
Prior to its acquisition by Government the proporty 
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Frenoh in 1746, shortly after they had wrecked the Company's 
Garden Houso at Peddanaikapotta The latter stood on the site now 
occupied by tho Gonoral Hospital When Madras was again declared , 
the seat of Government m 1762, it was decided to purchase Mrs 
Madoiros’ residence, with its long garden and ornamental pond, for 
Governor Saunders, m place of the ruined Garden Houbb 8ince then 
both park and house have been considerably enlarged 

The mam agate opens into Mount Road On entering, attention 
is first attracted by a classical white building approached by a 
long flight of stops This is the Banqueting Hall erected by 
Edward, Lord Clive, m 1602, to commemorate the fall of 
Senngapatam Tho Parthenon, at Athens, was the model 
selected for tho upper storey In addition to tho great central 
chamber, the edifice contains a number of basement rooms The walls 
of the hall are hung with fine oil pamtings portraying various famous 
men of Madras who have figured prominently in British history 
Several of the portraits originally adorned the interior of the Exchange 
now the Officors’ Mess in Port bt George 

To north of Government House flows tho Cooum River WRllajah 
Road bounds it to south, taking its name from that well known Nawab 
of the Carnatic, Muhammad All (1749 76) popularly styled Wallajah 
His successor, Umdat-ul-Amara,was the first Indian to become a Free 
mason, having been initiated at Tnohinopoly, m 1776, by Dr Torenco 
Gahagan 


THE MAEINA 

This fine macadamised road starts from the Iron Bridge across tho 
mouth of the Cooum, whence it stretches southward along the soa 
front to the old Portuguese town of San Thoxno in Mylapore It 
constitutes the favourite afternoon resort of Madras, hence the 
variety of wheeled traffic encountered, ranging from the motor cars 
of Government House, the Maharajas, and the Prince of Arcot 
down to the humble bandy, still more modest nckshaw, and even 
the homely bullock cart Tho Band of the Madras Guards, I D P 
plays on Monday afternoons and also on moonlight nights, 
The city owes the Marina to Sir M E Grant Duff, who was 
appointed Governor m 1681 Prior to that the popular rendezvous was 
on Band Practice Road to north of the Cooum, near the walls of Fort 
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St George It boro tho significant nickname of Cupid’s Bow On its 
westcrmside a. tan. riding course separates the Manna from the stately 
official buildings which look across it towards the sea The thorough- 
faro only lacks an avenue of trees to make it one of the finest of its 
kind m the world 


MARINE VILLA. 

This is the first building on the Marina to north It stands near 
the bar of the Cooum, where some fifty people were drowned in 1792 
bv the capsizing of tho ferry boat Those were the days before the 
bridge At that time Marine Villa was styled the Nawab’s Ootagon, 
as it was included within the bounds of Chepauk Palace 

SENATE HOUSE 

Architecturally the handsome red Senate Houso conforms to the 
ideal, which inspired tho majority of public edifices of tho same date 
m India Commenced m 1874, it wns finished five years later at a cost 
of Rupees 2,89,729 It serves a \ariety of uses, concerts and an art 
■exhibition among the number Tho most important annual ceremony 
held in its great Hall is the conferring of degrees upon tho Alumni 
of Madras Lectures are delnered upstairs at the southern end of the 
building, notably those under the auspices of the Literary Society The 
windows command delightful panoramic views of azure sea sunlit 
sands and verdant palm topes 

To west of the encircling grounds stands a square masonrv block 
obviously intended as pedestal for a statue The engraved tablet 
states — ‘ This foundation stone was lRid by His Excellency the 
Rt Hon'ble Charles, Baron Hardrage of Penshurst, Vicero) and 
Governor-General of India, on November 25th, 1918 ” 

On the southern side is a beautiful white marble statue of the 
Queen-Empress Victoria donated by Raja Godav Naraen Gajapatee 
Rao, as a Jubilee memorial The unveiling ceremony was performed 
bv Lord Connemara on June 20th, 1887 To east looking on to the 
Manna, is a life sized figure of V Krishnaswami Iyer, C S 1 , 
Member of the Madras Executive Council, horn 1863 e 

monument was erected by public subscription 
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CHEPAUK PALACE 

Now commonly roforred to as Ohopauk Palace, this elaborate and 
picturesque pile was built by Muhammad All, eighth Nawab of the 
Carnatic (1749 96) The design sanctioned by tho Nawab emanated 
from a British officer of Engineers, probably Benfleld It included 
two blooks arranged in the form of a capital “ L," tho anglo being at 
tho south west corner Tho south wing was double stoned and was 
known ns tho Khalsa Mahal, or Trcnsurv The other consisted of a 
single floor and was stylod Humayan Mahal, in honour, possibly, of 
tho Moghul Emperor of that name It contained tho Dewnn Khana, 
a splendid audience chamber described bj Lord Valontia, in 1804, as 
“ extremely handsomo, of Inrgo dimensions and divided by pillars " 
Tho propertv originally belonged to Mahfuz khan t brother of the 
Nawab Tho lattor acquired it in 1707 Three yean afterwards he 
obtained an additional grant of land from the Governor of Fort 
St George, whereupon ho onclosed the entire site of 117 acres with a 
boundary wall, oxtending 1,180 yards southward from the bar of the 
Cooum, and 600 yards along tho bank of that river A few years 
earlier Muhammad All had applied for permission to erect a palace for 
himsolf inside Fort St George This had been granted by Govornor 
Pitt, who allotted a site for tho purpose, where tho foundation 
stone was laid with much pomp and ceremony, acccompamed 
by tho usual firing of guns The Council, however, disapproved 
the scheme which was ultimately abandoned Its memory survives 
in Palaco Street, still the chief thoroughfare of the new part of the 
Fort lying west of Charles and Choultry Gate Streets 

The thirteenth and last Nawab of the Carnatic, Ghulam Muh 
ammad Ghaus Khan, was childless Upon his death in 1855 the 
British Government took o\er the palace Additions, including the 
central tower, were mode and it was converted into publio offices, 
notably tho Board of Rovenuo and P W D , which adjoin the 
Engineering College. 

L4.DY WENLOCK'S PAVILION, 

The Presidency College and its extensive playgrounds divide this 
last from Lady Wenlook’s Pavilion, a small building characterised 
by a long verandah and two red tiled roofs, one at either extremity 
The Pavilion stands in what is called a park Tho enclosure is sur- 
rounded bv a wall and contains a fountain 
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THE AQUARIUM 

This is situated-on the Beach to east of the Marina, exactly 
opposite the Presidency College It contains a most interesting and 
representative collection of fish, and aquatic marvels common to 
Madras witors Merely a nominal fee is charged for admittance to 
the building which has passed from the management of the Superin- 
tendent of the Central Museum to that of the Board of Fisheries 
Considerable developments arc foreshadowed 

THE ICE HOUSE, 

Next follows an open stretch dotted with smiadhs the Hindu 
substitutes for tombstones These mark the site.-, of old funeral 
pyres Bet ond rises a curious white building three stories high 
the roof surmounted b\ a slender piueapplc ornament Known as 
the Ice House it was erected about 1812 for the storage of natural ice 
brought by sea Now it is used as a Home for Brahmin widow* 
Close under its southern wall is the fishing village of Nadu kuppiru 
behind which stretch various buildings collec*ivelv entitled 
Warehouse 
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of coming to praj at his shrmo disguised as fakirs That the sanctu 
ary was a celebrated one is proved by the fact of its figuring in 
Sir Walter Scott’s only Indian novel Now ltejgkmos bavo somewhat 
faded, nevertheless it is a romantic spot sot amid crumbling Mosquo3, 
gravestones and palms A tank of groen water adds yet a further 
characteristic and picturesque feature Tbo Durgah lies on the 
east side of Barber’s Bridge, Road and isreasily Jfqund Under the 
domo, to east of tho saint’s tomb, a blank space is pointed out as the 
spot whore the bod) of Nawab Wallajah lay prior to its transfer to 
Trichmopolj 

CAPPER HOUSE 

Returning to the Manua, two squaro white buildings catch the 
oyo Both are educational institutes for tho training of girl students 
Between thorn is a gap marked by a masonrj pillar and inscribed 
grov marblo tablet This is tho site of a similar college, the foundn 
tion stone of which was laid by Lord Pontland prior to his departure 
from Madras at tho end of March 1910 The next building is Capper 
Houso, in turn a Hotel and now a school for girls Originally it was 
tho residence of Colonel F Oappor who ontered tho Army in 1778 
and was lost at sea Beyond, again, nro Sir Subramania Iyer’s resi- 
dence the office of the Inspector Gonoral of Police, ovco a Masonic 
lodgo, and a stretch of open ground In front are a few scattered 
samadbs, and at tho back a Hindu burning ghat Noaehi Kuppmi is 
the large fishing village on the seashore at the southern extremity of 
the Manna Beyond, again, are palm trees and tho yellow spire of San 
s Thonffi Cathedral 


MYLAPORE 

Although the origin of Mjlaporo, the Peacock City, has become 
obscured by time, there seems no reason for doubting the age long 
tradition that it was once a place of considerable importance, the 
capital of an early Hindu dynast) This roport is confirmed by 
its identification as tho Mallarpha mentioned b) Ptolem) It was 
to tho Court of one of these forgotten kmgs (Mabndevan accord 
ing to the Chronicles of the Catholic Church) that St Thomas, 
the Doubting Apostle, came in the first century of our era After 
his death a little colony of Armenian Christians established them 
selves near his tomb, and so kept alive tbo stor) of hismartir 
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dom, and the miracles and circumstances connected therewith 
From them the Portuguese learnt the tradition when, in 1503, di 
Albuquerque sailed up the east coast and obtained permission Item the 
Maharaja o £ Vijianagar, described as “ The Lord of the Soil,” to 
found a factory at MylaporB, then a celebrated centre of the cotton 
weaving industry Soon churohes, monasteries and private residences 
sprang up around the ancient edifice on the seashore, where the body 
of the Apostle was believed to have been laid to rest Fortifications 
followed The encircling wall was 15 feet high and massive in propor- 
tion Block-houses stretched along the sea front irs line of which is 
still marked by masonry remains and can be cleanl- traced The Sea 
Gate stood on the site now marked by what is knoTn as the old Dutch 
flagstaff, a wooden pole affixed to a small bnck plnffrrm. This entrance 
was so low that a horse could only enter with firm ml rv The mam 
gate was to west, which was regarded as the front c, the town and bo 
distinguished bj a lofty and imposing portal The enclosed area was 
twice that of the later English settlement at Fort St George, Madras 
San Thom6 di Meliapor was the official s-yle rf the Portuguese 
citj

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The se\ enteenth century found San Thnme a prey to internal fouds 
and foreign aggression Captain Pedro do Rezendo was detailed to 
draw up plans and descriptions of all Portuguese forts in Indio 
ffhese are bound together in a work dated 1646, from which the 
following is an extract — “ The City of St Thome de Meliapor is 
surrounded by a wall pursuing the line of houses Its doors, along 
the shore are almost washed by the waves Although in ancient 
times the town, togethor with the house of the glorious St Thomas, 
where he dwelt near a shrine named after tho sun, was founded half 
a league inland, the sea hns constantly advanced, as the Saint pro 
phesied, until it is within a hundred paces of the said shrine It was 
on account of this house and shrine that the wall was built round 
the city at this spot It is 6 yards high, including the parapets 
which are 10 spans thick at the top On the sea face are three 
bulwarks On tho north is the bastion of St Dominic, with a broast- 
work in the middle protected by artillery To south is the bulwark 
of St Paul Before San Dominic bastion is one of tho four gates of 
the city, with a watch tower in front, where guns can be mounted 
Thore are in all twolve bastions The city artillery comprises thirty 
iron guns and one of brass, in addition to a swivol gun of forty iron 
hoops, and four wall pieces The resident Portuguese amount to a 
hundred and twenty The two hundred Native Christians are also 
capable of bearing arms, as aro tho servants of the Portuguese Tho 
garrison consist of five hundred musketeors and tho Captain of tho 
City, who is usually a nobloman Great trust is roposed in him 
There is no harbour Ships sent from Goa rarely return without 
loss and damage 

Many faithful Christians, including six hundred fishermon, Ino 
outsido the fortifications His Majesty does not recoivo ns muoh ns 
a real from Mnliaporo, as e\ory thing belongs to tho Lord of the Soil 
There are no salaried officials excepting tho Bishop, whoso stipend of 
two thousand crosses (approximately Rupees 6,260) is paid from Goa, 
and tho Captain of tho City, who is givon a like sum The latter 
rccciaos half the rovonuo of the Sea Gate from the Lord of tho Soil 
At presont, on account of tho Dutch, thib brings m less than a gold 
Pagoda daily Tho city has a circuit of 2,000 paces, and is situated 
on a spot ns fiat ns the palm of the hand, with a lagoon to south

The loss of San Thome led Francis Mnrtin to found tho famous 
settlement of Pondichorr) upon a site granted to him by Shor khan 
Lodi, a representative of the Sultan of Bijiapur in whoso territory tho 
land la) Meanwhile Langhomo, at that tune Governor of Madras, 
nrged upon tho Sultan of Golcondah to raze San Thome to the 
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ground The Dutch eocondcd him m this proposal Orders wore 
accordingly issued for the fortifications and principal edifices 
to bo demolished Gunpowder was used, nevertheless the work 
took three months The stones were removed to Madras and 
spoodily utihsod for building Thanks to the intercession of the 
Moghul Governor of San Thome the churches were sparod 

At various timos the Portuguese sought to regam possession It 
is roportod that tho Armenians also strove to become masters of San 
Thomi In 1749 it passed to the English 

After its stormy history tho ancient town is now quiot enough, its 
silence oharged with many memories It is traversed by two main 
streets, tho San Thom6 High Road, a continuation of tho Marina, and 
Rosary Ohurch Road Tho latter starts from tho Old Dutch 
ElagstafI, onco the Sea Gate, and runs inland to tho celebrated Luz 
Ohurch 

SAN THOME CATHEDRAL 

It was tho first century A D Tho city of Moliaporum, with its 
palms, its temples and its glistening white palace, lay basking in the 
hot yellow sunshino Suddenly a mystorions rumour spread from the 
kuppams to tho bazaar, and thence to the Court and the King himself 
Some fishermen, it said, had found the immense trunk of an unknown 
tree on the seashore Instantly all repaired to tho sands to witness 
the marvel There it lay with the bine waves breaking over it in 
cascades of white surf The wise pronounced it kulamander wood 
from tho distant island of Ceylon Now the King, whose name was 
Mahadevan, commanded coolies to haul the log to his Palace/ where 
skilled carvers would convert it into pillars for his Darbar Hall 
Curiously enough strain as they might the coolies could not move 
the log Elephants were brought, and then the entire army, but all 
laboured in vain The King and his subjects were amazed Priests 
were summoned, and propitiatory rites performed without result 
When this unsatisfactory state of affairs had continued for some time 
an aged stranger stepped forward from among the crowd Addressing 
the sovereign he asked whether, in the event of his moving the log, 
he might have it to build a house with? The King was amused by the 
request, and well he might be, for the Btranger was an old man and frail 
Laughingly the King acquiesced At this the stranger unknotted his 
girdle, tied it about the tree and told a coolie to drag it along This 
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the coolio accomplished with the greatest o{ onso Amaied at the 
miracle King Mnliadcvnn not onh gave the log to the stranger, but 
nlso a piece of lnnd, upon which llio old man, who was nono other than 
tho HoU Apostlo Thomas created a small Church on tho site now 
covered In the large Portuguese Cathodral of San Thomd After his 
rnartv rdom on December 21st, A D 63, pious hands earned tho bod) of 
tho Saint , and laid it to rest under tho floor of the Church that ho had 
built with the miraculous log Hero it la) until, in tho 4 th century, 
pilgrims transported it to Edeesa A colon) of Armenian Christians 
kept nlivo the pious traditions of the plaeo When tho Portuguese 
arrived, cvrlv in the lGth centurv.tliev found asm ill sanctuar) on 
the spot This tho\ proceeded to enlarge An inscription, on the 
north wall of the existing Cithedral, states tlmt the first mass, after 
the arriv al of the Portuguese m India, was celebrated on the tomb of 
the Saint b\ the Read An onio liill on Corpus Christi Da) 1521 
On tho opposite wall to north, a second mural t iblot gives tho names 
of the Bishops of San Tlioim , beginning with Fr Scbastiano do Svn 
Pedro 1606-11 

-The paved floor is clo«el) covered with old gravestones dating 
from the lGtb ccnturv Near the centre of the navo steps lead down 
to a small narrow tomb, wherein the bodv of the Apostlo is behoved 
to have reposed for the first four centuries of our era Hero a verger 
provides a long wooden ladle, In mevns of which it is possible to 
setapu up sand from the sepulchre, which vv is reopened on April 29th, 
1729 Ttio sand is credited with healing virtue Near b),on tho 
north wall of the Cathedral, a brass tablet is inscribed — 1 Hto

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older and smallor ono demolished m 1894 Tho earlior ediflco did 
not mclndo the Saint's tomb which Stood under a little dome After 
tho French occupied 8an Thome, m 1672, General do la Hayc pro 
ceedod in state to tho Cathedral, whore a mass was celebrated The 
French found that the Muhammadans had taken scrupulous care of 
all the Portuguese Churohos, evon going so far as to hoop the holy 
vessels cleaned Old writers speak much of tho veneration shown to 
the relics of the Apostle Theso can he seen on application to tho 
pnost in ohnrgo, nnd include a fragment of tho spear which is boliev 
ed to havo killed Saint Thomas 

An interesting momonto of Portuguese rule survives in a sundial 
set up in tho south east corner of the Cathedral compound To 
north oast is a picturesque grotto of Our Lady of Lourdos Above the 
entrance appear tho royal arms of Portugal surmounted by a crown 
They are engravod on a stone slab originally let into tho outer wall of 
tho old Gathodral ovor the southern door 

Tho Priory is at the eastern end of the compound, in a lino with 
tho Bishop's Palace, a ploasanfr-groy building facmg the soa Tradi- 
tion assorts that tho Apostle's house stood opposite tho Cathedral to 
west, where the Orphanage now is This building was tho residence 
of former CaptainB of San Thomd, hence tho royal arms on the outer 
wall Interest also attaches to another house in the High Road, 
namely tho Seminary Hero St Francis Xavier is believed to 
have lodged in tho small upstairs room at present ocoupiod by the 
Vicar Genoral, Mgr A M Toixiera Saint Francis arnvod at San 
Thomi's m April 1644 and remained for a period of four months 
Tho yellow Church of St Rita stands near the Bouthorn ond of the 
town Its eastern wall displays a tablet inscribed in Armenian 
characters, “ In memory of the Armenian nation, 1729,” the yoar 
m whioh the tomb of St Thomas was reopened During tho early 
ages it owed its proservati u> to tho Armenians, from whom the Portu 
gueso learnt the tradition 


ADYAR 

After leaving San Thom6 the road runs southward to Adyar On 
the left lies the rifle range of the Madras Guards, IDF To right, 
partially soreened by trees, is the old white Portuguese Churoh of 
8t Lazarus. Beyond again, and hidden from sight, is the equally 
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venerable Church of Mae de Deus This the Jesuits were required to 
relinquish in 1775, when a Papal Bull, abolishing their order, reached 
the Portuguese Bishop of Mylapore As the territory had previously 
been ceded by the Nawab of the Carnatic to the English Company, 
Eatber Lewis Costas appealed against the eviction to Governor 
Wynch of Madras The big building overlooking the water on the 
right belongs to the Maharaja of Jeypore Keeping to the left the 
main road soon reaches the Adyar, a tidal nver spanned by a bridge 
about 520 yards long, completed m 1812 and named after Lord 
Elpbinstone, at that time Governor of Madras The large red build- 
ing on the southern bank, is the Headquarters of the Theosophical 
8ociety, who own the adjoining property of two hundred and sixty- 
three acres The grounds extend for nearly a mile along the river, 
and include a pleasant stretch of seashore The picturesque white 
edifice, on the opposite bank, is Brodie Castle, a private residence 
named after James Brodie, who received a grant of the site in 1796 
He was m the Companv s employ as a Civil servant In 1800 he 
was Garrison Storekeeper and was warned that either he must 
relinquish private trading, or resign Two years afterwards he was 
drowned in the Adyar while boating 

The Theosophical Society dates from November, 1875 It was 
founded in the United States by an attorney known as Colonel Olcott, 
from his having fought in the Civil war of 1862-65 His object was 
to promote theological research and the investigation of psychic 
phenomena AU creeds were welcome to participate, m token of 
which the walls of the Convention Hall at Adyar bear representations 
of Sakya Mum, the historical Buddha, the Christ, Zoroaster and 
Krishna Apparently Colonel Olcott’s idea was very similar to 
that inspiring the Moghul Emperor Akbar (1566-1605), who institut- 
ed the celebrated Friday evening debates in the Ibadat Khana, or 
Hull of Worship at Fatehpur Sikn, near Agra History records how 
the Great Moghul sat enthroned in the centre Around him, from 
the encircling gallery, Jesuit missionary, Brahmin priest, Buddhist, 
Jam, Shiah, Sunni, Patsi, Jogi, Fakir and Sadhu propounded their 
beliefs and unbeliefs in heated controversy 

Three years after its inception the Theosophioal Society removed 
its headquarters from Hew York to Bombay In 1882 it established 
them at Adyar where, for £600, Colonel Olcott had purchased a house 
and 27 acres of ground then known as Huddleston Gardens Since 
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that timo the two names mo3t prommentlj assoomtod with Theoso- 
phical propaganda have been those of Madam Blavatsky, a Russian, 
and hire Besant The former interested herself ohiefly m psychio 
phenomena, confining her activities to attaining spiritual rather than 
temporal power 

Entrance to the Society's grounds is by an ordinary iron gato to 
left of the rond Soon the visitor passes under a soulptured tnlithon, 
the stone posts of which are the spoils of a Hindu temple at Chandra 
gin, the capital of the last Vipanagar kings Beyond is the Vnsanta 
Press To north is the library, a large red building, its outer wall 
decorated with raised elephant heads m white relief Inside is the 
Convention Hall, containing a fine statue depicting Madam Blavat- 
skj seated, with Colonel Olcott standing besido her Possibly the 
feature of most interest to casual visitors to Adyar is the giant 
banyan tree, one of the Largest in India It grows in Blavatsky 
Gardens It is said that three thousand people have assembled under 
its branches at a sitting Picturesque, too, is the palm grove, where 
a bust of Colonel Oloott is enshrined on the site of lus funeral pyre 
The following is inscribed on tho pediment — 

“Henry Steole Olcott, Colonel USA Army, Prcsidont- 
Founder of the Thoosophical Society On this spot his body was 
given back to tho elements, February 17th, 1907 Mav ho scon 
return ’’ 

Tho memorial is surmounted by a cross about whioh a serpent is 
twined and stands on tho bank of tho river to oast of Hoadquartors 

ELLIOT'S BEACH 

Blue sea, an uneven stretch of yellow sand strown with red brick 
masonry remains, and a sombre background of casuarina trees Such 
is Elliot’s Beach about a mile and a half to south east of Elpbinstono 
Bridge, It is a favourite bathing resort, and likewise a popular placo 
for moonlight piomcs It takes its namo from Air Edward Elliot, a 
Ju 3 tico of Sessions, who built bimsolf a house thoro some timo prior 
to 1837 The crumbling red brick foundations are all that survive of 
it He was a son of the Hon’blo Hugh Elliot, Governor of Madras 
from 1814 to 1820

8th Madras Infantry, and the Drum Major’s staff inscribed with the 
dato 1761 To right is the Bishop’s vestry containing portraits of all 

the Bishops and Archdeacons of Madras

Among the many handsome memorials lining the south wall, 
one of the most striking is a finely executed figure of Faith, by 
Flaxman, holding a book in her left hand and a long Latin cross m 
her right This commemorates John Mousley, the first Archdeacon 
of Madras Near it is another work by the same celebrated sculptor 
This is a life-sised statue of James Stephen Lushington, second son 
of Sir Stophen Rumbold Lushington, Governor of Madras (1827 82), 
and grandson of General Harris, who commanded the army which 
oapturod Seringapatam in 1799 

Low down in the wall is a beautiful mosaic tablet depicting the 
Nativity This is to tho memory of Lady Ayhng, wife of Sir Wm 
Ayhng, Judge of tho High Court, Madras 

The revolving brass lectern, or “ Eagle,” is a memorial to George 
Warlow, M A , ninth Archdeacon, obit January 25th, 1884 To south 
of the ohancol stops is a marble bust of Bishop Goll, whose episcopate 
extended from 1861 to 1899 He bequeathed to th^ Diocese a valu- 
able library of more than two thousand volumes, which are kept in 
tho Archdeacon’s office, a square grey building at the south-east 
corner of tho compound, characterised by green shutters and a parapet 
onciroled roof On the north side of the sanotnary a brass tablet 
commemorates the wife of Lieut -Colonel H St 0 Carruthers, IMS 
The latter donated a solid gold paten and ohshco to tho Cathedral 
On the ohalice is an inscription — 1 To the glory of God and in 
memory of Minnie Alice Carruthers 1863 — 1904” It is further 
decorated with a cross and wreath of diamonds, once part of the jewel- 
lery of the deceased 

A splendid statue by Weeks occupies the east end of tho north 
aisle, and portrays Bishop Corrie, founder of the Georgetown 
Grammar school, said to be the oldest purely educational establish- 
ment in the city Nearby is a memorial to Norman Pogson, the 
distinguished astronomer and discoverer of twonty new variable stars, 
and ten minor planets Attention is at once attracted bv Obantrev's 
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monument to Hobcr, second Bishop ot Calcutta, author oi many 
famous hymns, who died suddenly at Trichmopoly m 1826 Other 
important tablots nro to Amelia Boilcau, onlv child ot Sir Fredonok 
Adam, who commanded Adam's Brigado at Waterloo and was Gover- 
nor of Madras from 1832 until 1837, to William Parry, obit 1824, 
founder of Parry and Compmv, and to Captain Samuel Best, FR9, 
to whom the Madras Presidency owes its comprehensive scheme of 
roads 

A UNIQUE BAILING 

Tho graveyard lies to north east Part of tho onoirchng railing 
is umquo of its hind, namclv that bounding the old cemetery from 
the northern to the eastern gato It is composed of musket barrels, 
bavonots, pikes and halberd heads The lower lmo of railing con 
sists of baionots thrust into the barrels of borso pistols Various 
theories o\ist concerning tho origin of thoso woapons, which inoludo 
eleven hundred mushots and an equal number of pikos and halbords, 
a thousand and fifty pistols and ns mnn\ bayonets Ono suggestion 
is that they belonged to tho Madras Fusiliers, tho sergeants of which 
regimont earned hnlbords on parado until 1857 Gonernl belief 
inclines to nccopt the statement that they woro taken at the enpturo 
of Sermgapatam in 1799 This view is strengthened by tho name of 
V Dubois which is engraved upon them it being a woll known fact 
that Tipu Sultan’s Arsenal was m charge of Frenchmen When tho 
Comcto-y was extended in lb90, tho now railing was carofully 
modollcd in conformity with tho old nevertheless it requires only a 
vory cursory examination to dotcct the difieronco 

The mam ontrnneo is a yellow gate house still known as tho 
old bell tower It consists of two square buildings umtod at the 
top by a white washed pavilion of octagonal shape surmounted by a 
dome Immediately insido, to loft, stands tho lofty tomb of Lieut - 
Colonol John Noble, obit July 17th, 1827, founder of tho Corps of 
Horse Artillery on tho Madras Establishment Tho corners are 
markod by four six pounder guns from his old Corps in lieu of pillars 
His portrait was removed fcom tho Artillery Mess at St Thomas’ 
Mount to the upper smoking room of the R A Mess, Woolwich, but 
a marble statue of him, by Chantroy, is still in tho garrison church 
of St Thomas 

A mitro and pastoral staff distinguish the rosttng plaoe of Bishop 
Dealtry to whoso energy the Cathedral owes its peal of bells 
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Pathetically enough the first to be buried in the graveyard was 
Elizabeth de Haviland, n£e de Snnmarez, wife of the Arohiteet of the 
Cathedral 8he died on March 14th, 1818 As her epitaph states — 
“ She stands first in the awful booh and gives a date to the register ” 
Her monument is of black Pallavaram granite, sometimes styled 
Ohamockite from the fact that this stone was used for the construction 
of the Job Oharnock memorial m Calcutta Nearby sleeps Sir 
H Levinge, PCS, who, by building Pamber Honse, at Kodaikanal, 
is regarded as having founded that hill station Bishop Corn r and 
his wife sleep side by side under two big box-like cenotaphs of 
identical design 

AGRI -HORTICULTURAL GARDENS 

A side road divides the Cathedral from the Gardens planted by the 
Madras Agri Horticultural Society m 1895 They cover about 22 
aores and are romantically laid out with flower beds, tanks guy with 
lotus, glass houses, lawns and groves of trees The botanical collec- 
tion is vaned and representative Oh entering, the eyo is caught by 
a small stone pavilion supported by pillars Instinctively one looks 
for a statue, preferably Diana m view of the surroundings It is 
disillusioning to loarn from Ramalmgam, the Hoad gardener, that 
the classical bower is an abandoned reservoir Its roof supported a 
tank whence pipes supplied water for the fouutains in the central 
pond Special interest attaches to the great sausage tree near tbo 
Superintendent's office Known scientifically as the Kigeha pinna ta, 
or Madagascar Bignomacea, it was the first of its kind to be intro 
duced into India rather more than half a century ago Since then 
its seedlings have been widely distributed It instantly attracts 
attention by reason of its huge cucumber, or sausage shaped pods, 
and its clustering orchid-like flowers of a deep shade of red whioh 
hang straight down from the branches for several feet, on slender 
stems, hence its Tamil name of globe marrum Nearby is a tall 
palm, the Coryyha umbraculifera, or Thah Pansy From remote 
antiquity its leaves have been used for the writing of Mantras and 
Pnranas Plying foxes are partial to its fruit Close to it is yet 
another sacred tree, the Couronpita gutanensts, known in Tamil as 
Nagalingapu (snake lingsm flower) Its blossoms are pink and open 
at night During the day the petals fall off The froit is vivid green, 
hard and round, hence its common appellation of cannon ball tree 
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The curious blossom curves forward aftor the manner of the expanded 
hood of a cobra, forming a canopj over a pistol shaped like Siva's 
emblem, the lingam The flow ers are offered at puya The Sarnga 
Indtca le a large tree associated with the Rama) ana Undor it Sita 
sat in the Asoka grove, when carried captive to Coy Ion by Ravana 
Then there is the Ficus Krishna immortalised in the Mabnbhnrnta 
When the god sported with the milkmaids at Mathura they filled its 
pitchcr-liko leaves with butter for him to cat 

The grounds arc free to all On week days they are opon from 
7 until Him and again between 2 and Gpm On Sunday the hours 
are tho same except that the gates closo at 5 30 p m The Nursery 
Garden ir on tho opposite side of Cathcdnil Road, a little to the east 
Here seeds, growing plants and flowers may be bought The Society 
chargo a small membership fee. An annual show is held in Fobruary 

THE MUSEUM 

This it. ono of tho handsomest and most interesting buildings oi 
its kind in India Madras may woll bo proud of it The extensive 
grounds, in which it stands once formed part of an estato of 43 acres 
granted to the well known contractor, and civil servant, Mr Hall 
Plumei, in 1778 Ho built tho Assembly Rooms, styled tho 
Pantheon, wherein society of those days disported themselves accord 
ing to the fishion of the time In 1789 he sold tho place to a com- 
mittee formed for the express purpose of promoting and organising the 
amusements of tho settlement A Master of Cerovnonies was appoin- 
ted, who directed many a brilliant ball, banquet and dramatic enter 
tainment under its convivial roof Mr Moorat an Armenian pur- 
chased the property in 1821 Nine years later he disposed of it to 
Government From then on it was styled the Collector’s Cutchery 
until 1851, when it was converted into a museum, and was presented 
with a geological collection by tho Madras Literary Society Smco 
then tho old Pantheon has been extended and improved out of all 
recognition It maintains its ancient tradition as a place of drama- 
tic entertainment, by a theatre 

The contents of the Museum are admirably arranged It is 
olaimed that the collection of old brass gods is the finest in existence 
Much of it was treasure trove AVhon tho Muhammadan led armies 
of Golcondah, the Moghuls, Haider All, and Tipu Saltan, swept m 
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devastating hordes over tho land r Handus naturally hastened to bury 
their Lares and Penates togother with the portable contents of their 
temples These remained hidden in tho earth and were, in many 
oases, forgotten, until tho plough brought them to sight The armour 
is particularly interesting and representative Some of it was con- 
tributed -by the Aisenal m tho Fort Archmologists will find much 
to study and admire, particularly some unique remains from the 
famous Buddhist ruins of Amaravati, which date back to the second 
century of our era Among the relics is one of tho utmost import 
ance, as it is believed to bo a bone of tho Buddha himself 

CONNEMARA LIBRARY 

Named after that genial Govornor of Madras, Lord Connemara 
(1886 1890), tho Library adjoins the Musoum and contains a large 
selection of works of reference Visitors to tho Reading Room should 
noto tho splondid marble statue of Lord Cornwallis, erectod by public 
subscription m 1800, when it stood in the old Fort Square and sub36 
quently in a stono pavilion in front of tho Secretariat, whence it was 
removed to its present position 

VICTORIA TECHNICAL INSTITUTE 

To those who imagino that tho anotont Dravidian arts and in- 
dustries of Southern India belong rather to the past than the present, 
a visit to the Victoria Technical Institute, in the grounds of the 
museum, will bo nothing short of a revelation Here, in a noble hall, 
with marble floor, and walls and coiling decorated with chunara — the 
shall plaster for which tho Madras Presidency is famed — they will find 
objects of a beauty and excellence entitling them to a placo of honour 
in a museum The Institute has tho additional charm for the 
visitor, that he can possess himself of any of the eshibits at an 
extremely moderate price 

Particular interest attaches to those historical muslins and print- 
ed calicoes which, in turn, drew Portuguese, Dutch, British, Danish, 
and French to establish settlements on the Coromandel Coast The 
colounng and designs are sumptuous Ourtains, table cloths, palam- 
pores and bedspreads introduce elaborate scenes from the great Indian 
epics, as well as conventional patterns handed down with traditional 
fidelity from remote antiquity Saidapet produces a variety of its 
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own, being a quarter long nssooiated with the industry The cotton 
is first treated with a preparation of buffalo milk, after which the 
design is stamped on with a wooden block and coloured with a pen, or 
else with melted wax 

Silk weaving is represented by gorgeous sans and scarves, 
many of which ate interwoven with gold after the manner of 
the celebrated kincobs of Ahtnedabad Very fine Madras embroi- 
deries, the speciality of Muhammadan men workers take the form of 
table cloths, dresses, d’oyleys handkerchief, etc The gold and silver 
do not tarnish when washed Jewellery, brass, copper, ivory and 
wooden figures boxes and trays, rugs, carpets, and mats, lacquer 
work, real lace, cane tables and chairs, and splendidly carved furni- 
ture all testify to the fact that, far from being extinct, the indigenous 
arts and crafts of tho Presidency oan achieve as excellent effects to day 
as at any time during their long and glorious history 

The Technical Institute is modern It was established in order 
to bring the local specialist into direct touch with the general public, 
to the greater benefit of both On January 26th 1906, tho foundation 
stone was laid by the King-Emperor George V at that time Prince of 
Wales Public subscriptions partially defrayed the oost of the build- 
ing, the Hall being a memorial to the Queen Empress Victoria Mr 
Henry Irwin, C I E , drew the design skilfully adapting the Moghul 
style of Northern India to modern requirements The pink Tada 
sandstone, m which it is carried out, is a happy substitute for the 
red sandstone of Fatehpnr Sikci, wherewith the Great Moghuls 
constructed their palaces

DnVe out to the Little Mount Visit the Apostle’s Cave, the 
cross in the rock, and the miraculous spring Proceed through 
Gmndy to 8t Thomas Mount 

MOUNT BO AD 

Romantically situated on the further bank of the Adyar the 
Little Mount is one of the three famous places m Madras associated 
with the Apostle Thomas It is reached by Mount Road the cele- 
brated thoroughfare completed in 1796, which connects Fort St 



George with the military cantonment of St Thomas* Mount, 8 miles 
to south wost The entire route is of interest Starting from 
Wallajah Bridge, m thenorth.it traverses' the' Island To left lie 
the golf course, polo ground and Gymkhana Club Farther on is 
Government House Close by is the spot on which Liwrenco’s force 
attempted to m ike a stand on December 11th, 1759, and prevent the 
French pissing up Mount Road and so intOrBlack Town They wore 
driven from the position on the following day, and compelled to with- 
draw into the Fort, whereupon Count Laity encamped his army in 
Government House Gardau, and the plain by Turing’s house nearby 

For a while the road is lined with important shops, hotels and 
other imposing edifices Gradually the3e dwindle in size and morge 
into a baza ir Then comes more open ground, and those spacious 
compounds for which the city is ronowned A big house to left is 
the residence of the Rajah of Bobbili Soon the highway traverses 
the district known as a "‘Thousand Lights” Here curiosity is 
aroused by the name, and also by the large and sombre red mansion 
at the corner of Peter’s Road Popular tradition ascribes it to 
Umdat-al-lfmrah, the ninth Nawab of the Carnatic (1795 1801), who 
owned extensive property m the neighbourhood On the opposite side 
of the way is a white Muhammadan mosque. Then follow St George’s 
Cathedral on the left, and the Agri-Horticnlturol Gardens These 
aro shortly succeeded by another bazaar Trees lino the wvy, mostly 
banyans The Long Tank lies on the right behind a mud embank- 
ment fringed with pilms Besido its waters Lord Cornwallis in- 
spected the Bengal Detachment ou January 28th, 1791, and conferred 
with General Medows pnor to marching upon Bangalore and 
Seringapatam A start was made on February 9th The army 
consisted of 18,000 combatants and ten times as mans follower. 

To left tho Militarv Grass Farm stretches southward to meet 
the Veterinary Hospital, Saidapet On the opposite side is a 
curious stono monument topped by a granite knob, and further 
characterised by yellow comer pilasters and a red bise Its outer 
face bears the following inscription — 

"This bridge orected as public benefit from a legacy bestowed 
by Mr Adrian Fourbeck a merchant of Madras is a memorial, 
useful as lasting, of the good citizen’s munificent hbonlit} It was 
erected by his executors T Polling I Do Fries and P Bodkin from 
tho plan and under the direction of Lt -Colonel Patrick Ross Chief 
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Engineer, m the year o! Oar Lord, 1786 ” The inscription ib 
repeated on the other three sides in Latin, Telugu and Urdu 

Fourhech’s bridge spans a drainage channel crossing Mount Road 
from the Long Tank Behind* the monument lie Lushmgton Gardens, 
now the residence of the Collector of Ohmgleput In a map of 1887 
the site is named General Campbell's, or Botanical Gardens Earlier 
still it was known as the Honourable Company's Nopalrv, from 
experiments earned out there by the Physician General and famous 
naturalist, Doctor James Anderson, m connection with the cochineal 
industry The insects were fed upon the nopal shrub specially 
imported from Mexico for the purpose 

The majority of garden houses bordering Mount Road date from 
the 18th century They were erected by the Company’s servants, 
who were anxious to escape inland from the congested area of White 
Town, and the hot glare of the sun and the sea, and so eagerly 
songht to obtain grants of land in the Chonltrv Plain as it was then 
termed This embraced the villages of Numgumbauknm Teynampetta 
and Reyapetta, and extended from the Tnplicane-San Thomd Road on 
the east to the Long Tank in the west A good idea of the extent of 
the Company s territory in the 18th centnry is conveyed in a proposi- 
tion, put forward in 1776, to define the limits of Madras by surround- 
ing it v, ith a bound hodge composed of palmeiras bamboo, calderas, 
milk bash, prickly thorn, etc , from "the redoubt at San Thom6 along 
the borders of the San Thome River ” i e now the Adjar “to Mor=e’s 
Chonltry, through the Long Tank, round the village of Chetpnt the 
Octagon and Vepery, and from thence to be continued to the sea at 
about a mile distant from the northern wall of Black Town ” This 
suggestion was referred to Colonel Ros9, the Chief Engineer who ap- 
proved it Orders were issued for the hedge to be marked on: A* - 
the same time, the Committee of Revenue were instructed to ascertain 
the nature of the soil the value of it and the owners thereof- 
Apparently the plan never materialised It was agam nnt for—ard 
by Mr Stephen Popham eleven years later 

MABHALONG bbidgk 

To left rise the gleaming white hnildmrs rf Tea-hers' Gr~- 

lege, Saidapet Almost itnmediately the ysBow cl 

Bridge flash into sight Each is marked with s caused wkdir is-s 
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and surmounted by a ribbed, molon shaped ornament It takes its 
name from the neighbouring village of Mambalam, and was built m 
1726, by Petru3 Uscan, an Armenian merchant from Manila , hence 
the inscription at its northern end — “Hone pontera edifican jussit 
pro bono publico Caja Petrus Uscan, natione Armem anno salntiB 
MDCOXXVI ” Ho died on January 16th, 1751, aged 70, aDd was 
buried in his own chapel at Vapory, the Rite of which is now occupied 
by St Mathias’ Church, whero his tomb may be seen in tho grave- 
yard noar the main entrance to the sanctuary Ho left a fund for 
the maintenance of his bridge 

Bolow, on the northern bank of the Adyar, the ground is gay 
with a bright and varied display of clothing sproad ont to dry in the 
hot sunshins Tho scene presented by the dhobi ghat is typically 
Indian. Washermen bend over tho river, beating wearing apparel, 
and houshold linen upon the boulders, with a splendid disregard of 
consequences 


THE LITTLE MOUNT 

To south of tho bridge a side road, on tho left, runs through the 
Village of Marmalong, situated on the river bank just below the Littlo 
Mount, where tho Apostle sought refuge in a cave when driven from 
Mylaporo Tho hillock is a picturesque mass of grey rock softened 
by the green of trees, above which rise gleaming white buildings 
and red tiled roofs The scarped sides are partially girdled by a 
buttressed wall Steps lead up tbe northern face At their foot is a 
atone cross engraved with Armenian < characters It is said to 
commemorate tho son of a wealthy Armenian merchant who, in 
1612, built tho northern extension of the Church, easily distinguished 
from tho older portion, which has a bomb proof roof, and is 
altogether more substantial 

A good description of the place is given by a Jesuit father named 
Desiden, who, in 1726, was sent to Rome with despatches from tho 
Bishop of Mylapore There Father Desideri wrote a report of his 
eastern travels from which the fellowing is an extract — “ The 
Little Mount, when m its natural condition, was nothing but a most 
rugged and inaccessible pinnacle of rock About the year 1551 it was 
first made easier of approach, and levelled, jn places for the con- 
venience of pilgrims, according to a record made for tho benefit of 
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posterity on a stotio standing nt tho stair towards the north of the 
hill Hero was built tho Church of tho Holy Virgin, given to the 
Portuguese Fathers of tho Sooioty of Jesus, who af forwards- erected a 
sort of hermit igo on tho peak of the rook, and tho Church of tho 
Resurrection, whore ousts tho stone cross cut in low relief ” 

Tho first flight of stops leads to an artificially levelled platform 
paved with gravestones Hero stands the Church of Our Lady of 
Health Entering by tho north door tho c> o is caught by a roughly 
carved granite slab let into tho smooth white wall to left Cut on it 
is a figure of St Thomas, staff m hand, and the dato 1612 Beyond 
lies tho older bomb proof portion of the sanctuary, terminating in a 
long flight of steps ascending to the altar On tho left is a mural 
tablet inscribed — “The cavo, where lay hid, persecuted just bofore 
being martyred by Raja Mahadevan, King of Mjlipuram, A D 68, 
Thomns ono of tho twelve, the groat apostle of India, the very one 
who put his fingers into the vvounds of his Lord and God ” Here 
the verger brings candlo nud matches Bending double he precedes 
the visiter downstairs into the celebrated cave On tho wall, to left 
of the low doorvvnv a cross is cut in the rook Tho ground is uneven 
and the atmosphero close, and charged with the stifling odour of 
bats A beautiful little marble altar occupies tbo cast end To south 
a narrow crevice in tho rock is tho aperture through which St 
Thomas is believed to have escaped when wounded at his devotions 
by a lance thrust 

Writing in 1616, do Rezende states — ‘ On the Little Mount, 
whore he lived, is a house of .prayer, with a holo m tho rock through 
which tho Saint escaped when his life was attempted All around 
are carved crosses on the rocks These are places deeply venerated 
even by tho heathen who bring hither oil and rice of the first fruits 
Tho sovereign of the land is a heathen known as the King of 
Vijianagar ” 

Leaving tho Church by the west door a short walk lends to more 
steps These ascend to another levelled platform, where the Tesuits 
erected their small church of the Resurrection above a cross cut m 
the rock near the ground to the east This is believed to have been 
the altar before which the Apostle celebrated mass Above it is a 
second cross of stone coated with whitewash The first is said to 
have sweated copiously, and been veiled with clouds whenever mis- 
fortune threatened the Portuguese mtioD Close by is a small whi J 
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domod building This shelters the miraculous spring Tradition 
asserts thnt in the time of tho Apostle there was no \d)ar river, 
consequently tho multitudes, who flooked to hear him preach, 
suSered greatly for want of water Movod by thoir distress, St 
Thomas foil on his knoes and prayed, then struok the rock with his 
stafi “Immediately there gushed forth a spring of clear water, 
possessing the power of healing diseases when drunk with faith m 
the intercession of the Saint Up to the presont timo tho Hindus 
oontinuo to visit tho place and drink this water Christians, laymen 
as woll as pnosts, ore persuaded, and testify that the water still per- 
forms tho most marvellous cures ” Father Desidon, 8 J , 1726 

Higher still is the hormitage built by the Jesuits, now occupied by 
the parish pnost, the Rev A S Nunes The roof commands an 
extensive panorama Immediately below, to north-west, the rooks 
ore dominated by a small white domed building This marks the 
spot where St Thomas stood when preaching Bovond lies Marina 
long, its white houses embowered in trees, and its name a corruption 
of the Tamil Ma ambalam, or place of mangoes Tho population 
once inoludod a numbor of weavers It is on record that the wealthy 
Armoman, Shamier Sultan, received a grant of land there in 1767 
Most of his printed oalicoes wore manufactured in tho village On 
September 18th, 1781, General Sir Hector Monro s nrmj encamped 
at Marmaloig, on their rotum from the disastrous campaign against 
Haider All which resulted in tho capture of Colonol Baillie, add tho 
annihilation of his detachment, on the ill fated field of Porambore 

Tosonth-west tho large red building nearby is tho old gaol, now the 
kj Sub Registrar’s Office Further still are the Engineering College Works 
Most imposing of all is Government Honse, a great white edifice 
standing in an extensive park This was tho hot-weather residence of ( 
the Governors of Madras prior to the animal April exodus to 
Ootaoamund, whioh came into vogue about half a contury ago The 
suggestion omanated from Sir William Dennison (Governor 1861-66) 

It found favour with his successors m office , hence a Government 
House was ostablishod in the Nilgiris in 1879 

For a long time tho Little Mount formed part of extensive 
church lands As late as 1808 an official record defines these as extend- 
ing from Sydah Pettah Road on tho north, to Vonkatapooram Road 
on the south, and from Vengadapoorom Garden on the east to the 
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brtdge on the west *' containing in tho whole ” The placo is men 
tinned in thu writings of nil earl) European travellers, sovcral of 
whom describe miraculous phenotnonn vvitnossod in connection with 
the rock cut cross Ison hoi) Rites nro not the draw vvhioh the) used 
to be The Monte lYguono of Mnnucci « " Storm do Mogor ” is npt 
to be somevvh it deserted 

ST THOMAS MOUNT 

From the southern end of Marmalong Bndgo tho road to St 
Thom as Mount turns sharplv to right It passes a terra cotta coloured 
pavilion containing a st itue of the King Lmporor George V To left 
lies an old pardon house now consorted into Oakes’ Cigar and Ciga- 
rette b acton A little further on stretch tho combined golf and 
race course, uhcic a p ithetic memento stands near an old masonry 
pillar on the eastern boundan It consists of an upright slab of 
nmooth prov mirblc inscribed — I reeled to the memorj of 
Excelsior, b\ his trainer who loacd him Ho won seven races and 
was 1 died on the course on October 12lh 1897, when going strong 
and well, and likclv to win his eighth ” On the far side of tho 
ground, to west is another monument a curious white obelisk that 
taper-, from a massive base to a point lourgre) walls encircle it 
and it bears the lines — Erected to tho memorj of Major Donald 
Mackaj, who died September d7th 1783, nnd was buried underneath, 
in front of tho lines of the Army ' 

Soon afterwards the road reaches an open plain This is the 
pandc ground Near the northern cornor is a domed pavilion of 
graceful pillars nnd a white funeral urn About it 'uns n circular 
grev wall The monument commemorates Colonel Samuel Dalr)m 
pic, It A , one of three gillnnt brothers, all of whom took partin 
tho storming of Soringnpatam in 1799 A f imily tradition claims that 
Kirbv, the eldestof tho trio, cut down Tipu Sultan at tho Water Gato 
of his captal, where the bod) of that redoubtable leader was sub- 
Eequcntl) identified among a heap of slnin In proof of the assertion 
a sword is preserved, which lurb) is said to bavo taken from Tipu 
Sultan The brothers were natives of Haddingtonshire, where their 
adventures inspired tho local toast — Hero's to Kirb), Hew and 
Sam and may the) take Scnngapalam I” 

St Thomas Mount earl) became a popular resort with English 
settlers at Fort St George Near tho north eastern baso of tho hill

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they built some dozen garden houses These woro destroyed by tho 
French in 1758 9 In one of them Mnnucci resided and ontertnmed 
Daud Khun, the second Nawab of tho Camatic Hero Major Caillaud 
and Captain Achilles Preston inflicted a dofeat upon tho Frenoh, on 
Fobruary 9 th, 1769 


THE ASCENT 

A neat little village lies at tho northern foot of the Groat Mount 
Midway, along the narrow street, a side track strikes loft to a high grey 
and white gate of four simulated arches, and a squaro central door 
surmounted by a cross, and the date 1517 Within is a bnok pa\o 
xnent, and sevornl flat graves tones bearing old Portuguese inscriptions 
Steps, flanked by low grey walls lined with seats, load upwards 
Potrus Uscan, tho Armenian merchant who built Marmalong Bridge, 
likewise donated this stairway Small grey shrines appear at inter 
vals, characterised by recesses for lights Tho lowest, on tho loft, is 
said to mark tho spot whoro the famous painting of tho Madonna nnd 
•child, attributed to St Luke, was found Tho picture is on wood 
and is now m the Church abovo Many miracles are attributed to it 

Goats and sheep browso on the hill side amid a wilderness of 
rock and cactus To right, near the summit, is a species of hastily 
constructed fort The walls arc about 3 feet high, and consist of 
roughly hewn stone so arranged as to leaio gaps forgun emplacements 
It commands tho road to Poonaroallcc 

Tho top of tho hill is a level platform paved with red brick 
Abovo it rises tho Church of Our Lady of thclmmoculato Conception 
Armorial bearings appear ov or tho door Within, on tho right, is a 
small Bide altar Horo may bo soon tho painting of tho Mothor and 
Child Pious belief assorts it to bo one of so\ on portraits executed 
by tho hand of tho Apostle Luke St Thomas, it is claimed, brought 
it with him to India A Russian connoissour, an authority upon tho 
origin and mnnufaoturo of ikons, identifies tho picturo ns 11th con 
tury Cretan A mysterious stono of a ounous blnok colour is lot 
into tho wall above This is tho world-famous bleeding cross dis 
covered by the Portuguese deeply ombeddod m the ground Tboy 
wore told it was engraved on tho faco of tho rock, and that St Thomas 
was kneoling in front of it praying, when a Brahmin dealt him a 
death thrust with a spear Rusty fragments of a blood stained woapou 
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of the kind were found near by Nevertheless, Marco Polo (A D 
1264-1824) quotes a current belief that the Apostle -was accidentally 
killed on the Mount, by the arrow of a fowler 

A great sonsation was caused at Goa in 1607, when travellers 
from the Coromandel-Coast brought word that the Apostle Thomas 
had suSered martyrdom on a hill noar the ancient Hindu city of 
Hylapore Don Prancisce di Almeida was Viceroy at the time He 
promptly despatched font messengers to investigate and verify the 
rumour Two died on the journey The report brought back by the 
survivors was forwarded to the King of Portugal On Corpus Christi 
Day, 1621, a party of Portuguese set out from Puhcat, about 24 miles 
north of Madras, to visit the Mount of the Apostle They found a 
very old Church with naves and aisles Timber pillars supported the 
roof The saonsty was covered by a dome and dwarf spire Peacocks 
and crosses formed the decoration A small chapel nearby was said 
to be the mausoleum of a Hindu prince, whom the Apostle had conver- 
ted They started excavating, and found the reputed remains of a 
Raja styled Tam Mudalyar, and a stone whereon was engraved — 
" I give one tenth of income from trade both by sea and land to this 
holy shrine, so long as sun and moon endure I enjoin my descend- 
ants to maintain it on pain of malediction ” Repairs were effected, 
and a monastery and other buildings established Correa describes 
how, m 1540, Manuel de Gama was despatched to San Thom6 to 
bring away the Portuguese, and dismantle the town and the Church 
of the Apostle Seven years later further excavations on the Mount 
led to the discovery of a stone cross bearing an unintelligible inscrip- 
tion, spotted with what appeared to be blood stains On the strength 
of this the Portuguese erected the Church to Our Lady on the site of 
the find, and sunk the carved stone into the wall above a small side 
altar, where it is now an object of universal interest Faria Sousa 
gives the following account of it — “ The chapel being repaired and 
beautified m the year 1561, the stone was solemnly set upon it At 
the time the pnest pronounced those words of the gospel ‘ Missus est 
Angelus Gabriel,’ it began to change colour und became black and 
shining, then, sweating, turned to its own colour plainly discovering 
the spots of blood which, before, were obscure ” 

The late celebrated epigraphist, Doctor Burnell, attributed the 
sculpture to the 8th century A D He identified the inscription as 
Pehlvi and translated it — “ In punishment by the cross the suffering 
of this, the tree Ohnst, and God above, snd Guide for ever pure " 
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Correa tells how a beacon fire was lighted nightly on the Mount, 
for the benofit of mariners, who no sooner sighted it than they struok 
their sails and made obeisance 

Dr Fryer wrote of the neighbourhood m the latter half of tho 18th 
century — “St Thomas, his Mount, is famous for his sepulture and 
for a tree called Arbor Tristis” (the Arabian Jasmine) “ whioh with- 
ers in the day and blossoms at night About this Mount live a caste 
of people, whose legs are as big as those of elephants, a judgment on 
them as tho generation of the assassins of the blessed Apostle St 
Thomas ” ' 

The pulpit is remarkablo for its decorations These introduce 
mormaids gailv painted and lavishly gilt On the wall behind is a 
crudely painted picture of Our Lord, the eves of which soem to follow’' 
the spectator wherever he moves The floor is partially paved with 
gravestones, undor one of which sleeps the donor of tho pulpit 

PANOEAMA 

As the Mount is the onlj elevation for some miles it naturally 
commands an extensive panorama Steps on its western side lead 
down to a small square cemetery enclosed by walls Beyond rises 
a low hill known as Monkey Mount Thereafter the tree dotted plain 
stretches to Poonamallee, now a convalescent station for British 
troops, about 14 miles south west of Madras The town was codod 
to the Company by Muhammad All, eighth Nawab of the Carnatio 
(1749-1795) Prior to that it had playod a role in history ns the 
headquarters of a Naik, or Governor, and boasted a fort of somo 
strength and a mint For the first few jears of its existence the 
English settlement at Madras was subject to Poonamallee As such 
it suffered muoli annoyance from tho exactions of successive Gov 
emors, both Hindu and Muhammadan Two large Hindu Temples 
and a handsome Mosque still bear testimony to the formor greatness 
of tho place A large red bnck hospital occupies the site of the Old 
Fort 

To south east of the plain a brief range of hills rises nbo\o tho 
abandoned cantonment of Pallavaram The highest peak is crowned 
by a white Muhammadan tomb aud Mosque, a favourito place of 
pilgrimago at the Bara Wafat festival, hold on tho anniversary of tho 
Prophet’s death The rango has been freely quarried for tho far fnmep 
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Pallavarnm gneiss, or Clmniocl-ilo, from which the historical build- 
ings in Minin'! arc constructed notablv Pitt’s Pillars erectpd in 1/32, 
nnd the rocout harbour works Below in the cantonment, Colonel 
T M Coombs; Conrmanduiit of the St itinn w is murdered in 1833 by 
a Havildar who mistook him for another ofliccr Previous to that 
Coombs had a narrow escape during the mutiny at Vellore, when he 
owed Ilia preservation to hiding utidi r a wiishtub A couple of miles 
further on ir Chromepet eeh tinted for the large leather factory of 
that n into l rom there the ro id runs on to Clunglcput, whence a 
side trick tin nclies oast to Seu n Pagodas the ancient Pallas a sea 
■port world f uued for Us unique arclin niogical wondirs, in the shape 
of rock cut temple' gillern-s, rithns, and sculptured boulders 

In i siruglit lino to north i ist of the Mount lie the Little Mount, 
where the Apcisth dwdtinaiave mil Mvliporc Cathedral, contain- 
ing his gravi Immediatolv lielow at the font of the hill, ip the 
parade ground ringed round with olhrers house- the grov garrison 
Church of St Thomas md the great white Artillcn Mess, once con 
Ridered the finest in India, md now u-ed In Infmtry Other build 
ings are occupied hv the Ordn nice Barracks nnd a hospital

ZOOLOGICAL G \RDLNS 

Situated in the Peoples Pirkthc Zoologicil C.ardinsmiv lie 
visited for the modest entrance fee of six pie-, otln rwise h llf an anna 
Thcv contain an admirable collection of birds and animals The 
grounds arc tharminglv laid out with ormmcntal water fringed by 
flowering trees, bcneith the green sh ide of which solemn storks pro 
men ide with that majestic gut to which they havo bequeathed tbeir 
name 

Under the old Vijmnagar sovereigns tlio placo was an elephant 
garden These animals were an essential adjunct of roynltv, more 
over they constituted one of the four branches of all ancient Hindu 
armies, vie, Elephants, Chariots, Cavalry, and Infantrv The 
garden was Btill m existence when the English founded Fort St 
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George in tho 17th century Its memory survives in the present 
Elophnnt Qato, and the road loading thereto 

At Christmas an annual fair is usually held an tho People’s Park 
and continues for about ton days 

MOORE MARKET 

It would bo difficult to imagine a moro noisy, or characteristic 
scene than that presented by the largo gonoral market named after 
Lt -Colonel Sir George Moore, K C B , one time President of the 
Madras Municipality Despite much opposition, Colonel Moore suc- 
ceeded in abolishing tho old insanitary bazaar m George Town, and 
substituting tho present imposing red structure designed by Mr 
R E Ellis, Municipal Engmoer Tho cost of erection was estimated 
at throe lakhs of rupeos Quadrangular in shapo the edifice consists 
of outer verandahs and inner galleries erected about a central court 
open to the sky Tho south side is practically devoted to bird fanciers 
and animal dealers Booksellers congregate along the northern 
verandah, whore the wary, and persistent are occasionally rewarded 
by tho discovery of a rare first edition Vegetable stalls, butchers, 
and vendors of every sort and description are well represented in 
other parts of tho market 

EVENING BAZAAR 

Des pito the nocturnal suggestion of its uwnic this crowded 
thoroughfare is liberally patronised at all hours of the day It 
enjoys a reputation throughout India for its beads These range 
from the carved wooden rosaries affected by the religious, to those 
imitation pearls, coral, gilt and coloured beads wherewith, faute de 
mieux, the fair of all ages and climes have ever sought to enhance 
their charms 

Other important marts aro the Parchery Bazaar, in North 
George Town, the Kotwal Bazaar noted for its fruits and vegetables, 
and the Mundy Bazaar, which specialises in rice both “ boiled ” and 
“ raw ” 

Third Day Afternoon 

Visit the ancient Parthasaradhi Temple at Tnphoane, the great 
Mylapore Temple and Tank, and the Luz Church Return via 
Moubray Road 
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PARTHASARADHI TEMPLE, TRIPLIOANE 

The famous Parthasaradhi temple is one of the oldest and most 
revered Hindu strongholds in 8ontbern India Special significance 
attaches to it from the faot that it is the only one dedicated to Vishnu 
under his title of Parthosaradhi, divine chariot driver to Arjuna, chief 
of the five Pandu Pnnces, and hero of the Mahabharata 

During hi3 mn fb human incarnation Vishnu was known as 
Krishna, m which mortal form he contracted a warm friendship with 
Arjuna It was this friendship that led the god to not as ohanot 
driver to tlio prince at the epoch closing battle on the plain of Kuru- 
chet, near Delhi Krishna, on that occasion, uttered the inspired 
lines of the Bhagavat Gita, or Book of Divine Wisdom When hos- 
tilities had ceased Krishna journeyed southwards until he reached the 
spot now covered by his temple Here he took up his abode and 
elected to be worshipped as Parthasaradhi, the Chanot Driver His- 
torians oscribo the war of the Mahabharata to the 15th century B C 
Local tradition attributes far greater antiquity to the shrine, and 
especially to the sacred tank nearby It also olaims that, at tho 
penod when tho temple was founded, the present crowded district of 
Tnplicane was practically uninhabited Instead it was dotted with 
plentiful pools of water gay with floating lilies, hence its correct name 
of Tirualli-kam, or the " Place of Beautiful Lotus Tanks ” These 
have all been gradually filled in and built over with houses A 
notable exception ib the large masonry reservoir of many steps, to 
east of tho shnne It is long and narrow in shape An ornamental 
pavilion of stnped red and white pillars, and a white gopuram as thB 
pyramidal roof is termed, rises island-like from the midst of its 
placid green water Shnnes overlook the west bank, and a towering 
processional car painted brightest crimson, and orowded with the 
carved figures of rearing horses and divinities 

Entrance to the temple is by way of a mantapam, or stone hall, 
covered by a flat roof, its comers marked by winged figures of Garuda, 
the kite god the vehicle of ViBhnu on whioh that powerful divinity 
rides At the east end of the hall a large elephant invariably attracts 
a crowd of spectators The animal is young, and is a particularly 
fine specimen of its kind It was presented to the shnne by Karlekar, 
the well-known circus proprietor Passing through a door, under a 
towering gopuram, a courtyard is reached Beyond agam a long 
narrow gallery intervenes between the nortal. and the sanctum 
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sanctorum When the lights ore lit at sunset it is possible to discern 
tho god, a majestic stone figuro of imposing height, erect and grasp 
mg ft sword Those privileged to draw near describe tho fnco as 
deeply pitted by tho arrows nimed nt Arjuna’s chariot during tho 
great battlo of tho Mahabbnrnta 

Much sanctity accrues to tho temple from the praise lavished upon 
it by tho sacred Vishnuvito poets of old time, notably Pai Auluvar, 
behoved to hn\c flourished 80112 B C, Thirnmnjnsai Auluvar and 
Tbirumangni Auluvar Mention of it occurs frequently in the 
Nnlrtynra Pribbandam or Book of Four Thousnnd Hymns, ninny of 
which nro earlier than the Christian era 

A not work of buddings extend/; behind the sanctuary to nest 
Among them aro shops where sacred figures are sold, and brightly 
coloured and gilt liolv pictures painted after tho stylo of ikons 
Most of tho fac^sof the people, in tho immediate vicinitv, display a 
large white V intersected by a vortical red line, between the brows 
This is tho Vishnu mark and denotes their sect 

Tho tomplo is the scene of seven! brilliant annual celebrations, 
particularly the floating festival m February -March Small effigies, 
of tho god and goddess, composed of the five auspicious metals, are 
earned in stato to a brillianth illuminated barge in which tbev 
mnko the tour of tho lnko sovon times, while musicians play and 
Dasis.or nautch dance girl before them Thogreat car festival is in 
April 

Tho tank is known as Kairavam Tirtham Its waters are held 
to possess the miraculous virtuo of cleansing from sin all those who 
devoutly perform their ablutions therein The Sthaln Purnnn extols 
it ns tho holiest of all holy waters, and avers that a single bath in tho 
sacred Kairavam or Lotus Tank, is more effcctn o than a tbousaud 
m the River Ganges Little wonder that it attracts manv pdgnnis 

On more than ono occasion tho Parthnsurndhi Tomplo has been 
converted to military purposes In March 1G7S tbo French, who 
were then masters of San Thome, garrisoned it strongly in anticipa- 
tion of a fresh Muhammadan attack, tho withdrawal of tbo Golcon- 
dah army being regarded ns a mere temporary measure of tbo kind 
significantly expressed as “ reculcr pourmieux sauter ” Governor 
Langhornc protested unavnilingly In 1G7G tho Sultan of Golcondah 
to whom the territory belonged, had issued a haul leasing Tnplicane 
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Mylapore it lies inland about a mile to west of San Thom£ Cathe- 
dral, whence it is reached by Rosary Church Road Tradition 
ascribes its origin to a miracle Early in the 16th "century some 
Portuguese manners were m danger of being shipwrecked during a 
gale off the coast They had lost their bearings and vowed a Church 
to Our Lady if she would assist them Instantly a guiding light 
flashed out enabling them to steer safely ashore Onoe landed they 
followed the illumination, until it was abruptly extinguished on the 
site whore they subsequently erected the Luz, or Church of tho Light 
The annual festival is held on the first Sunday after the 5th August, 
that day being sacred to Our Blessed Lady of Snows The sailors 
built their sanctuary outside the fortifications of San Thomif, at a 
little distance beyond the city wall, the great west gate of which 
stood m Rosary Church Road That the Luz was held in universal 
veneration is provod by its constant mention in tho writings of early 
travellers 

Time has dealt kindly with the old sanotuarv It lies a little to 
west of the high road behind a faded pink wall, weather stained and 
patterned with moss Four steps lead up to the green wooden gate 
This admits to a quaint and ancient enclosure grass grown and paved 
with a few gravestones, some resplendent with armorial bennngs, and 
others displaying Tamil inscriptions One of the earliest is dated 
1637 To south flaming yellow poppies illuminate a picturesque 
grey stone grotto enshrining Our Lady This was blessed on August 
19th, 1917, and commemorates the fourth centenary of the Churoh 
To west, sharply defined against green palms and blue sky, stands 
the Church of tho Light, the oldest in Madras, as testified to 
by the date A I) 1516 carved above its door The architectural 
style is not without a certain distinction, and is that peculiar 
to Portuguese and Spanish Mission Churches of tho period The 
interior walls are white There are several handsome memorial 
tablets, many of which are dedicated to members of the one time 
influential de Fries family A small upper gallery extends across the 
east end The arched roof is tinted grey and reveals raised white 
comets grouped about a central sun Over the altar the ceiling is 
more extraordinary still, with its cherub and seraphm heads, many 
coloured figures in relievo, grossed arms, stars, planets, vases and 
angels holding aloft what appears to be a large green and white sugar- 
coated cake The high altar is a massive wooden erection painted 
white and heavily overlaid with gold leaf It is surmounted by figures

ROSARt* CHURCH 

Built bv tho Portuguese), in 3035, the Rosary Church stands on 
tho northern side of the ancient thoronghfaro now known by its name 
Onginnllj it was inRido tho city waifs of old San Thomt It is a 
characteristic jellow missionary building of tho poriod The facade 
introduces pilasters, and an arched window above tho entrance 
Largo ornamental urns decorate the roof, tho further end of which is 
domo crowned, beneath a cross The interior is beautifully kept b) 
tho nuns, who maintain a constant supply of fresh flowers The 
high altar is of handsomely carved wood work, ns is tho rcredos 
onshrming tho Madonna 

Manucci recounts a drnmatio episode, in connection with the 
Rosary Church, which occurred in 1704 At that time the cits was 
subject to the Muhammlidana A now Chief Captain had been des 
patched from Goa to command the Portuguese at Ban Thomi His 
nnmo wns Nuno Silvcstro Frade Ho failed to pn\ tho usual 
corcmoninl call upon tho Mussulman Governor, Mir Usman, nor did 
bo ask permission beforo erecting a hundred godowns, and propanng 
a quantitj of gunpowder Tho Muhnnunadnns made no sign of 
rcsontmont Tho\ waited-until October 6th, to retaliate when the) 
interrupted tho procession of the Rosarj Mass scircd tho candles, 
ecoffad loudh , knocked against tho banners and portable shrines, and 
seated themselves on tho altar stops, smoking and laughing Dis 
comfitcd tho Portuguese loft tho Church and retired to their homes 
At this Mir Usman repaired to tho house of tho new Portuguese 
Commnndor Imagining that it wns a visit of coromony Frade came 
out to rccoivo him, wborcupon he was seized and an attempt made to 
drag him oft to prison Joa Rcbello, President of the Rosary, attack 
od tho Muhammadan gunrd, firing and killing tho trooper in charge 
of Frado Robello wns instantly slam A riot ensued under cover of 
which Frado escaped, ultimately finding refuge in tho house of a poor 
widow, who alone would take him m 

THE OBSERVATORY 

Madras Observatory is tbo Greenwich of India Situated in 
College Road, Nungambaukum, it -occupfos an extensivo compound 
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on the right bank of the River Cooum It is a large red building 
picked out with yellow Twin white domes and a wind gauge occupy 
the flat roof At 3 58 F M daily the telegraph wires are cleared, 
and Madras flushes tho correct time all ovor India exactly on the 
stroke of 4 o’clock 

The city owes its Observatory to Michael Topping, Astronomer 
and Surveyor, who advanced the project in 1789 In his report he 
laid stress upon the number of valuable astronomioal instruments 
in the Presideuov, and the urgent need to provide suitable accom- 
modation for them Sanction being obtained from the Company, 
Mr Edward G irrow’s house on tho plain was purchased for Pagodas 
5,000 This was converted into a residence and office for the astro- 
nomer A further sum of Pagodas 2,462 a as expended upon erecting 
the Observatory, which a as pronounced complete in 1792 

Pnor to this astronomical observations had been carried on 
privately bv Mr William Petrie, who entered tho Madras Civil 
Service in 1765, and built his own local observatory 

MADRAS LITERARY SOCIETY 

Near neighbour is the Madras Literarv Society, n branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society The various activities of tho Society include 
a splendid lending library contamntg some-seventy thousand volumes 
Resident members pay a quarterly subscription of Rs 10 Those 
desiring to join for a brief period only can do so at Rs 4 per mensem 

ST MARY'S CEMETERY 

St Marv’s Cemetery dates from 1761 It occupies the north-west 
angle of the Island, where it lies on the south side of Body Guard 
Road near tho Central Railway Station When, in 1758, the French 
made a second attempt to capture Fort St George they found valu- 
able cover in the old English burml ground, crowded with immense 
masonry monuments, which stood on the site now appropriated 
by the Law College After the enemy had withdrawn, it was decided 
that military interests necessitated the demolition of the Black Town 
graveyard and mausolea In i760 the Vestry applied for a new 
burial ground This wasvgranted them Two years later a wall was 

erected rounds the Campo Santo at Gov- *• 

received the name by which it is still knowi 
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Many of tho graves arc of historical interest, notably one bearing 
the modest inscription — “Nicholas Morse'Esg , once Governor of 
Fort St George, aged 72 years ’’ 

Nicholas Morso assumed office as Governor of Madras, on January 
17th, 1744 Two and a half years lator.tho mty»Mitrondered to tho 
French, under dc la Bourdonnais, who undertook to accept a ransom 
This agroomont was repudiated by Duploix Governor Morso was 
earned ofl to Pondicherry, eventually exchanged and sent to England 
Afterwards ho returned to Madras, whore ho lived in retirement until 
his death on May 8th, 1772 He was a direct descendant of Crom- 
well, through tho Protector's daughter, Bndgot Ireton 

Another tomb, dated 18th Juno 1795, marks tho resting place of 
Stephen Popham, Solicitor to the Company, who, in 1782, obtained 
permission to roolaim ft marshy tract between Mutbinlpotta and 
Peddannikpotta, and build houses thereon 8uoh was the origin of 
tho busy and important thoroughfare now known ns Popbam’s 
Broadway, loading out of China Bazaar Road St Patrick’s Catholic 
Cemetery lies to north west of St Mary’s On tho opposito side of the 
way is St. Andrews’ burial ground, belonging to tho Scottish Turk 


BODY GUARD LINES 

Theso adjoin St Mary’s Cemetery, whoncc they extend eastwards 
to Govornmont House Bridge Although tho early Governors of 
-Fort St Georgo appeared in public accompanied by guards and an 
lmprcssno rotinuc, tho Body Guard docs not scorn to havo been 
organised ns a cavalry escort until the outbreak of hostilities with 
Haidor All m 1780 In that year Govomor Whitohill directed the 
Town Major to raise a mounted Indian Force This was known as 
the Governor’s Troop, and consisted of on o Jemadar, two Havildars, 
two Naiks, a farriorand twonty privates, armed and equipped from the 
Company’s stores Horses were provided by various gentlomen of 
Madras ThoNawab of tho Carnatic contributed saddles, holsters and 
bridles The troop was famished with carbines Four troopers invari- 
ably rode beside tho Governor’s carnago On other occasions tho entire 
force acted as escort In January 1781 tho Body Guard saw active 
service, when it participated with-two complete Companies of Sepoys, 
a hundrod Poligars and two light guns, in -clcamig the neighbour- 
hood of straggling parties of Ibo enemy

The pre rut strength of the Hedv (itnnl )« srvent) men com- 
manded b\ aCap'ain a JteMldar nnd a Jemadar More than half

An i irhrr powder mill stood on the island Troni the descrip

Egmorc from thr materials of the Capuchin Church of St Andrews

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SALT COTA URS 

Cotaur signifies shed The name Salt Ootaors applies to the 
district to west of the People’s Park, where the Madras and Southorn 
Mahratta^Railway have erected extensive godownS near Elephant Gate 
Road This tract was formerly waste land chiefly occupied bj salt 
pits, pans and salt cotaurs, which last were used for storing salt 
collected in the neighbourhood, as well as large supplios brought m 
by barges from Ennore, Pulicat, eto Under the East India 
Company the salt industry was fanned out to contractors This led 
to abuses Early m the 18th century' Rayasami Papaiya, Chief 
Dnbash to the Governor, was deprived of his high rank and confi 
dential post for creating a comer in salt Ho was reinstated by 
Governor Bastings in 1720 Now salt is a Government monopoly 
controlled by that branch of the Revenue Department exclusively 
devoted to Salt and Abkan 

SEVEN WELLS 

The pioturesquo title of Seven Wells applies to a large walled 
enclosure at the further end of Mint Street, planted with mango 
trees and overlooked on one side by a lino of godowns belonging to 
tho Public Works Department As a matter of fact, the compour 
contains ten covered wells These once yielded 300,000 gallons - 
water daily Now only two are working, and supply 80,000 gallons 
per diem to Fort St George Puffs of smoke, and tho noise of 
machinery come from a small yellow power house in tho middle, its 
activity attested by great cinder heaps piled up in the background 
An old storage reservoir, of quaint and massivo design, dominates tho 
north-east cornor at a high level 

In the early days of the English settlement at Madras much 
inconvenience was experienced owing to lack of reliable water Tho 
nearest obtainable was at Seven Wells, two miles distant from tho 
Fort It was fetched in casks and transported by the scavenger in 
conaorvancy carts A scheme to convey the water by aqueducts, or 
other means, was advanced by Captain George Baker in 1771, and 
approved bj the Company The ensuing contract specified that 
Baker should provide tho Fort with sufficient good and wholesome 
water to last a garrison of six thousand men for not less than four 
months, at the rate of three quarts a day per head Baker was to 
defray the cost of constructing the works, but was to receive a 
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on March 31st, 1794 His executors failed to carry out the provisions 
of his will, and misappropriated tho funds, until the matter was 
brought to the notico of Sir Herbert Compton, then Advocate-General 
The case came up before tho Supreme Court, when it was found that 
most of tho money had been dissipated Finally, owing to the oxer 
tions of Mr George Norton, tho next Advocate General a certain sum 
was recovered, chiefly in the form of jewels, the sale of which realised 
eight lakhs Niue Hindu trustees were nominated to carry out the 
provisions of the will Under thoir directions a primary school was 
established in Midras in 1842, and called Pachaiyappa’s Centnl lusti 
tution Hero instruction was provided free As the number of 
studonts soon became overwhelming, the trustees found themselves 
compelled to charge a small monthly foe, which came into force in 
1849 Meantime on October 2nd, 1846 Mr Norton had laid the 
foundation stone of the present College, which was formally opened 
by tho Governor of Madras, Sir Henry Pottingor, m 1850 As 
recently as 1915 the Govorhment presented the College with a play- 
ground at Chetput A chair of Mathematics was established in 1904, 
and one of Physics in 1918 It is a hopeful sign of tho times that 
tho College is iwihcningto the importance of technical education, 
and its bearing upon tho future status of India not only in the 
Empire, but tho world Other educational establishments, founded 
with fuuds bequeathed by Pachaiyappa, consist of a school at Conjee 
vernm his nativt city and another at Chidambaram 

MEMORIAL HALL 

Erected by public subscription tho Memorial Hall commemorates 
the eventful year 1857 wheu the storm of mutiny, which swept over 
Northern India left Madras unscathed It is a massive building and 
stands near the Central Railway Station, and opposito the Medical 
College 


ST ANDREW’S KIRK 

The tall yellow spire of St Andrew’s Kirk is 165 feet high It 
constitutes one of the most familiar land marks in Madras Situated 
due east of Egmore Railway Station the Church is surrounded by a 
big bare compound The main entrance faces west, and consists of a 
deep classical porch supported by twelve lofty and very massive fluted 
columns topped by Greek capitals Beyond lies an octagonal vestibule 
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with a shallow domed roof In the middlo of the floor a round block 
marble tablet bears an inscription stating that the building wns 
erected by Major T F de Havillnnd of the Engmeors The founda- 
tion stone was laid on April 6th, 1818, and Divine Soivice first hold on 
February SSth, 1821 Among the mural monuments is a bust of John 
Wylie, M D , Physician-General of Madras, obit ]Gth May, 1659 
The inscription states that Doctor Wylie took part in the heroic 
defence of Coregaum, near Poona, on New Year’s Day, 1818, when a 
small force of eight hundred commanded by Captain Staunton lopulscd 
repeated attacks of the Peshwas’ Army, numbering ova twenty 
thousand 

The interior of the Church is circular The handsome mahogany 
pews are curved in conformity with the general effect Tvvolve tall 
Ionic pillars form a ring under a lofty central dome coloured n deep 
shade of emerald Small stained glass windows set high in the 
white walls, temper the outer glare to a dim religious light The 
floor is paved with black and white marble Major de Hnvilland, 
the architect also constructed St George s Cithcdml, from 
designs drawn by Colonel Caldwell Further works associated 
with his name are the old sea wall, Madras and the curious 
rainbow arch at Senngapatam Born at Gutrnsu , he wns the 
son of Sir Peter do Havillaud Upon retiring he Ined in his 
native island until his death at the venerable lgc of mnetv 


MADRAS GUARDS 

The Headquarters of the Madras Guards are sitintid in a big 
white edifice north of St -tudrews Kirk The Corps dates from 
July 2nd, 1857 It boasts the proud distinction of bang the sole snr 
vivor of those volunteer organisations mised, m various parts of 
India, under the stress of the Sepov Mutiny Lord Harms was 
overnor of Fort St George at the time He gave even - encourage- 
mentto the new regiment, and was frequently present at parade,

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Tho establishment of the Cavalry was fixed at 100, and the 
Infantry at 700, exclusive of offi<ere Tbo nwiform sanctioned for 
tlio Cavalry consisted of a dark blue cloth tunio singlo breasted, 
piped with red and elaborately laced with gold across tho chest and 
down the seams Tho breeches were of white bucks! in, and were 
supplemented by high Napoleon boots, while tbo helmet was of red 
felt, with a gold chmstrap and devieo, tbo whole surmounted by a 
flowing whito horse plume Tho Infantry nmfomi was somewhat 
similar, oxceptmg that white trousers, and a spiked white helmot 
were worn 

In January, 1858, Colonel Silver received permission to form a 
Rifle Comp my, tho distinguishing uniform of which was green, with 
belt and pouch of black patent leather and a shako Oij tho 10th 
May of tho s vmo yeir tho Madras Guards woro presented with their 
colours A public holiday was declared in honour of the ovent The 
ceremony included the blessing of the colours by tho Rev F G 
Lugard, Chaplain of Vepery, and was a very brilliant and imposing 
one 


A detachment of tho Madras Guards was prosont at /Delhi on 
January 1st 1877, when Quean Victoria was proclaimed Empress of ■ 
India A yevr later Government proposed tho formation of an 
Artillery Company in Madras Tho twenty -fifth anniversary of the 
regiment was celebrated by the officers presenting a silver shield to 
bo competed for annually bv rifle teams of tho various companies 
In 190G tho Guards took part in tho annual shootmg competition at 
Bisley, where thev w era represented by Major VV V Smith, the 
present Officer Commanding the Regiment since tho death of Lnut - 
Colonel H \V Gillman, I C S , in 1918 Major \Y D Smith’s con 
nection with the Guatds dates from 1809 In 1014 he org mined 
and took to England the “ All India Bisley Team ” for which he 
received the congratulations and thanks of tho Viceroy, the Com 
mander-in-Chief, otc 

During tho late world war the Madras Guards wore partly mobi- 
lised and incorporated in tho Indian Defence Force As such a 
detachment was stationed at Fort St Georgo Needless to say 
their btnght uniforms are things of the pvst, the all enveloping khaki 
having descended upon them as upon the rest of the Army Never 
theless the Madr»< Guards maintain their anfcieut privilege, uniqud 
among volunteers of wearing gold lace

some eleven miles Visitors possessing neither bouse boats nornffas 
find accommodation on the lakeside in n furnished bungalow belong 
ing to Mr Nurse, of tho Madras Stable Company They 
must, however, provide their ovsn food The Fisheries own anotbor 
bungalow near bj Tho Iocalit) is celebrated for ov sters and salt

PULICAT 

Pulicnt lies 12 miles north of Ennoro on tho Buckingham Canal 
Histoncoll) it is of interest as tho first place on tbo Coromandel 
Const to bo colonised bv Hollnnd Tho Dutch East India Company 
founded a factory here in 1G07 protecting it with a fort still known 
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distinguished for a largo Buddhist temple and another to Siva 
Whon the Pallavas wore overthrown the Siva Banotunry at Koul 
Mndiivnram was robbed of its bronze doors, which were carried off to 
Tanjoro 


COVELONG 

Tradition avers that Oovelong, the old Dutch settlement some 20 
miles south of Madras, was once a largo and flourishing metropolis, 
10 miles in extent Comalammih was tho presiding goddess In 
those days the placo bore tho high sounding Sanskrit title of 
Nitiakahannpura, or tho Daily Marriage Citi , ns well as its more 
pros uc Tamil name derived from Kovalam, aheadland It is reached 
by a sido track that 6tnkes oast from tho Chingleput trunk road near 
the small railway staLion of Vandalur 

Tho Dutch erected a fort and factory at Covelong about 1612 
The place was held sacred by Muhammadans, owing to a legend that 
tho body of a holy man was' washed ashoro there in a chest, whereon 
was engraved tho request that id might be accorded burial A tomb 
was duly erected During tho rule of S>mdud ullah Khun, Nawab of 
the Carnatic (1710 32) a Mosquo whb built iu honour of the mis 
tenouB remains In 1745 Nawab Anwar ud Dm erected a fort, and 
changed the name of the place to Sandat Bunder or Auspicious Port 
The French occupied Covelong in 1710 Two years Inter Clivo forced 
them to surrender, whereupon he blew up tho fortifications totally 
destroying those of tho Dutch 

CHINGLEPUT 

Chingleput, the Lotus Town, is 36 miles S -W of Madras A 
pretty local logend attributes its foundation to a chieftain who, grief 
distracted at the death of his beautiful wife, dreamed that ho beard a 
voice oommandhim to collect her ashes and place them in an earthen- 
ware pot This accomplished he was to wander the world until such 
timo as lotus should buret in full bloom from the vessel upon its 
touohmg the ground near a lake Early records assign the place to 
the Pallavas, one of tho anoient ruling dynasties of TondaimandHlam, 
the couutry embracing the Coromandel Coast in the first centuries 
of our era From the Pallavas Chingleput passed to the Westorn 
Gangas of Mysore and then to the Oholas In the 14th century 
it was absorbed by the rapidly extending Vijianagar Empire 
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tho power of -which was broken by tho combined Muhammadan 
SuUans of tho Deccan at the battlo of Talikottah, in 1565 
Cliingleput became tho head quarters of Timmu Knja, a relative of 
tho vanquished Hindu dynasty Tho Fort dates from him One of 
his successors grunted tho site of Fort St George, Mnorns, to the 
English 'l he French stormed Chmglcput in 1751 A year later it 
-was captured by Clive Lilly neglected to reduce it before marching 
against Madras in 1758 an error which proved fatal to the success of 
his campaign Now the old stronghold serves as a Reformatory, 
where troublesome bovs are converted into useful members of society 
The town possesses a Travellers’ bungalow, a railway refreshment 
room, somo cavo temples and -arious other objects of interest 

SEVEN PAGODAS 

Known to Europeans as Seven Pagodas tbo ancient Pallnva sea 
port of M ibabalipur im is 17 miles from Chmglopnt the nearest 
railway station, and 52 miles from Madras, whence it can be reiched 
by tho Buckingham Canal Application for boats should be made to 
the Wharf Superintendent, the Busin, Madras 

After leaving Chingleput tho road is flat and winding Midway 
it passes a ridge, tbo highest ppivk crowned bv an ancient Siva temple 
Tins soars nb^ve the village of Tirukkalukundram and is known as tho 
Hill of the Stored Kites, from two of those birds, which flv there 
regularly at 11 o’clock every morning to bo led Pious belief affirms 
them to be the spirits of two Brahman saints, sons of Kasiparnsi, a 
Benares ascetic Many centuries ago these holy men gained 
emancipation from the flash at Tirukkalikundram They are further 
credited with bathing daily in the Ganges and with passing the 
night on tho sacred Island of Ramcswaram The goddess is styled 
Ohokkannv ngi and the god Ved igitisvara The latter is here worship 
ped as special patron of the Ycdas, which inspired works ho 
is held to have transformed into tho four mountain peaks, the 
highest of which supports his shrine The Sthalapurana mentions 
the temple ns having been endowed by both Ohola and Pandyun 
kings Once a Jain s vnotuary it was known as Pacshitirtham, and 
as the Bird Convont 

Seven Pagodas owes its European nickname to a maritime, 
tradition that seven temples, roofed with burnished copper, 
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extended soawards in a long line Locallj it is still believed to 
have been the capital of Mahabali, the domon king outwitted by 
Vishnu in his Vamana Avatar, or Dwarf incarnation The corroot 
nntnc of the sea port is Mahamallapuram, the Citj of Mahalla, one 
of the nomorous titles borne by the Pallava sovereign Narasimha- 
varman I whose reign dates from about GOO A D 

The place is world famed for its unique archajological remains 
in the form of monolithio shrines, notably the five rathas, rock 
cut galleries, sculptured boulders and the wonderful carved cliff 
styled Arjuna's penance There is ft Travellers’ Bungalow, but 
visitors must bring their own supplies

SADRAS 

Just before reaching the villago of Tirukkalikumlrani the road 
from Chmgleput to' Seven Pagodas splits into a fork The right 
branch runs 9 miles to the quaint and picturesquo Dutch seaport 
of Sadras The old fort is in a ruinate condition with the exception 
of the graveyard of tho nobility This lies lminedintel} inside the 
west curtain to south ot the entrance, and contains some beautifully 
carved and characteristic tombs Other interesting remains are 
those of the Dutch Governor’s ^Residence and his Garden House 
overlooking a spacious and beautifal masonry tank Both buildings 
aro now as effectually hiddon in jungle as was ever the enchanted 
castle of tho Sleeping Princess Under Holland the place was of 
commercial importance, and was partionlarlv famed for its fino 
muslins The English captured it in 1765 but it did not bocomo an 
integral part of tho British possessions until 1824 

Under the Pallavas it was a militarj station honce its name 
Shatturangapattanam embodying the four essontial branches of an 
ancient Hindu arm} , viz , cavalry, infantry, elephants and chariots 
The inspection bungalow is sparingly furnished 

CONJEEVERAM 

Conjeeveram, or Kanohipuram, tho glittering city, is 40 miles 
south-west of Madras In the early centuries of our eik it was the 
capital of the Pallavas, a dynasty whioh had a bull for a orest and a 
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EARLY HISTORY. 


Accordmg to Professo.r Haeckel the cradle of mankind 
was situated m the continent of Lemuna, long sunk beneath 
the Indian Ocean Geologists have advanced the stait- 
ling theory that what is now known as Dravidia, the 
generic teim applied to the Madras Presidency, was con- 
nected with this submeiged woild, and was not included 
in Asia until some three thousand yeais ago From man’s 
birthplace in Lemuna issued that great branch of the 
human family scientifically classed as true Malay, varia- 
tions of which are the stiaight-haned Mongols and the curly- 
headed Euploeami It is claimed that the last survive 
remarkably tiue to type m the Dravidtan population of 
Southern India and Ceylon, who are said to differ least 
fiom the pumesal stock Those who have changed the 
most, during the piocess of evolution, owe the fact to their 
having migrated furthest from their country of ongm Such 
is the case with the Euploeami settled m Euiope where, 
at an eatly date in the history of civilisation, the Graeco- 
Itulo-Celtic group attained a degree of intellectual, and 
artistic pieeminence that has been the wonder of succeed- 
ing generations 

The country round about the present city of Madras 
was known to antiquity as Toudaimandalam, from Tandy, 
a “ shrub,” and maudalam, a kingdom ’ Another name 
for it was Valaoaud or “ Extensive .District,” while the 
earliest Aryan emigrants from the north st\led it the 
Dandaca Desert It covered^'~"'-area of 18,802^~~ lare 
miles An old Tamil poet its 
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vorao as — “Tho Choyar to the south, Lho sacid VeDgadam 
to tho north, tho everlasting soa to tho oast, and, to west, 
lho dosirablo Mountains of tho Bull That this is tho posi- 
tion of tho Tonday country nil aro agroed " 

Tho Ghoynr Bivor has heen identified as tho Chonnaur 
or Yonaud Vongadam is ono of the many titlos homo 
by tho sacred lull crow nod by tho cclobratod Tripatly 
Tomplo Tho Mountains of tho Bull constitute tho range 
dominated by tho old foil of Nandidroog, which earned 
such siiiistor notoriety during tho Company’s wars with 
Haider All and Tipu Sultan 

Tho hrst lccordod inhabitants woro tho Korumbors, a 
pastoral tnbo of Chola doscont Gradually thoso nomad 
shophouls diminished m numbers, and were replaced by 
tho Vcllaulais, described as an agricultural people consist- 
ing of threo distinct blanches Under thorn tho district 
camo to bo noted as “ tho uxccllont Tonday country, with 
cloar watoiod holds, possessing loarnod mon ” Moreover 
it boastod “ ono thousand nine hundred townships beauti- 
fied bv palm treos 

For purposes of administration the territory was 
divided up into twenty-four cottams, each of which was 
rulod by a chio f , who resided m a fort In addition there 
w r ero sovonty-mne sub divisions, styled nadus, the pioto- 
typos of tho modem taluh What is now tho city of 
Madras was included in tho Nazar nadu of Puzel Cottein, 
the fort of winch was 10 milos to north-west at Kovil 
Matbavaram (Bed Hills)

THE ARYANS 

It is not known whon tho first Aryans ponotratod to 
Southern India Tho oarho3h emigrants woro probably 
religious ascotics and hormits, stiagglors from tli it great 
band who, at the beginning of tho Kali-Yiiga somo 3000 
B 0 , loft their home noar tho source of tho Ovus in tho 
vicinity of B ikhara, to cross the Indus and sottlo in tho 
Punjab, on a strip of land about CO miles long and 20 miles 
broad Among tho few who uhontiuod ns far ns 
Dravidia tho first to acquire f uno was \gistva Ho settled 
at the Court of tho Pnndynn King adapted tho customs and 
language of that nation, and compiled tho br>t Tamil 
Grammar Tamil is the oldest., richest and host organised 
of tho Dravidian languages, and is cominonh spoken 
throughout tho districts from a fow miles north of Madras, 
down to tho extreme south of tho Peninsula It possess- 
es two dialects Of tho33 Shon Tamil (meaning “ per- 
fection”) is tho most ancient and is tho classical tongue of 
poetry Goodum, or, “ludo" Tamil is used in ordinary 
parlance Dravidian literature is e'ctiamelj piohfic Its 
poets are suhjoot to certain curious rules Tne alphabet 
consists of propitious and unpropitious letters A poem 
must always begin with one of the former Tradition 
records how a king was once killed b> a poem addressed 
to him that started off with an unlucky letter 
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With tho Aryans originated that hereditary systeln to 
which tho Portuguese applied tho tmuio of ca-.ta, 01 caste, 
to express those social distinctions which determined a 
man’s c vl ling in hfo, and oulamed that a son should follow 
his father’s profession from generation to generation 

In the beginning tho most rospocled members of the 
Arjan commumt\ wore tho Rishis, who composod the 
hjmns, 1 it who belonged to no special class Gradually 
grados wero oigamsed, until all mankind was rigidly 
catalogued Tho fust rank in this strange now Older was 
assigned to the Biahmins, or pnostl> caste who, at tho 
momont of creation, were believed to have issuod from tho 
head of Brahma Tno Smskut oquivalout of caslo is 
varna, colour That of tho Brahmins was wince Then 
businoss in hfo was tho performance of tremendous sacu- 
fices calling foi elaborate and complicated ncual, tlio least 
infringement of which would cull down di vino vengeance 
upon tho luckless olTondei Thou mission was also to 
recite and interpret tho Vedas, expound the laws and he the 
counsellors of Kings Tho fit st portion of a Brahmin’s life 
was to he spent in study, and in sorving tho mastor wdiose 
disciple he w T as Tiio second was to be lived with Ins wife 
During this period lie was to preach, instruct and assist at 
sacrifices “ clean and decent, his hair and beard clipped, 
his passions subdued, his dress white, his body puie, cai ly- 
ing a staff and a copy of tho Vedas, and wealing buglifc 
golden rings in his ears ’’ The third and last part of Ins life 
must be spent in retirement as an anchorite until Ins spnit 
quits the body as a bird leaves the branch of a tree at 
wrll”

Bishop of Sileucta and attributed their conversion to 
mission iries from Persia

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MUHAMMADANS 

It 13 claimed fcliab the Raja of Kerala was converted 
to the Moslem faith in the 9th century, whence dates the 
Muhammadan population of the West Coast known as 
Moplahs In 1291 a Muhammadan army, led by Alla-ud 
Din, nephew of the Delhi Emperor, invaded the Deccan 
and ]y.id siege to Berai and Devngiri The Raja of the 
latter place was made prisonei and compelled to pay a 
heavy ransom Subsequently the conquerors renamed the 
city Duilatabad The Mussulmans penetrated as far south 
as Tanjoie and Madura in their various raids, plundering 
rtnd la\ ing waste the country Anarchy followed theirrehre- 
ment Before long the vanous Governors appointed bv the 
invaders rebelled against the Delhi Emperoi, thus founding 
the different Muhammadan kingdoms of the Deccan The 
first to succeed was the Viceroy of Daulatabad, with whom 
ongmuted the Bahmmy dynasty of Gulburga, m 1317 The 
Imand Slnln dynasty of JBeiar was proclaimed in 1481, 
and the Add Shaln dynasty of Bijapurm 1489 The Niram 
Slialn dynasty of Ahmadnagar was established at about 
the same peuod The Baieed Shalu dynasty of Bidar 
dates fLO'u 1498, and the Kutab Slialn dynasty of Golcondah 
fiom 1512 The present Muhammadan State of Hyderabad 
is of comparatnely lecentgiowtii, having been founded as late 
os the 18th cenlury by Azaf Jah, a mmistei of the Delhi 
Em| eror Feiukhsir, who, in 1713, appointed him Governor 
of the Deccan, with the title of Nizam-ul-Hulk Under the 
Empeioi Muhammad Shah, Azaf Jah was lecalled, and 
piomoted Giand Wazn, a post which he resigued Return 
mg to the Deccan in 1723 he proceeded to take advantage 
of the we«k condition of the central power to found the 
independent puncipality still ruled over by the Nizams of 
Hyderabad 
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5TIJIANAGAR 

While the various Muhammadan Governors -were 
busily engaged in establishing themselves as monarclis in 
the Deccan, the shattered Hindu powers rallied sufficiently 
to oiganise a formidable empire south of the Kistna This 
was luled over by the Vijianagar dj nasty founded in 1336 
by two hi others, Hanhara and Bukka, the sons of a 
Carnatic Chief, said to have been of Korumber descent 
They huilt their capital on the south bank of the Tunga- 
bliadra River It included Hampi, already sacred and 
classical ground, as forming part of Kishindhyah The site 
selected was a plain, admirably defended by lulls, with 
openings to east and west Bukka was the hist sovereign 
of the line His reign extended from 1336 until 1367, when 
he was succeeded by lus son It was soon the paramount 
pow ? ei in Southern India Contempoiary waters have 
left glowing accounts of its wealth and opulpnce That 
these were not mere tiavellei’s tales, coloured according to 
fancv, is testified by the vast and magnificent sculptured 
remains which sail exist of the erstwhile capital Finally, 
in 1564, the Muhammadan Sultans of the Deccan combined 
to overthrow the gieat Hindu dynasty The battle of 
Tellakottah proved fatal Ram Raja was slain His 
fabulously neb city was plundered and reduced to rums, 
and his family forced to fly foi their lives Two of Ins 
brothers escaped One established himself at Penoocondah, 
and the other at Ohandragni, 70 miles north-west of 
Madras At the latter place the last king boasting any 
power caused a gold plated kaul to be executed convex ing 
the site of Fort St George to Francis Day, as Agent of 
the East India Company This was the final act of his 



reign Shortly afterwards he was mulcted of his remain- 
ing sovereignty by the Sultan of Golcondah His descend- 
ants were reduced to an obscure existence at Anagundi 

It was a carious fiat of destiny which ordained that 
the last royal act of the last Vijiauagar sovereign should be 
to lay the foundation stone of the .Bntisli-Indian Empire
